ANOTHER SLAM 


We read with interest Jack O’Con- 
nor’s Getting the Range item, “Grand 
Slam on Rams,” in the August issue, 
and agree that quite a few hunters 
have now taken all four species of 
North American sheep. Many of these 
hunters we have the privilege of call- 
ing customers. 

We would like to tell you of one man 
who has succeeded in taking all four 
sheep. His name is John Belcher of 


| Upland, Calif., retired farmer and wine 


maker. John caught the sheep fever at 
a rather late age, killing his first, a 
Rocky Mountain bighorn, in Alberta 
in 1952 while hunting with guide Phil 
Temple. In 1955 he took a fine Stone 
ram in nothern British Columbia, 
hunting with guide Wesley Brown of 
Fort St. John. In Alaska in 1956, 
hunting with guide Don DeHart in the 


Wrangell Mountains, he bagged a Dall 
sheep. 

At my suggestion John entered the 
Arizona desert sheep-hunt drawing in 
1956 and drew No. 2 of the 20 permits 
issued. (Two years before I had shot 
a fair desert ram myself at 3:30 on the 
last afternoon of the season). On De- 
cember 8, 1956, Belcher completed his 


‘sheep collection with two shots at 400 


yd. with his .270. 

During the aforementioned hunts in 
the north, Belcher also took several 
other very fine trophies, including 
moose and caribou in the record class. 
At present he is on his way to Alaska 
to try to take record-class trophies of 
goat and Alaska brown bear, and he 
plans an early spring hunt for polar 
bear next year.

Do Liens Scream? 


I think Skorty Lyon is one of the 
best of the outdoor writers, and I read 
all his mountain lion stories in OUTDOOR 
LIFE. I’d like to ask him something. 
I’ve lived along the Mexican border in 
lion country most of my life, but I’ve 
never heard anything I thought was 
a mountain lion’s scream. Do they 
scream? I'd like to know what Shorty’s 
opinion is on this.—Ellis McDougall, 
Sanderson, Tex. 


I know I am sticking my neck out, 
but I do not believe that lions scream— 
at least, not like a woman in mortal 
pain, or like a baby crying, which is 
the way it is usually described by those 
who do think that lions scream. I 
think that most of the people who 
think they scream have heard some- 
thing make a hideous noise and wrong- 
ly believed it to be old longtail. 

I have met a few part-time lion 
hunters with a few lions to their credit 
who believe they scream. I have also 
met quite a few ranchers who think so 
too. But those who talk the most about 
lions screaming really know the least 
about lions. No. 1 on this lion-scream- 
ing list are old women living off by 
themselves near the edge of some small 
town or settlement, and such old men 
are a close second to the women. 
Quite often well-meaning people tell 





me where I can catch a lion because 





they have been hearing one scream. I 
don’t tell such people that lions don’t 
scream because they wouldn’t believe 
me, even though I am a government 
lion hunter. They have been convinced 
all their lives that lions scream, their 
fathers and mothers told them so when 
they were kids, so I let it stay that 
way. 

Prospectors mostly believe that lions 
scream. But I have never known a 
professional lion hunter who so be- 
lieved, and none of the lion hunters 
I am acquainted with believe it. 

But lions are not dumb by a long 
shot. They can make several different 
kinds of noise. I think the one that is 
heard the least is more like a whistle 
than anything else. The only time I 
have ever heard this was when a fe- 
male and her young were separated 
and they made this particular whis- 
tling sound to locate each other. Ev- 
eryone has heard mamma _ pussycat 
talk to her kitten when she brings in 
a rat, also old tomcats calling up their 
girl friends from the neighbors’ back- 
yards. Lions and bobcats make the 
same sounds, only a lot louder. But if 
you really want to hear a lion making 
a noise you will never forget, try 
crawling into a small cave where a 
big male is fighting off your hounds. 

Most animals and birds make differ- 
ent sounds, but I believe that the owl 
family is the master of them all. I 
believe that the big horned owl is re- 
sponsible for more people thinking that 
lions scream than any other thing.— 
T. J. (Shorty) Lyon, Mogollon, N. Mex. 


Strange One 


I’m sending a photo of a coyote I 
shot a few months ago. When I saw it 
it was traveling across the prairie like 





a tumbleweed. Its legs were of normal 
length, but its body, apart from head 
and shoulders, was only three or four 
inches long, so that it had to run at an 
angle like an ape. This animal weighed 
18 lb. The nose was shorter and the 
neck much thicker than normal and it 
had no tail. According to the Uni- 
versity of Alberta’s Zoology Depart- 
ment, the critter was an adult dog 
coyote born deformed but in otherwise 
good health—Harvey G. Clark, Ba- 
shaw, Alberta, Canada.

Spinning for Steelheads 


with your spinning rod,” puffed the 

dripping man as he emptied a boot- 
ful of northern California’s chilly salt 
water onto the ground. ‘“He’s too far 
out for my fly rod.” 

I helped him remove his second boot, 
jerking it off his foot with a swoosh. 

“I’m not going to try and drown my- 
self again, even if he is the biggest 
steelhead trout I’ve seen this fall,” he 
vowed, wringing out one of his socks. 
“He’s in range of your spinning rod, I 
think. But be careful; the currents are 
powerful and tricky.” 

I knew it was a tough piece of water 
to wade. Tidal action generally builds 
up powerful rips in places where rivers 
enter salt bays. Only a few minutes 
ago, while I was wandering along the 
shore looking for signs of steelheads, 
I'd seen this fellow wade in brandishing 
a fly rod. He was too wrapped up in 
delivering a lure to the fish to exercise 
caution. 

He was nearly up to his hips, 
struggling with an overload of line, 
when his feet rolled out from under him 
as he backcast. He came up puffing 
and blowing, and I rushed into the 
water to give him a hand, saving his 
rod by grabbing the line. 


i& SURE YOU can reach that fish 


Now mind that,’’ he grumbled as I 
began rewinding his unspooled 
line. “Get out there and catch that fish. 
He’s lying in the eddy behind that split- 
topped boulder.” 

I tied a weighted red-nose fly onto 
my §8-lb.-test monofilament line, then 
stepped gingerly into the current. I 
took my bearings on the spot where 
the man had said the steelhead was. 
The distance was about 80 ft. 

It looked as though an upcurrent 
cast and a short drift would deliver the 
fly into the eddy. The fly, assisted by a 
light tail wind, sailed through the air 
and landed perhaps 20 ft. above the 
center of the eddy. The current caught 
it quickly. Holding the rod high, I kept 
the bail of the reel open, encouraging 
the fly to drift without too much drag. 

The fly spiraled at the heart of the 
eddy, wavered among the currents, and 
began to settle. I’d just closed the reel’s 
bail when it stopped. 

“Fouled,” I murmured. 

“Set the hook, quick,” called the man 
on shore. 

Expecting my action would only foul 
the hook hopelessly, I gave the rod an 
easy twitch. But suddenly I realized 
the barb had entered flesh and gristle, 
and I struck hard. A powerful fish 
gave his head a shake, then the line 
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Holding light spinning rod high, Heinold 
eases Klamath River steelie into his net 


rose and kept rising until a silvery fish 
as long as a table leg, shaking fran- 
tically, smashed open the bay’s sur- 
face. 

“Tt’s that steelhead,’’ my friend said. 

I was too busy to reply. The steel- 
head had fallen back with a cracking 
smash and instantly was headed out 
into the bay. About 200 ft. of line 


melted off my spool in seconds. Then 
the fish veered sharply and began rac- 
ing parallel to the shore. 

“You'll have to chase him,’’ my friend 
yelled. 

I edged into shallower water. Follow- 
ing that fish presented a problem, for 
the rough, log-strewn shoreline wasn’t 
exactly suited for sprinting. I held the 
rod almost perpendicular and moved 
into water only a few inches deep as I 
followed the fish. Then, ducking around 
logs, stumps, and boulders, I followed 
the steelhead in the opposite direction. 
Soon I was back where I'd started. 

The steelhead kept going, whizzing 
across the current-swirled waters at 
the river’s mouth. I stood still, not dar- 
ing to follow him farther, hoping he’d 
swing back and make another shoreline 
run. He didn’t. Instead, he moved into 
a stretch of shoal water on the opposite 
side. 


| ke never seen a fish other than a tar- 
pon carry on the way that steelhead 
did when he reached the swift shoals. 
He went berserk, tossing himself high 
into the air, then flopping back into 
water scarcely deep enough to float 
him. Squirming over finger-deep spots 
like a crazed eel, he’d resume his leaps 
when he found water deep enough to 
give him a purchase. He must have 
jumped and flopped two dozen times. 
Then he reached the edge of the bar, 
and plunged into deeper water. 

He went at once to bottom and 
sulked. I strained my tackle to put 
the heat on him, pumping him back 
foot by foot. Once he surfaced, gave a 
feeble roll, and tilted his nose back to 
bottom. When I raised him again, all 
he could do was wallow. From then 
on, all I had to do was pump and reel 
until, with the help of my friend, I 
beached him. 

“He'll go 15 Ilb.,” said my friend, 
hefting the fish. Then he remarked, 
“Man, I wish we’d get some rain. 
There’s nothing like fishing for steel- 
heads when they work into the rivers.” 

That opinion, I learned as I visited 
the steelhead waters of the Pacific 
Northwest, is shared by many anglers. 
When steelies move into the rivers, it’s 
the signal for salt-water fishermen who 
appreciate light tackle to follow. 

A native of Pacific waters, the steel- 
head is a species of migratory rainbow 
trout bearing great resemblance to the 
Atlantic salmon. The steelie’s spawn- 
ing grounds are the coastal streams. 
After spending his younger days in the 
river of his birth, he works down- 
stream and slips into the ocean. Where

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he goes in the Pacific, no one knows 
exactly. It’s common knowledge, how- 
ever, that after a few years he returns 
to his natal stream—grown to fighting 
size, bright as a new dime, plump and 
sassy, and ready for spawning activity. 

The Pacific Coast is fed by many 
rivers that run into bays, inlets, and 
passes where steelheads concentrate. 
There are waters in California, Oregon, 
and Washington where steelies are 
found most of the year, but the biggest 
runs of the biggest fish—many of 
which exceed 20 lb.—come with the fall 
and winter rains and the snow run-offs 
of early spring. Then the rivers be- 
come so swollen, especially near their 
mouths, that anglers use tackle similar 
to the light surfing outfits of Eastern- 
ers to hold weighted lures and baits at 
the fish’s feeding levels. 

Spinning has gained tremendous 
popularity in steelhead waters. One of 
the favored types of rods averages be- 
tween 8 and 8% ft. long, weighs be- 
tween 8 and 10 oz., and has an extra 
wrap of glass between butt and butt 
guide. Its tip action is soft and fast. 
Like Eastern surfmen, Western steel- 
headers prefer spin guides of large 
diameter. Fixed reel seats are the rule. 

With rods such as this, a reel that 
holds at least 200 yd. of 10-lb.-test 
monofilament line is preferred. A reel 
with a gear ratio of 4-to-1 is necessary, 
especially when drift fishing. Many 
anglers use salmon eggs, either singly 
or in clusters, and, after casting them 
up and quartering with the current, 
allow them to bump along bottom. 
Steelies take salmon eggs gently, and 
any suspicious resistance to the drift 
should be quickly countered, for it may 
mean a strike. That also often applies 
to artificial lures used on steelies. 


fisherman I’d met in the bay coun- 

try had said, ‘“‘There’s nothing like 
fishing for steelheads when they move 
into the rivers,” and I learned what he 
meant when I visited Klamath, in Cali- 
fornia. 

It is one of those beautiful tidal 
streams in which steelhead fishing 
with light tackle is rewarding from 
August till November. 

I worked the Klamath for nearly a 
week with flies and small metal wob- 
blers, and I learned that fishing for 
steelies is largely a matter of knowing 
how to use a sunken lure. Low-riding 
lures produced the majority of strikes. 
Lying behind boulders at the tails of 
pools, the fish I found were mostly at 
deeper leveis. The water most steelies 
liked best was fairly well out from 
shore, where currents converged. 

The habits of steelheads are similar 
to those of striped bass and weakfish 
in tidal river water. They prefer eddies 
between active waters. Such spots are 
catchalls which receive concentrations 
of drifting food and baitfish. I found 
the spinning rod ideal for reaching 
those hide-outs with drifting lures. 

Considerable controversy existed 
among the anglers I met as to how 
lures should be floated to steelheads 
lying at the end of a run of current. 
One group insisted that they should be

lures in slack water. 


teelheads don’t always show them- 

selves plainly to anglers, though they 
often do. Sharp-eyed anglers learn how 
to spot many by little telltale swirls, 
and the steelie’s protruding fins. But 
the majority of those I landed had to 
be located through the time-honored 
system of deduction and elimination. 

I ran across some veteran steelhead 
anglers who caught plenty of fish by 
finding a good spot and patiently wait- 
ing there, knowing that the migrants 
would pass by sooner or later. But I’m 
not that patient. 

The way one approaches promising 
pools and runs for steelheads is im- 
portant. I finally developed four main 
types of coverage when tackling new 
holes. They worked fine for me, 
whether I used flies or metal wobblers. 

To start, I’d cast to the water near- 
est me, drift the lure to the end of the 
current’s run, and retrieve.

ATOMIC FALLOUT AND GAME Coa 


I, a recent issue of the Minnesota Conservation Depart- 
ment’s publication, Conservation Volunteer, James Lee, tech- 
nical assistant to the state’s director of game and fish, specu- 
lated about what effect radioactive fallout from atomic-bomb 
tests may be having on fish and wildlife, and how it may affect 
our future hunting and fishing. 


Lee asked some pertinent questions which he didn’t 
try to answer. Example: One of the products of an atomic 
explosion is strontium-90, an element which emits radi- 
ation for many years, concentrates in bone tissue, and 
replaces calcium. Buck deer, because they grow new 
antlers each year, need a lot of calcium. What, Lee 
asked, is the effect on a buck when some of the calcium 
in its body is replaced by strontium-90? Also, since 
strontium-90 can be transmitted from one generation to 
the next one, what will be the effect on the buck’s des- 
cendants? 


These questions were so suggestive of future headaches 
that | went the Washington rounds trying to find out if any- 
one has come up with the answers. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service hasn’t, and it hasn’t 
started trying to except that technicians on its Desert Game 
Range in Nevada have co-operated with the Atomic Energy 
Commission by collecting for radiation-effect studies the 
hearts of deer and other animals killed in fallout areas. 


The National Academy of Sciences-National Research 
Council, a private organization with close government 
ties, hasn’t done any work on fish and game as such, 
but two years ago it organized a group of assorted scien- 
tists, including two Fish and Wildlife Service fisheries 
biologists, to investigate the effect of atomic radiation 
on all living things. Its first public report, a pamphlet en- 
titled ‘The Biological Effects of Atomic Radiation,” is 
worth reading, whether your interest is in future hunting 
and fishing or just in staying alive yourself. 

The Atomic Energy Commission has investigated, and 
is continuing to investigate, the effects of atomic radia- 
tion on fish, animals, and plant life. It has found definite 
answers to some specific questions, partial answers to 
others. Most of its research is done by universities or col- 
leges working under contract, and this research, which 
now includes several hundred projects, is constantly be- 
ing expanded. 


‘ke years ago, when the Atomic Energy Commission took 
over the work of atomic research and production, a distin- 
guished scientist warned that it was undertaking “by long 
odds the most dangerous manufacturing process in which men 
ever have been engaged.” 

So far it has turned out to be about the safest. There hasn’t 
been a single fatality from radiation, and only five injuries— 
three of which would have been prevented if the workers 
concerned had used available protective equipment. 


Atomic scientists disagree about any number of things, 
but they agree that nuclear radiation, which can’t be 
seen or felt, injures or destroys living cells by a process 
called ionization. In large amounts, nuclear radiation is 
injurious to all living things. Scientists measure ioniza- 
tion with a unit called the roentgen. The AEC rule is that 
no worker shall be exposed to more than three tenths of

one roentgen of radiation in any week, which adds up 
to about 15 roentgens a year. Actually, few workers in 
atomic plants receive as much radiation in a year as they 
would get by having a chest X-ray. 

The AEC says that protective methods similar to those 
so effective in protecting its workers also safeguard the 
areas surrounding its plants. 


Atomic testing grounds are a different story, but they are 
isolated and the public is kept well away from them. Routine 
protective measures safeguard the men who work right on the 
grounds, so if there’s any anxiety, it’s about the effect of fall- 
out in adjacent and distant areas. When an atomic bomb is 
exploded the resulting fireball rises rapidly, drawing behind 
it the stem, or dust column, into the spectacular mushroom- 
shaped fission cloud. It is thought that about 10 percent of 
the radioactive material remains in the dust column and falls 
within 30 miles of the explosion; the other 90 percent stays in 
the fission cloud and usually is blown long distances before it’s 
washed down to earth by rain or snow. The Albany-Troy 
area in New York State once received a measurable but not 
hazardous fallout after a bomb test in Nevada. 


Continued investigation in large areas surrounding 
testing grounds hasn’t produced any evidence that ra- 
diation resulting from fallout has ever reached a level 
hazardous to animals. It has been shown, however, that 
radioactive material is being metabolized by both ani- 
mals and plants that animals eat, but as of now the 
accumulation of fission materials is well below the dan- 
ger level. There is no known case of injury to an animal 
by more-distant fallout. 


Fr ctiowing the Bikini and Eniwetok bomb tests, a Coast 
Guard cutter carried a group of scientists on a 17,000-mile 
investigative cruise in the Pacific. They found that while ra- 
dioactivity in plankton and fish was more evident than in 
comparable samples from Puget Sound, a water area free 
from contamination, it wasn’t nearly high enough to be con- 
sidered a possible hazard. Laboratory tests of the yellowfin 
tuna and reef and lagoon fish caught showed their radiation to 
be less than 1 percent of that considered safe for human con- 
sumption. 


The AEC Hanford plant in the state of Washington, which 
produces plutonium from raw materials, is thought to be the 
largest atomic plant in the world. It handles radioactive ma- 
terials in tons, not grams. Cooling water from its reactor piles 
is discharged into the Columbia River, whose runs of Chinook 
salmon are worth several million dollars a year. Close check 
is kept on the radioactivity of the river water—it has never ex- 
ceeded the permissible limit. 

Salmon and trout are grown in tanks filled with mixtures of 
river water and cooling water from the reactor piles. The fish 
in the tanks containing less than 5 percent pile water remain 
normal. In the tank containing 5 percent pile water (more 
than five times the amount found anywhere in the river) the 
fish grow less rapidly and their mortality increases. In the 
tanks containing more than 5 percent pile water the effects are 
progressively bad, and in the 10-percent tank they are dev- 
astating.

UPLAND-GAME OUTLOOK ROSY 


Haunting is the big noise now, and the outlook is good 
for upland-game hunters throughout the Midwest. Most 
states on this beat predict seasons at least as productive as 
last year, which was above average in many places. 

Not all state game departments can furnish kill reports, 
but as near as I can calculate from information I’ve rounded 
up, in 1956 the shotgun army in these 13 states accounted 
for something like 8,000,000 pheasants, 23,000,000 rabbits, 
10,000,000 squirrels, 5,000,000 quail, and maybe 1,500,000 
ruffed grouse, prairie chickens, Huns, and sharptails. I’ve no 
reports on doves, woodcock, or snipe. 


Those figures are only rough estimates, of course, 
but they’re as accurate as I’ve been able to put together. 
Certainly they’re enough to prove that hunters had a 
satisfactory time around this part of the country in 
1956, and all signs point to as good a game harvest 
this fall. 

In most states there was a good carry-over of breed- 
ing stock last spring. Wet weather interfered somewhat 
with nesting and breeding, but no serious losses were 
reported. In general, food and cover are the best in 
years because of summer rains, and the mast crop is 
better than a year ago. Heavy cover will mean hard go- 
ing for dogs and men, but it also means ideal condi- 
tions for game. 


What heads the popularity parade? Pheasants are the 
most important gamebird in Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, lowa, North and South Dakota, and 
Nebraska. Quail take the lead in Indiana, Kentucky, Kansas, 
and Missouri. Ruffed grouse rival pheasants closely in Wis- 
consin and Michigan, and sharptails do the same in North 
Dakota. Rabbits are the most heavily hunted game animals 
in all of these states except Kentucky, which rates squirrels 
ahead, Squirrels run a close second in Wisconsin .and 
Minnesota. 


South Dakota is the Midwest’s pheasant capital. Kill 
figures aren’t available for last year, but the 1955 take was 
1,600,000 birds. Last fall’s was probably as heavy, and 
there’s no reason to expect a slump this season. Yet state 
game men told me only a few weeks ago that they consider 
pheasants underhunted. The riotous old days, when birds 
went out of the big cornfields in clouds (I’ve seen 300 to 
400 flush from a single field) are gone, but any hunter 
willing to work can still expect a limit bag. 


East-central counties are likely to be hottest this year. 
The southeast part of the state, normally an ace ring- 
neck area, was hit by rain and hail early in the summer, 
so the pheasant population may have dropped a bit. 

Michigan is the second biggest pheasant-producing 
state, with a kill of 1,125,000 last fall. State game men 
look for better than average hunting this year. The hot 
areas will be the Thumb, the south-central counties 
around Lansing and St. Johns, Kent and Ottawa counties 
on the west side of the state. 

Minnesota ranked third as a pheasant state in 1956, 
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with a harvest just over 1,000,000. Heavy rains hit the 
hatch in a few areas last spring, but in general the out- 
look is good—best in southwestern counties. 


Other top-notch pheasant states are Ohio, with an annual 
kill around 750,000; Wisconsin, with better than 500,000; 
lowa which furnishes no kill reports but takes a big harvest, 
and ditto for Nebraska. Hunt the northwest and north-central 
counties in Ohio, the south and southeast in Wisconsin, the 
north half of Iowa, and the central and western counties 
outside the sandhills in Nebraska. 


Were to go for quail? Missouri took 1,350,000 last 
year, Indiana close to 1,000,000, Kentucky over 3,500,000. 
Kansas doesn’t know how many were harvested, but bob- 
white is the No. 1 gamebird there. All four states expect 
bumper hunting this fall. The best areas? South-central 
Indiana, from the Bluegrass west to the Mississippi in Ken- 
tucky, west-central and northeast Missouri, east half of 
Kansas. The south half of Iowa also is a good bet. 

Pheasants are tops in North Dakota, but they share honors 
with prairie grouse—mostly sharptails—and the Hungarian 
partridge. North Dakota had its best hunting in 10 years 
last fall, and looks for a repeat. Hunters took 325,000 pheas- 
ants, 167,000 sharps, and 126,000 Huns, and gun pressure 
is light. 


Sharptails will be in particularly good supply, and 
North Dakota will offer the best sharptail hunting south 
of Canada—well worth an October pilgrimage by any 
dog man who likes to hunt these big, canny prairie 
grouse. Outsiders get a warm welcome. “All our small 
game could stand additional pressure,” John Hewston, 
chief of public relations for the Game and Fish Depart- 
ment, told me at the end of summer. 


The visitor can work out of any town near the Missouri 
River and be sure of good pheasant, Hun, and sharptail 
shooting, plus some action on ducks. North Dakota hunters 
brag they have the best duck hunting in the United States. 
They could be right. If you like elbow room and plenty of 
birds, that’s a place to go. Best time—latter half of October. 


Ruffed grouse are starting the upswing of their cycle 
in Wisconsin, Michigan, and Minnesota. Wisconsin killed 
645,000 last year, Minnesota 330,000, and Michigan 
300,000. Hunters should do a little better this fall if 
weather conditions are right. The west half of the upper 
peninsula will be the hottest area in Michigan. In Min- 
nesota it’s the northeast and north-central counties. One 
place will be about as good as another in northern 
Wisconsin. Michigan and Wisconsin also get a lively 
woodcock flight and the timber doodles are a worth- 
while bet in both states. 


Cottontail hunters do better in Missouri than in any other 
state in the country. They killed 6,000,000 last fall, half 
again as many as in 1955. If anybody can match that I'd 
like to hear from them. But (Continued on page 40)

I. October, thoughts of those who live above the impending 
snowline usually turn toward the bright late fall and winter 
days of Florida, so I asked Bob Dahne, information chief for 
the Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission, to tell 
us about the salt-water hotspots around his state. As a sports- 
man, Bob keeps his finger on both fresh and briny angling, 
and I knew his words would be tips to pass along. Here’s 
what he told me: 


In October, Florida salt-water fishermen look mainly 
to the hundreds of year-round species in our waters. 
Fishing generally is good, the weather is cooler, and 
there are fewer bugs, fewer tourists. The hurricane sea- 
son, at its peak in September, is on the wane, but high 
winds sometimes still foul the fishing in the surf with 
dirty water, roiled sand, and debris. Fishing often im- 
proves after a storm, since fish feed heavily in clearing 
waters. 


For October in general: Florida tarpon are slowing down 
after a peak season from June through August, but some are 
always present. Resident snook, now under a legal number 
limit, are common in south Florida from Sebastian Inlet 
south through the Keys, the Ten Thousand Islands, lower 
Gulf rivers, and along the mangrove coast. 

Barracuda are present from Fort Pierce south to Key West, 
both inshore and offshore. Channel bass (called redfish on 
Florida’s west coast) are best from now through December. 
East coast fishing for blues is at its peak in September and 
October. If everything else is slow, reef and bottom fishing 
always turns up a variety of catches such as jewfish, groupers, 
grunts, snappers, porgies, lizard fish, lookdowns, pigfish, pin- 
fish, pork-fish, and hundreds of others. 


Betow Jacksonville, down the Atlantic shoreline to the 
Keys and up the western Gulf Coast, the best salt-water 
fishing drops for October include: 

Lower St. Johns River. The area from the river mouth at 
Jacksonville south to Lake Monroe at Sanford may be worth 
checking for early runs of striped bass and shad. Striped 
bass never numerous here, but best in fall and winter months. 


Indian River. Not a river, but a tremendous stretch of 
tidal brackish and salt waters, partially landlocked. This 
is the home of spotted sea trout (weakfish), as well as 
channel bass, snappers, flounder, porpoise, and other 
ocean fish, including a few sharks. 

Cocoa. This central east coast area calls itself ‘“‘The 
Sea Trout Capital of the World.’’ October weakfish good 
in Indian River, Banana River, and the Cape Canaveral 
area. Tripletails are a rare species usually found around 
wrecks, pilings, buoys, from Cocoa north to St. Augus- 
tine. Channel bass and bluefish are present in surf, inlets 
and tidal lagoons. King mackerel fair in offshore waters. 


Sebastian Inlet. Drive south on Melbourne Beach to reach 
this inlet where there’s said to be only two kinds of fishing— 
“either very good or very bad.” When baitfish follow October 
rising tides through inlet mouth, bluefish, channel bass, jack 
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crevallé, ladyfish, tarpon, and shark jumble up to offer a 
mixed pot. No baitfish means poor fishing. 


Fort Pierce to Stuart. Sailfish, permanent residents here, 
are in fair numbers offshore, with a pickup in October after 
hot weather. Snook at the inlets, especially Dynamite Point 
at Fort Pierce inlet. Channel bass, sea trout in tidal lagoons 
and Indian River. Dolphin offshore. Bottom fish and reef fish 
if all else fails. 


Juno Beach. Surf where high power line crosses U. S. 
Highway 1 just north of Juno should hit peak on blue- 
fish and some pompano from October 1 through No- 
vember. 

Lake Worth. Since Indian River isn’t a river, it’s no 
shock that Lake Worth isn’t a lake, but a lake-size 
stretch of landlocked salt water with inlets north and 
south of Palm Beach. Snook good in surf and inlets. 
Bluefish should start running as early as September. Bot- 
tom fish always present. 

Greater Miami. Check Baker’s Haulover Inlet for fish 
runs. Dolphin offshore in Gulf Stream. Sailfishing im- 
proves after hot weather. Government Cut for permits 
and barracuda. 


Fhorida Keys. Bonefish, year-round residents, make for 
good fishing in October and all other months, except when 
very hot or very cold weather forces bones off flats into deeper 
waters. Also to be had are barracuda, jacks, permits, and 
blue runners. Countless snappers, grunts, porgies, and many 
bottom and reef fish give Keys fishermen good angling in 
October, except in stormy weather. 


Naples—Marco. Tarpon on downgrade at season’s 
end. Resident snook are off peak, but channel bass are 
near peak. Kingfish due offshore and in passes. Sea 
trout are present year-round, with pompano here and 
there in September. Good bottom fishing and pass fish- 
ing for snappers, grunts, and sheepsheads, especially 
in holes. 

Sunshine Skyway. There’s a far-flung toll bridge from 
Palmetto across Tampa Bay to St. Petersburg, with pic- 
nic sites, bait and tackle shops, and concessions all 
along the way. Sea trout, snook, channel bass (called 
redfish here), snappers, grouper, and sheepsheads are 
to be had. Kingfish and mackerel are due in late Sep- 
tember or early October. 


Northwest Florida. Panama City to Destin. The Destin 
Fishing Rodeo is in October, so fishing is nearing its peak. 
Sea trout and redfish move inshore slowly. King mackerel 
due. Spanish mackerel, blue runners, jacks, bonito, dolphin, 
and red snappers present. Redfish at Destin bridge. Septem- 
ber closes out barracuda season here. Cobia now considered 
good game from March through October. Manta rays present 
offshore in Gulf and along tide lines. October marks end 
of tarpon season. 

Gulf Stream. Tops for charter, party, and similar offshore 
boats. Sailfishing on fast upgrade during October. Dolphin 
good. (Continued on page 157)

BUCKS LIKE BASKETBALLS 


‘iit is the kind of mail I’ve been getting from all over the 
West in answer to my queries about prospects for October 
deer hunting: “Good range conditions have beefed up the 
deer. They’re in better shape and more plentiful than for five 
years.”—“Most bucks glassed on surveys look as round as 
basketballs.” 

State-by-state reports reflect the same general optimism. 
New Mexico’s game director, Homer C. Pickens, wires: “Pre- 
dict biggest deer kill ever. Bag limit is one deer of either sex 
over most of the state. First season opens October 14 in 
northern counties and Gila wilderness.” 


Colorado’s game manager, Gilbert N. Hunter, points 
out that a nonresident can legally take four deer this 
fall, and they’d only cost $47.50 in license fees. North- 
west and southwest regions are most promising for deer. 
The elk outlook’s also good: 9,100 licenses will be vali- 
dated for taking one of either sex. 

Nevada's director, Frank Groves, says deer there are 
plentiful and fat. He expects lots of nonresidents despite 
the hike in fees to $50. Elko county gets 5,300 of the 
7,000 nonresident permits. You might see Bing Crosby 
there. He’s got a ranch near Elko and hunts. Take your 
fishing tackle too. Trout season’s still open. 


This year Utah’s director, J. Perry Egan, expects at least 
as many nonresidents as last year, when 16,658 out-of-staters, 
mostly Californians, hunted in Utah. General season will open 
October 19. Hunter-success ratio should be about the same, 
or 73 percent. 

Montana will have top-notch deer hunting, as usual. Direc- 
tor A. A. O’Claire adds that the $20 deer and antelope li- 
censes for nonresidents have been extended two years. 


I Idaho, Director Ross Leonard reports two additional two- 
deer areas, one in Owyhee County, one in Caribou and Bear 
Lake counties. You also can take two deer in a section on the 
Middle Fork of the Salmon River. Season starts October 1. 


Oregon probably will have about as good a kill as 
last year, despite last year’s poor fawn crop. P. W. 
Schneider, game commission director, says this year’s 
fawn crop was one of the best on record. He adds that 
the Oregon-California interstate mule-deer herd in Modoc 
and Fremont National Forests looks about as large as last 
year. 

Washington? Probably a slight drop in deer herds due 
to the terrific winter two years ago, but wardens tell 
Director John Biggs this year’s fawn crop was good. Enos 
Bradner, Seattle outdoor writer, says the elk herds are 
in good shape. He forecasts an average kill. 


California’s deer kill seems almost sure to drop from the 
high of last year, when the much-debated doe hunts were 
allowed. But packers in the Sierra tell me the bucks are plen- 
tiful and fat. If snows chase the bucks down in early October, 
the kill should be at least average. Hotspots should be Mon- 
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ache Meadows on the east Sierra; Shasta, Lassen, Modoc, 
and Tehama counties. 


Pistients deer prospects are excellent in most areas. Spe- 
cial hunts include 4,000 permits in each of two Kaibab dis- 
tricts. Director John Hall reminds me that muzzle-loader fans 
won the right to hunt deer this year. The Powder Horn Club 
of Phoenix promoted a regulation that authorizes deer hunt- 
ing with .42 caliber or larger muzzle-loading rifles which meet 
the minimum requirements. Special archery hunts include a 
pre-season hunt in most of the zone south of the Colorado 
river. 


WATERFOWL PROSPECTS: Both the Pacific and Central 
Fiyways look good, I’m told by Rennie Harley, assistant 
general manager of Ducks Unlimited of Canada. Here 
are production reports: Manitoba—ideal conditions, no 
drought loss; Saskatchewan—not so bright, with drought 
in west-central and southwest regions. Alberta—good 
carry-over but needs rain in south, Salvage lakes opened 
by Ducks Unlimited are proving a big help in drought 
areas. 

My own checks at waterfowl resting grounds on the 
Washington, Oregon, Nevada, and California sections of 
the Pacific Flyway indicate plenty of birds, local and 
early arrivals from the north. 


Upland birds: Conditions are about the same as last 
year in most areas where quail, pheasants, and grouse abound. 
Most game departments plan to stock at least as many ring- 
necks as in 1956. Such exotics as chukars seem to be holding 
their own in California, Nevada, and Idaho. 

Only Oregon reports a serious decline of pheasants and 
quail. Mowing machines are blamed for heavy pheasant losses. 
In Oregon, on 1,270 acres checked, some 273 hen pheasants 
were killed and 462 nests destroyed. 

Season is open on band-tailed pigeons in northern Califor- 
nia October 1-31. In southern California the season, as usual, 
will be December 1-31. 


MOST NEW GAME, FISH LAWS O.K. 


Western sportsmen generally are happy with the rew laws 
passed by state legislators this past session. They didn’t get all 
the good bills passed, but they killed most of the objectionable 
ones. 

In California the fish and game code was revised for the 
first time since 1933, making it more convenient and under- 
standable. Other laws provided $3,250,000 increased revenue 
by boosting hunting and fishing fees, including a $2 premium 
for trout fishing to help finance the “put and take” program. 
Gill nets have been ruled out of the Sacramento River to pro- 
tect dwindling runs of salmon, steelheads, and striped bass.

state game men report that rabbits could 
stand more hunting, especially in the 
west-central counties. 

Other hot rabbit states are Ohio, with 
a normal kill of around 3,500,000, In- 
diana with a kill of 2,850,000, Kentucky 
with 2,823,000, Michigan with 1,800,- 
000, Wisconsin with 1,450,000, and 
South Dakota with 1,470,000. (That last 
figure is mostly jackrabbits, which are 
classed as fur bearers in South Dakota 
and sold for their pelts and meat.) II- 
linois, Kansas, and Nebraska do all right 
on rabbits too. 

Prime areas are the southern half of 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, and Wisconsin; 
the outer Bluegrass region and western 
Kentucky; west and northwest Iowa; 
west-central and northeast Missouri; 
southern Nebraska and almost any place 
in Kansas. 


Cottontails could tclerate more 
hunting in Kansas as well as in Mis- 
souri; jackrabbits are underhunted 
in both Kansas and Nebraska. Some 
of the liveliest rabbit hunting in the 
country is passed up every winter in 
northern Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan as a result of hunter neg- 
lect of snowshoes, the big white 
hares of the north woods. Except in 
years when the cycle is down, the 
evergreen swamps of all three 
states teem with snowshoes, and 
they’re a better rabbit ahead of 
dogs than the cottontail. Yet they’re 
lightly hunted. 


Kentucky hunters harvested around 
4,000,000 squirrels last year and the out- 
look is better than average, with plenty 
of mast in the woods. Other big squirrel 
states are Indiana with a kill of 1,800,- 
000, Missouri with 1,500,000, Wisconsin 
with 1,430,000, Michigan with close to 
1,000,000, and Minnesota with 480,000. 
Hunt ’em anywhere there is hardwood 
timber. 

Squirrels are underhunted in the 
southern half of Ohic, in southern Mich- 
igan, and over their entire Wisconsin 
and Minnesota range. Anybody take the 
hint? 


“LOST” TROUT FOUND—The West's leg- 
endary greenbacked trout, lost for more 
than 50 years, has been rediscovered and 
is headed for fishermen’s creels once 
more. 

Here’s the background of this historic 
fish: Before man upset things by fish- 
stocking programs, only two species of 
trout were found in the streams draining 
into the Missouri River. One was the 
Lewis (Yellowstone) trout of the upper 
Yellowstone watershed, plentiful in the 
Yellowstone Park area, where it still 
remains a distinctive species. The other 
was the greenback, which was far more 
widely distributed. 
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When widespread fish planting 
got under way in the West around 
the turn of the century, the green- 
backed trout hybridized with the in- 
troduced species and disappeared. 
The experts long since wrote it off 
as extinct. 

But a while back a fisherman on 
a remote Colorado stream landed a 
trout he couldn’t identify. He took 
it to a National Park Service spe- 
cialist, who recognized it as a 
greenback. It was an exciting dis- 
covery, and further investigation re- 
vealed that the stream was blocked 
off by natural barriers which ac- 
counted for the stock remaining 
pure. 


With a source available, the National 
Park Service now plans to study and 
rear the greenbacks. A stream in Rocky 
Mountain National Park in Colorado is 
to be cleaned out and stocked, and once 
the fish have established themselves, fish- 
ing will be permitted on a limited basis. 
Another stream, more remote, also will 
be cleaned out and planted for research 
purposes. — Ralph J. Smith, Omaha 
World-Herald. 


LIKE TO HUNT REINDEER?—I'l] go out on 
a limb and make a prediction: One of 
these days there’s going to be a limited 
amount of novel hunting on three Alaska 
islands. 

The U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
announced recently that it was sending 
two biologists to St. Matthew Island, in 
Bering Sea some 200 miles off the coast 
of Alaska, to study the fast-growing 
reindeer herd and figure out the best way 
of managing it. My guess is the best way 
will be by controlled hunting. 


The St. Matthew herd got its start 
during World War Il, when 29 ani- 
mals were stocked to insure an 
emergency food supply for the few 
natives living on the island. Little 
hunting has ever been done and 
there are no predators. Consequent- 
ly, the herd has increased rapidly, 
now numbers about 800 on an is- 
land 22 miles long and two wide, 
and is rapidly eating out its food 
supply. Much the same situation 
exists on Umnak and Atka Islands 
in the Aleutian chain, where herds 
were established at about the same 
time. 


The reindeer on these islands have 
never been herded or handled by natives, 
and have reverted to a wild state. So the 
Fish and Wildlife Service has been given 
responsibility over them. Some killing 
will have to be done to avoid wholesale 
winter starvation, and it certainly would 
be logical to open the islands to restricted 
hunting. 

I had my first and only taste of shoot- 
ing wild reindeer many years ago on the 
Pribilofs, Alaska’s world-famous fur-seal 
islands. Herds established there had gone 
wild and were outgrowing their food 


supply, and we put in a few lively days 
hunting for meat and sport. 

Wild reindeer are not as man-shy and 
wary as caribou, likely because they 
come from domesticated animals, but 
they are wise about keeping out of gun 
range. And because they feed into the 
wind, in open country devoid of cover, 
stalking them can be tough. It took me 
an entire day to kill my first one, with 
a herd of close to 1,000 in sight at all 
times. 

All in all, if Uncle Whiskers an- 
nounces a reindeer hunt on the three 
Alaskan islands, I'd say it would be 
worthwhile to get in on it. 


TO HONOR MACQUARRIE—Friends of 
Gordon MacQuarrie, Milwaukee out- 
door writer who died a few months 
ago—and they were legion over the 
whole country—will be glad to know that 
a foundation has been set up in his name 
to promote conservation journalism.

Quarrie of Milwaukee, is serving as sec- 
retary. 


TO SAVE pucKs—Duck hunters could 
reduce their loss of cripples by using No. 
4 shot in place of 6’s or 7’s. That’s the 
conclusion reached by Frank C. Bell- 
rose, game specialist of the Illinois Nat- 
ural History Survey, based on extensive 
experiments and field studies. 

Bellrose estimates that an average of 
one out of five ducks knocked down is 
not retrieved. Less trigger-happy shoot- 
ing, better marksmanship, the use of dogs 
for retrieving, and no shot smaller than 
4’s would cut the waste that results from 
crippling, he says. In addition, bigger 
shot means bigger kills, because of its 
longer range, he points out. 


WANT A BIG PIKE?—For a pike in the 
lunker class, try Lake Darling in North 
Dakota. Each year since 1954 the big- 
gest northern taken in the state has come 
from that lake. 

The 1954 fish weighed 25 pounds 9 
ounces. A year later a 24'2-pounder set 
the record. In 1956 the crown went to 
a 24-pounder. This year’s title holder 
taken in June by Ted Fennell of Minot, 
weighed 25 pounds 3 ounces. 

So if you’re looking for bragging-size 
pike, Lake Darling is a place to keep in 
mind. The next few weeks are likely to 
be the best time for turning the trick.

GRAY BODY heaved out of the 
A brush before us, and two red- 
billed tick birds danced up and 
down on its folded skin. Their shrill 
tchick, tchick, tchick, had done the 
damage. The rhino whirled to face us, 
his little eyes glaring straight at us. 
Andrew Holmberg, our white hunt- 
er, was already pulling me backward 
by one shoulder. ‘Poor quality horn,”’ 
he whispered in my ear. “Only 15 
inches.”

It’s when a rhino 
gets you lined up in his short-sighted 
eyes that you have to play for keeps. 

Holmberg, who started shooting 
African rhinos as a boy on his 
father’s Kenya coffee plantation, al- 
most invited the brutes to come at 
him, “The best way to judge the 
length of the horn,” he blandly as- 
sured me, “‘is to get the rhino to look 
straight at you.” 

This proved to be true, but there 
were difficulties—even for a man as 
experienced as Holmberg. Only a 
year before, ‘Andrew was seriously 
injured while viewing rhinos from 
his favorite head-on perspective. He 
had taken a client to within a few 
yards of a feeding female with a 
small calf. The cow charged, as usual, 
and Andrew stepped behind a bush. 
As he watched the cow gallop past, 
the calf crashed through Holmberg’s 
screening brush and knocked him 
flat, breaking a couple of ribs. 


grown African black rhinoceros 
A will weigh two tons or more, 
but it has a brain smaller than a 
human’s. Low mentality is the thing 
that makes the rhino so dangerous. 
He’ll charge an elephant, another 
rhino, a safari car, or even the sound 
of his own dung dropping. Rhinos 
have tipped over trucks, spilling the 
people out and killing them as they 
ran. Charging rhinos have stalled 
trains on the Mombasa railroad. 
Because of his witless willingness

to charge, the African rhino has to 
be killed off as new roads and farms 
are established in his habitat. Since 
the rhino is a slow breeder, as well 
as a menace to settlers, there seems 
little question that his days are num- 
bered in most parts of Africa. In 
Kenya and northern Tanganyika, the 
normal range of the black rhino, it is 
already difficult to find one with a 
good head and a long front horn. 
Generally the bush rhino, which lives 
in the low scrub country, has a short, 
stubby front horn. The long graceful 
horns are almost always found on 
animals living in mountain country, 
such as on the slopes of Mount Kenya. 
One such animal met a military pa- 
trol in single file on a narrow game 
trail in the Mount Kenya jungles and 
spitted the first two men on his horn 
before they could move. 


ount Kenya was closed to us be- 
M cause bands of Mau Mau ter- 
rorists were still operating there, so 
we turned into the mountainous coun- 
try to the south and west. Here, be- 
yond the famous Rift Valley, Andrew 
had located a good rhino range while 
acting as military scout two years 
earlier. There were no native villages 
within miles. The only difficulty was 
in getting a wheeled vehicle within 
striking distance of the isolated 
valley. 

Our truck, the second vehicle in 
our entourage, never did make the 
grade. But we finally got our safari 
car up an old elephant trail which 
crossed the Rift escarpment and into 
the valleys beyond. This country, 
tree-covered mountains broken by

lava cliffs, is as wild as any in Africa 
today. 

We spent three weeks there and 
saw about 50 rhinos. The first was 
sighted as our car topped the last 
rise in the trail beyond Rift Valley. 
Andrew had stopped the car to look 
at some fresh buffalo tracks and a 
pair of dik-diks suddenly skittered 
across in front of us. These tiny 
antelope were frightened of some- 
thing beyond a screen of bushes. 

Sungura, our second gunbearer, 
pointed beyond the brush. There was 
a horn on top of an ugly snout. An 
ear with frayed edges tipped back-

ward and forward as though to catch 
sound. The head that showed above 
the brush looked like a prop from a 
Hollywood movie about dinosaurs. 

The head swung toward us, and an 
explosive snort funneled the two nos- 
trils below the menacing horn. “If he 
charges the car, we’re for it,” Andrew 
whispered in my ear. 

We had walked a few yards from 
the car, following the buffalo tracks. 
We bent low and sneaked back. 
Ngoro, our Masai gunbearer, silently 
handed down a pair of .470 double 
rifles. Then Andrew and I crawled 
toward the brush again, followed by 


our two gunbearers. We moved rapid- 
ly in a quarter circle, keeping per- 
haps 50 yards from the rhino. The 
beast snorted from time to time and 
swung its head back and forth. He’d 
heard us but hadn’t spotted us. 

At a break in the bushes I saw 
another form standing close to the 
flank of the first. 

“Calf,” breathed Andrew in my 
ear. “I thought that first one was a 
cow. She has a good horn, though. 
About 25 inches.” It’s legal to shoot 
female rhinos, but most sportsmen 
won’t do it, especially if the cow has

The Canoe Deer 


By ERWIN A. BAUER 


and knees. The Scotch pines, planted in neat rows by for- 
esters years before, were now crowding together so that 
I had to crawl like an infantryman under fire. 

As I squirmed past a small patch of snow, I saw something 
a few inches from my face that made my hackles rise—the 
tracks of a tremendous deer. They were steaming fresh. 

Then, maybe 30 feet ahead, I saw legs. I froze in place, and 
couldn’t see any more of the animal until it moved. The deer 
stepped into a tiny opening. It was a buck with the kind of 
rack that makes deer hunters feel weak all over. 

I tried to inch forward for an unobstructed shot. That slight 
motion did it. A small twig cracked and the buck bolted. I 
jumped up and took a snap shot through the only possible 
opening. I thought the buck stumbled when I fired, but he went 
on at high speed. I couldn’t find a drop of blood along his trail. 

Frank Sayers came running toward me. He’d heard me shoot, 
and the deer had crashed through the pines very close to him. 
The growth was so thick Frank couldn’t see the critter, let 
alone shoot at it. 

“It was a buck—and a dandy, too,” I told him. “He was 
only 30 feet away when I spooked him.” : 

This was my dismal start with Ohio’s first state-wide deer 
season in my lifetime. Previous hunts had been held in selected 
counties and districts, but this shotgun hunt, opening Decem- 
ber 12, 1956, marked the first time in more than 50 years that 
hunters could try for deer all over the state. Ohio game men 
figured we had 40,000 deer in ’56, which is quite a herd when 
you consider that wild whitetails were officially extinct in this 
state in 1911. 

Both Frank and I live in Columbus, and we know the Ohio 
deer herds well. We first considered a hunt in a county in 
northeastern Ohio, where deer had been hunted only once be- 
fore in recent times. Deer were abundant there, but perhaps 
deer hunters would be even more plentiful. We thought about 
a hunt near home in central Ohio, where the deer feed in al- 
falfa and cornfields, and grow racks that flirt with Boone & 
Crockett Club records. But these corn-fed whitetails are very 
widely scattered. We finally chose the Muskingum country in 
eastern Ohio. Deer are numerous enough here, big enough—and

Most Ohio hunters shun the dense thickets 
and water barriers of the Muskingum. Our 


scheme used these obstacles to advantage 


so hard to hunt in places that many hunters shun the whole 
region. We picked the Muskingum area because Frank had a 
theory about how to beat the game. 

We set up a simple camp the day before the season opened. 
Our tent was pitched near the inlet to one of the Muskingum 
lakes, The equipment we brought to camp was rather unusual 
for deer hunting, a canoe and a pair of shotguns being the vital 
items. Shotguns were the only legal firearms during this four- 
day buck-or-doe season. Ohio lawmakers have correctly con- 
cluded that a shotgun firing a single slug or ball is much safer 
than a long-range rifle in a generally flat state that’s heavily 
populated. 


o understand how we planned to use the canoe on this 

hunt, you need to know something about the Muskingum 
country. In 1913, a tragic flood hit this area. Towns like Zanes- 
ville were almost obliterated, the toll in lives exceeded 500, 
and the loss of property ran into hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. 

After the flood the Muskingum Watershed Conservancy Dis- 
trict was formed by an act of legislature. Large headwater 
dams were thrown across the more troublesome streams to 
hold back flood waters. Today there’s 16,000 acres of top- 
notch fishing waters behind those dams, and 365 miles of 
rugged, almost undisturbed, shoreline. Vast tracts of the flood- 
ravaged land were planted to trees, mostly evergreens. 

All this was fine for an expanding deer herd, and now it 
ranks with the best whitetail range in the Midwest. But few 
places are more difficult to hunt. A hunter walking into the 
dense evergreens is blocked and befuddled like an ant in a 
thriving lawn. When he breaks out of the thicket he’s often 
blocked by a lake or inlet. 

Frank thought a canoe was the answer. We’d travel by 
water as much as possible, first to find the best patches of cover 
without tramping through them. Later we could travel to those 
places quietly and quickly and set up drives. 

Ohio’s deer season doesn’t begin until 9 a.m., and at the 
stroke of that hour we pushed off for a narrow peninsula on 
the opposite side of the lake. Much of the peninsula was 
planted with pines, and the day before (continued on page 126)

Don’t Stay DRY 


T’S STRANGE how one can live 
with something of importance one 
has learned and not put it to good 

use immediately. I hit upon a good 
trout-fishing idea 20 years ago, but 
only in the past few seasons have I 
begun to cash in on it. The trouble 
was that what I had learned was in 
such contradiction to what I’d come 
to believe, that my discovery seemed 
a mistake. 

If you fish a dry fly you may have 
thought, as I did, that when trout 
are rising freely it’s a waste of time 
to use anything else. 

Well, it isn’t necessarily so. 

You can catch them on a worm, a 


spinner, a wet fly, a ——-. But let me 
begin at the beginning. One evening 
on the West Branch of the Croton 
River, which is in Putnam County, 
New York, and is fished hard all sea- 
son long, I came upon rising trout in 
the big first pool, the one that existed 
before the present concrete bridge 
for the new road was built. The trout 
were only a car’s length from the 
bank. It was dusk, and I had a small 
worm on a small hook, for I’d been 
fishing a spring hole downstream. 
Just on impulse, I cast the worm 
as delicately as I could above the 
trout and, holding the rod erect for 
better feel, I let the worm drift

here still was a little worm left. 

I caught another brownie with it, 
but he jumped so much he put the 
others down, and I quit after landing 
him, That was 20 years ago. 

I put the whole thing down as a 
freak experience, and didn’t even try 
it again for three or four years. 
Then one afternoon on the East 
Branch of the Ausable, in upper New 
York, where I was spending a sum- 
mer vacation, the trout began to rise. 
I went after them with dry flies, but 
I couldn’t catch any. Since they con- 
tinued to feed, I went ashore and be- 
gan turning over rocks looking for 
a worm. I found one, and presently 
landed a worth-while brown trout. 
Then I put down four in a row and 
was about to abandon the idea when 
I caught another, my last. 

From this and other experiences 
I’ve come to believe that the worm 
should be quite small so it won’t sink 
quickly, and fixed on the lightest of 
fly-tying hooks. The drift should be 
short, say 10 feet at most, and it 
helps if most of the leader is dry 
enough to float (the worm will al- 
ways sink the last foot or so). Final- 
ly, the worm must drift naturally. 

I’ve had best luck when I could 
conceal the splash of the worm land- 
ing in the water. One way to do this 
is to cast onto a rock, then pluck the 
worm into the current. Another is to 
cast behind an object——a bush or a 
rock—-upstream of the trout, then 
draw the bait into the current before 
its drift begins. 

I’ve caught only brown trout with 
this method, but that’s probably be- 
cause they happened to be the abun- 
dant species in the streams I’ve

fished. They’re hard to fool with 
flies, however, and I don’t see why 
the system wouldn’t work with other 
trout not so finicky. 

Now here is an odd thing. I'd 
proved to myself that rising trout 
could be taken with worms as a sec- 
ond method to dry flies, yet it didn’t 
occur to me to try a third. And since 
I’d rather fish a fly than anything 
else, I put the worm business on the 
back shelf, so to speak, for use only 
in case of emergency. 

The discovery of a third way came 
about through curiosity. One June 
day I came upon several rising fish 
on a stretch of the Ten Mile River in 
lower Connecticut. It was almost 
noon and the water was fairly clear. 
I tried several dry flies without luck, 
and finally began to wonder whether 
the rising fish were trout. The Ten 
Mile also has a large population of 
chubs, plus some bass and sunfish. 

So I tried to find out what the ris- 
ing fish were, and put on a 4/0 brass 
Colorado spinner. I'd often seen 
trout flash out of feeding position 
to examine a passing Colorado, and it

For 30 years nobody had done it, and my guide bluntly warned 
me not to try. But I aimed to kill a silvertip my own way, or else

HE MOOSE was standing shoulder-deep in frost- 
ceric willows. Though he was on a slope nearly 

a mile away across the valley, we could make out 
with the glasses that he was big as a horse and had a 
rack as wide as a barn door. We’d seen plenty of moose 
on the trip, but nothing like this fellow. 

“There’s what I came to the Yukon for,” Judd sighed, 
“and now we see him too late in the day to do anything 
about it.” 

“Moose stay all night. Killum in morning,” said 
George John, Judd’s Indian guide, backing his predic- 
tion with a confident grin. 

We'd intended to move camp right after daylight next 
day, but if that big bull was still there in the morning 
camp moving could wait. Somewhat to our surprise, he 
was. In the first good light, while the autumn-cured 
grass in front of our valley camp was still white with 
frost, we spotted him browsing in thick willows on the 
slope less than a quarter of a mile from where we'd 
seen him the night before. 

The overnight wait had given us plenty of time to 
map our campaign. Judd would ride across the river 
with George John and Alex Van Bibber, who was our 
outfitter and my guide, then up to a bench about half a 
mile below the moose. There Judd would leave the 
guides and make the stalk alone. That was the way he 
wanted it. Don Redinger and I would stay in camp and 
signal Judd with a white towel pinned to a forked stick. 
At a distance, the mountain looked free of heavy cover. 
But we’d been on it and knew it was a jungle of tall 
thickets. Judd would need help to find the moose. 

With the spotting scope set up and our binoculars 
handy, we were ready when Judd left the guides and 
started his stalk. Most of the day the moose browse for

half an hour at a time, then lay down. Watching our 
signals, Judd sat tight when the moose was down, then 
resumed his stalk every time the bull got up to feed. 

It was an exciting game of hide-and-seek to watch, 
and it went on for hours before Judd got where he 
wanted to be—just 25 yards from the moose. The bull 
was in the open, and our scope showed us he was staring 
down at us, possibly puzzled by the white flash of our 
signal towel. Don and I waited for Judd to shoot. Then 
suddenly the moose slewed around and vanished in the 
willows. That was that. 

Judd came in alone after dark, disappointed but not 
dejected. It must have iooked easy from where we sat, 
he agreed, but it wasn’t so simple over there on the 
mountainside. He’d been close enough a dozen times to 
nail the bull with a rifle of almost any caliber. But this 
was a bowhunt, and Judd was armed with one of the 
bows I make, a Kodiak model with a pull of 65 to 70 
pounds, 


udd had used every precaution, even kicking his 
boots off and walking in his socks part of the time. 
But when we saw him close in to 25 yards, Judd could 
see only the bull’s neck. So he waited for a sure chance 
to put an arrow into the rib cage. While he waited, he 
felt a stray puff of wind catch him from behind and 
chill the sweat on the back of his neck. That was all 
the warning the moose needed. 

“Never mind,” Judd said cheerfully. “I’ll do better at 
Devils Lake.” 

We were after moose, goats, Dall sheep, and grizzlies. 
We'd left our take-off point on Haines Highway, 93 
miles from Haines Junction, on Sunday morning, August 
26, 1956. It was now the 31st, and our camp was set up 
on Blanchard Lake in Yukon Territory, a few miles 
north of the British Columbia border and about 50 miles 
east of Alaska. This area is good for goats and moose, 
fair for sheep and bears. 

There were seven in our party, not counting Tiger, 
the young husky that Alex had brought along to keep 
grizzlies out of the cook tent. Judd (Dr. Judd Grindell, 
a bowhunter of vast experience from Siren, Wisconsin) 
and I were the hunters. Don Redinger, Pittsburgh pho- 
tographer, had come along in the hope of doing some- 
thing I’d wanted to do for 17 years—take good action 
pictures of a big-game bowhunt. Don was using a movie 
camera with a series of telephoto lenses and had his 
hands too full to do any hunting. (Don is the cameraman 
who, a few months later, went to Africa with the Texas 
sportsman, Bill Negley, to film the shooting of two ele- 
phants with bow, the hunt that won a $10,000 bet. ) 

In addition to guides Alex Van Bibber and George 
John, we had a wrangler and a cook. Ed Merriam, the 
cook, came originally from some place in Virginia but 
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liked the Yukon better. Joe House, the wrangler, had 
quit a $2-an-hour job in town to shag horses, at con- 
siderably less pay, for the same reason. He liked it. 

About the only time Joe had ever regretted the deal, 
he said, was on the hunt before ours, when he went out 
for the horses at dawn one frosty morning and blundered 
into a sow grizzly with two cubs. She jumped him, and 
Joe lit out with his hair standing up. Coming to a steep 
bank, he saw one of the horses at the bottom of it— 
directly below him-——and made a flying leap astride, only 
to find the horse was one he’d hobbled the night before. 
Luckily for both Joe and the horse, the bear gave up at 
the top of the bank. Joe bought himself a rifle the next 
time he got to town, and now carried it faithfully. 

We had 21 horses in our string and they were about 
as entertaining and companionable as so many humans. 
Each horse had a buddy, and we had to be careful not 
to separate pals in choosing animals for a side trip. 

Alex has the best horses of any outfitter I ever hunted 
with. He keeps around 60, building up his stock from 
time to time from the wild-horse herds that still roam 
the Yukon. In spite of that, plus the fact that Alex pulls 
their shoes after the last hunt in the fall and turns the 
whole bunch out to shift for themselves until early 
summer, the horses are unusually gentle. The one I rode, 
Buck, used to stand over me half asleep while I sat on 
the ground and leaned against his front legs while 
writing notes on the day’s hunt. 


esides the fun that goes with every big-game hunt, 
this trip had a twofold purpose for me. Most of all 
I hoped to kill a grizzly bear with an arrow, something 
I’d dreamed of for years. If I succeeded I’d be the first 
man, so far as I knew, to take a full-grown silvertip 
that way since Art Young and Saxton Pope did it in 
Yellowstone in the early 1920’s while hunting down a 
big trouble-making bear under permit. 

On top of wanting to take a grizzly this way, I wanted 
to test a new type of hunting point I’d recently devel- 
oped for my arrows—a razorhead, a single-blade broad- 
head that mounts an extra removable two-edged razor 
blade, very thin and hard, to do its cutting. We’d ex- 
perimented with it for three years at my archery plant 
at Grayling, Michigan, and I’d killed antelope and other 
thin-skinned game with it in Africa. I was eager to test 
it on something bigger and tougher. That’s why my 
bow quiver now held three hollow-glass shafts mounted 
with these new heads, and I also had a reserve supply. 
Given the chance, I intended to find out just what the 
razorhead would do. 

My bow was a Kodiak model, like Judd’s, with a draw 
weight of 65 pounds. Made with a hard-maple core, 
faced and backed with Fiberglas, these bows shrug off 
heat, cold, or moisture, and cast an arrow with great 





power and speed. So far as equipment was concerned, I 
was ready for business. The rest would be up to the 
grizzlies and to me, if the right time came. 

The hunt was off to a good start. Before we left the 
highway we’d had some first-rate fun with grayling at 
Aishihik Lake, and I’d put in a lively morning shooting 
30 to 40-pound salmon with harpoon arrows. That’s fish- 
ing to write home about. 


hough neither Judd nor I had had a shot at big game 

in the six days we'd been out, we had seen plenty of 
sheep, moose, and goats (just couldn’t get close enough ) 
and enough grizzly tracks to put any hunter in a hope- 
ful frame of mind. Alex had wound up a successful hunt 
with another party a few days before, and everything 
looked rosy for us. 

There was just one small fly in the ointment. I knew 
from the outset that Alex Van Bibber didn’t relish the 
idea of guiding a bowman, and he cared even less for 
guiding a bowman followed by a photographer. He had 
made that clear in advance. 

Alex had his reasons, and I admitted they were sound. 
The average Yukon and Alaska guide figures to put his 
hunter within 200 yards of a grizzly or brown bear, and 
the rest is up to the client. If he can’t connect with a 
modern rifle at that range, he doesn’t deserve the 
trophy. If conditions warrant, the guide will move him 
in to, say, 100 yards. That’s about the limit. 

Alex understood before we left Champagne that he’d 
have to get me a lot closer than (continued on page 98)

steep slope of a mountain four 

or five miles away, and even 
through the binoculars they looked 
like no more than five small white 
specks. 

“It’s too late to get over there to- 
day,” Frenchy Lamoreaux grunted, 
“and I’m not for siwashing in the 
open overnight unless we have to. 
I’m gonna move up ahead and have a 
look at that draw we saw from lower 
down. There might just be a ram 
in it.” 

“You go along,” I agreed. ‘I don’t 
think any more of siwashing than 
you do, but I want to look those 
sheep over with the spotting scope 
before I pull out. Five together could 
be all rams, and there’s always the 
chance of a good one in a bunch like 
that.” 

Frenchy moved off. I set up my 
40X scope, stretched out prone be- 
hind it, and went to work on the far- 
off band of sheep. 

I was lying on a deep-cut sheep 
trail just below a 7,000-foot peak, 
and the weather that afternoon 
wasn’t exactly mild. An icy wind 
poured over the ridge above me, 
howling like a banshee, and even on 
the low tripod that supported it, I 
couldn’t hold the scope steady enough 
for a good, clear look. 


[ste SHEEP were on the bare, 


S’ I rolled ‘aside, scooped out a 
shallow depression in the rocky 
ground, set the tripod in it, and 
braced the scope with my packboard. 
That did it. I could get a good look 
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at the five sheep now, and I studied 
them one by one. 

The first three were just sheep— 
white blobs on the green-streaked, 
slate-gray slope. Though the scope 
was magnifying them 40 times, they 
were too far away for me to make 
out horns. Then something happened 
that made me suck in my breath. 
When I moved the scope to the 
fourth, I saw, clearly and distinctly 
even at that distance, the dark curl 
of horns, 


knew that I was looking at a Dall 

head of far better than average 
size. I rested my eyes, then took an- 
other look to make sure the light 
and wind weren’t playing tricks on 
me. The horns were still there, and 
when I rolled away from the scope 
my mind was made up. That ram 
was the kind I’d come for, and if he’d 
stick around I’d get him if it took 
me the rest of the season. 

Frenchy came back within an hour 
and we headed for camp. Weather 
permitting, we agreed, we’d make 
our try next morning. We’d get an 
early start, for this was going to be 
no easy mission, 

The time was late August, 1956. 
Frenchy, Wally Wellenstein, and I 
were camped in the Chugach Moun- 
tains, north of Anchorage, Alaska. 
We were after one thing and one 
only, Dall sheep, and we wanted good

Rig a Jig: 
for Old Linesides 


A salesman’s hot tip on how to troll 
for West Coast stripers has brought 


us many a season of top-notch fishing

bass the conventional bait-slinging way, and was 

perfectly happy. Happy, that is, until one cold fall 
morning on the Sacramento River when my brother-in- 
law, Roy Gray, and I fell into a hot tip on trolling. Roy 
runs stock and farms in the Napa Valley foothills, and 
the thing he likes best about the location is that an 
hour’s drive will land him in any of half a dozen striped- 
bass hotspots. 

We'd been tossing out cut-sardine bait all morning, 
but action was slow. Unless you find a school of feeding 
bass, West Coast striper angling tends toward the slow 
side. Yet, there’s always that expectant thrill as you 
watch your bobbing rod tip. 

Soon after we’d had our midday sandwich, a boat 
with three fishermen came chugging up and stopped. 

“Any luck ?” one of them called. 

I shook my head and asked, ‘‘You ?” 

He reached down and hauled up a string of bass that 
ran from six to 20 pounds. 

“Had to quit. Got our limit,” he grinned. ‘Why don’t 
you guys try trolling? Fish aren’t hitting sardines 
today.”” With that bit of advice they shoved off. 

As we sat looking at each other, Roy suddenly revved 
up the motor, and we raced back to my pickup truck to 
drive into nearby Rio Vista for some trolling gear. It 
took us 40 minutes, round trip. 

Back in the boat, Roy weaned the motor down until 
we were barely moving against the tide. Stripers are 
comparatively slow fish, though I’ve seen anglers drag 
their lures through the water so fast it would take an 
Olympic-bound linesides to catch up. I rigged up a pair 
of jigs and payed out about 120 feet of line. Roy 
favored a red-and-white, sinker-type plug. 

We eased along a shallow channel near the confluence 
of a smaller slough where the receding tide was expos- 
ing a V-shaped mud bar. We had a hunch that striper 
feed washed into this channel as water lapped over the 
bar. No matter how you fish for West Coast stripers, 
you might latch onto a stray almost anywhere, but to 
really "have some sport, you have to locate a feeding 
grounds. 

“Hold it,” I shouted to Roy. “I’ve hooked bottom.” 

As he cut the throttle, my line suddenly whipped 
across the current and my rod tip slapped against the 
edge of the boat. 

“Some snag,’’ muttered Roy, as I fumbled with the 
star drag and my composure. 

I finally got things under control and thrilled to the 
surge of a hefty fish. After a short battle, he began to 
come in easily, until I got him close to the boat where 
he started to thrash and flop stubbornly. Finally I 
worked him over the net for Roy to scoop aboard.

Knowing that stripers often prowl the mud flats in 
sizable schools, I headed the boat around for another 
pass through the same area while Roy rigged himself 
a jig outfit. The sporting-goods salesman back in Rio 
Vista had showed us how to make this rig and it’s a 
method we've used ever since. 


wo jigs are snapped to a wire spreader-leader of the 
yout nan style, with one jig riding at least a foot 
behind the other. You can buy spreader-leaders at 
most tackle shops, or you can make your own with light 
wire. I use bugeye jigs that resemble more than any- 
thing else a king-size, owl-eyed optic (a fly used by 
winter steelheaders). The head is weighted and the 
deer-hair streamer comes in various colors, though 
combinations of red, yellow, or white are the favorites. 
Some anglers swear by certain colors, particularly for 
different water conditions, but I’ve never been convinced 
that color means much, Just as I get sold on one 
combination, the bass begin whacking something else. 
Other trollers I know like to tow a strip of pork rind 
behind a streamer, but the hookup is the same as with 
jigs. 
The rod I use is a six-foot surf-casting job that also 
works fine for trolling. I have friends who use fresh- 


Trolling or baitfishing, there’s usually action in the great bay 
) £ ) 


water casting rods, but I think the average angler 
should depend on medium-weight surf rods at least six 
feet long. Still other trollers use very short boat rods, 
but they’re difficult to handle if you want to switch to 
surf casting. 

My star-drag reel holds 100 yards of 24-pound-test, 
braided-nylon line looped on about 50 yards of backing. 
If you choose a spinning rig, get a two-handed salt- 
water rod with a reel that will hold 200 yards of 10 to 
15-pound-test braided-nylon or monofilament line. Deep- 
water trollers often use wire lines because they sink 
better. 

Roy and I started our second run just off the mud 
bar. I could feel my jig bouncing along bottom, so I 
reeled in a little line. Roy, on the other hand, con- 
tinued to let his ride on the bottom, and all at once 
he got a sizzling strike and hooked into something 
heavy. The fish fought hard for a few minutes, then 
began to come in without much resistance. 

“What a dud,” Roy grunted. “When he first hit, he 
felt like a good one.” 

But just then, the fish must have seen the boat, for 
he swapped directions and tore downstream, peeling off 
60 feet of nylon. 

“Easy come, easy go,” I said, (continued on page 142)

Best Bass Lake 
on Earth

We'd come 1,000 miles to the Zapata 
swamp to see if it was true. It was 


the fabulous Zapata swamp of Cuba, but it was hard 

to believe that this wasn’t just another bass lake. 
I’d seen a thousand almost exactly like it. The rim was 
bordered with head-high saw grass and reeds, and here 
and there a clump of bush the shape and color of myrtle. 
Royal palms with long, lean shanks stood between the 
lake rim and the clear May sky. Bobby Dodd, head foot- 
ball coach of Georgia Tech, glanced up from where he 
was tying a plug on the end of his line. 

“You're the only fellow I know,” he said, “‘who’d come 
1,000 miles to gawk.” 

That’s exactly what I was doing. I couldn’t make my- 
self believe that all this wasn’t just a fabulous dream, 
that Dodd and I were actually on the verge of wetting 
lures in the best bass lake on earth. At least that’s 
what we'd been told. 

I sat down and tried to put my rod together without 
- looking at the ferrules. There were too many other

I STOOD UP in the boat for a better look. We were in

and I could see grass beds 20 feet under the surface, 
with a school of bass hanging in the blades. Wayne 
Dyer, in the boat behind us, called, “It’s as pure as 
spring water. Try a drink.” 

I sampled it. The water was sweet and clean, with 
none of the swampy taste I halfway expected. 

“It stays about 80 7-grees the year round,” said Bill 
Rutland, who was pushing off in the other boat with 
Wayne. 

“Let’s gc to fishing,” Dodd growled from the bow 
seat. “You can drink water at home.” 

I dug the paddle in, pushing us away from the shore- 
line and along the rim of the grass bed, and the Tech 
coach flipped his lure beyond the bow. 

I was watching, but I couldn’t be sure whether the 
fish hit Dodd’s lure the instant it touched the water or 
a split second before. Bobby’s casting rod jerked and 
the surface boiled. The fish was small but strong. He 
plowed for the safety of the grass, but Dodd’s tight 
thumb turned him. When Dodd lifted the fish out, he

caught me gawking again, for he was holding up a 
splotched brown-and-gray fish of about two pounds, 
shaped like a thick bream. Luis Garcia, one of the Cu- 
bans with us, flashed a handsome smile and said some- 
thing that sounded like ‘‘vee-a-hah-ka.” 

Wayne spelled it out for us—‘“v-i-a-j-a-c-a,” 


t’s one of the Cichlidae fishes,” he said, “native to 
these waters. For eating, the Cubans prefer it to 
bass.” 

Again, I tried to concentrate on putting my own tackle 
together, but got no further than picking up the reel. 
Off to my left, less than 100 yards away, Ray Graves, 
who is Dodd’s first assistant at George Tech, made a 
noise like a locomotive whistle as Charlie Shepherd, in 
the boat with him, reversed frantically with his paddle. 
Within 20 feet of the boat, a 100-pound tarpon rose 
against the skyline in a gleaming arc, shook itself with 
tremendous power, and fell back on its side, showering 
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This is railroad leading to Zapata fishing area. Bobby Dodd

“You're liable to tie into one of those anywhere 
around here,’’ Wayne explained. ‘They seem to be land- 
locked, evidently blown in by a hurricane at one time or 
another.” 

“To heck with tarpon,” I said. “It’s that world-record 
largemouth I came for.” 

Ray’s tarpon was in the air again. Dodd had made a 
second cast and had a three-pound bass on, and my 12 
shaky thumbs were making a messy job of trying to 
seat the reel in its handle. This already was the screw- 
iest and by far the most fabulous bass safari I’d ever 
been connected with, and there were still three days 
ahead in which anything might happen. 


B gens us lay the great Zapata Peninsula, located on 
the underside of Cuba, directly south of Key West, 
Fla. It is 2,000 square miles of the most impenetrable 
swamp I ever saw, and I’ve seen some swamps. With its 
tall saw grass, reeds, and scattered palms, it reminded 
me of parts of the Florida Everglades. In Zapata, this 
mass of vegetation grows on a thin wafer of floating 
earth which in most places will not support the weight 
of a man. The morass under it is so deep that if you 
break through, you may go completely out of sight. 
There’s simply no way to penetrate this wilderness 
except along the charcoal trails, and these are few and 
far between. 

Getting into the,area is so difficult that only a few 
fishermen before us had ever tried it. There is no easy 
method of invading the swamp. Those who came before 
us did so with back-breaking effort or at tremendous 
cost. Our own attempt to reach the place developed into 
something that little resembled a fishing trip. It was an

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expedition, a safari requiring the combined efforts of the 
Cuban Army, a sugar company, a construction com- 
pany, a driver, interpreter, missionary, and several other 
key individuals. 


ight of us were in the party. Besides Dodd and 
K Graves, there was Charles Shepherd, a contractor 
from Atlanta. Horace Owen, one of our Georgia friends, 
drove a station wagon and trailer to Florida and took a 
boat to Cuba. Owen hauled our fishing boats, motors, 
fishing tackle, sleeping bags, cameras, and assorted gear. 
On his way through Florida, Owen also picked up Dr. 
Chet Haworth, a dentist in Sarasota, Bill Rutland, a 
sporting goods dealer in the same town, and Wayne 
Dyer, a tackle manufacturer of Lake Alfred. Dodd, 
Graves, Shepherd, and I went from Atlanta to Havana 
by air. 

Wayne Dyer was our main cog, He’d explored the big 
swamp for a month the summer before, and had gone 
down again at Christmas for five weeks. He knew the 
arrangements that had to be made. Clarence Burrowes 
met us in Havana. He acted as chauffer, guide, inter- 
preter, and treasurer. 

Dodd, Graves, Shephard and I drove with Clarence, 
and met the others in Jaguey Grande, 150 miles south- 
east of Havana at the edge of the great Zapata swamp. 

Jaguey is old and quaint, far off the tourist trail. I 
was intrigued by the weathered lumber on some of the 
houses, by the white coquina construction of others, the 
tiled roofs, tiled floors, and picturesque iron grillwork 
of the porches. Most of the houses perched close to the 
street and opened into a patio at the rear. TV aerials 
gave a modern touch to many of the roofs, and I under- 
stood that the recention from Havana was very good.

The people were friendly, attractive, and quick to 
smile. When we pulled up to the charming old hotel in 
Jaguey Grande, more than 100 townspeople gathered as 
if they’d never seen an American. And they haven't 
seen many. Clarence Burrowes did all the talking for us 
in Spanish. We were assigned rooms, and the natives 
grabbed our bags and lugged them upstairs to the sec- 
ond floor balcony. They evidently expected no reward, 
and seemed amazed when we tipped them. Then they 
stood around and watched as we unpacked, asking ques- 
tions we couldn’t understand, and getting answers just 
as unintelligible to them. 

Our interpreter, Clarence, drove out with Owen and 
the Floridians to load our boats on a flatear at the 
terminus of the railroad that was to carry us into the 
swamp. Then we went shopping. The storekeepers 
seemed downright delighted at our efforts to explain 
what we wanted and how much. One of the funniest 
sketches I’ve ever seen featured Dodd trying to buy a 
hat. He got measured for a suit of clothes and shoes; 
they brought him a daiquiri and a copy of the weekly 
paper. At last he got his sombrero. 


talked with the Reverend Viciente Izquierdo, the 

popular local missionary who was one of.the few peo- 
ple in town to speak our language. Izquierdo told me 
that none of the natives fished the lakes in the region, 
and that very few Americans had been able to get into 
the heart of the swamp. He also told me the area’s 
principal industries are sugar, cattle, fruit, and char- 
coal. Much of the world’s charcoal comes from this sec- 
tion, where it’s manufactured for commercial and home 
use from the wood of the red mangle tree, one of the 
mangroves.

storekeeper Cecil Bratcher seemed to be thinking 

out loud. “Along about this time every year,” he 
said, ‘‘we squirrel-hunting men ain’t fit for no place but 
the woods.” He tilted back and slowly shook his head 
from side to side as he talked. ‘Why we even get to 
where we let the womenfolks do most of the arguing 
about politics. We just seem to lose our care for every- 
thing but the smells and colors of autumn, and the taste 
of squirrel and dumplings.” 

“Know of anything better to care about?” asked 
“Poode” Smith from his perch on a sack of sweet feed 
over by the cold-drink box. 

Up near the front of the store, Claton Self rose to 
one elbow on the whittler’s bench where he was 
stretched out. “This morning,” he said, “I hadq fried 
young squirrel and gravy for breakfast.” 

That did it. No longer could I concentrate on the hot 
checker game I was winning. I made an awkward move, 
and Alex Holder moved to give me one of his men. Then 
he all but cleaned the board, kings and all. 

I got up and walked over to the counter. “Gimme a 
box of those .22 Long Rifle cartridges with solid-lead 
bullets,” I said to merchant Bratcher, as I plunked 
down some change. And with that the country cross- 
roads store conference fell apart. We squirrel-hunting 
men were going squirrel hunting. 

Cecil Bratcher’s Grocery, one of the few remaining 
old-fashioned general stores, is only two hops and a 
jump from my home in the Tennessee hill country. It’s 
just upcreek from the small country village of Daylight, 
about 60 crow-flying miles east-southeast of Nashville. 
The population of Daylight is a little less than 100. 
Practically all of the male citizens are hunters, with 
squirrel hunters predominating. But none of them are 
more fervid than the five of us who have been friendly 
rivals for more than 20 years.

ecil is the guy who keeps the rest of us supplied 

with everything from pinto beans to squirrel-hunt- 

ing ammunition from his general store. Poode is a 

truck farmer, Claton’s a livestock dealer, and Alex is a 
contractor. I’m a writer. 

Cecil had a little problem getting his wife, Bobbie, to 
run the store while he ‘“‘poly-foxed” off squirrel hunting, 
but 2e finally won out. We squirrel-hunting men usually 
do during squirrel season. 

At home I fairly wolfed down a noontime snack of 
cold beans and black coffee. “No need to ask what you 
have planned,’”’ commented my wife as she opened the 
oven to inspect the big, juicy apple cobbler. ‘You're 
going squirrel hunting.” That cobbler looked and

smelied delicious. But right now getting into the woods 
to do a bit of scouting before the squirrels started stir- 
ring was more important than even a hot dish of my 
favorite dessert. 

Squirrel hunting is something that gets into a lot of 
fellows’ blood—like trout fishing or grouse hunting. It 
goes with autumn like football and ripe apples, and 
those who like squirrel and dumplings, or fried young 
squirrel with gravy, get more benefits from these dishes 
than they could from all the pills and capsules in town. 
I happen to be one of this clan. So are Cecil, Poode, 
Claton, and Alex. 

Our Tennessee squirrel season had been open about 
six weeks, and all fall I'd been yenning to knock myself 
off a few king-size fox squirrels. I’d been having good 
luck on the smaller grays, but so far hadn’t been able 
to find a concentration of the big yellow-bellied fox 
squirrels. 

Before 1:30 that afternoon, I parked along an old 
logging road over in Wes Williams’ woods. “If there’s 
any fox squirrels anywhere in this section of the coun- 
try,” I thought to myself, “there should be some on that 
post-oak ridge beyond the spring branch.” 

On the ridge I found: fresh sign where squirrels had 
been cutting post-oak acorns. Looked like fox-squirrel 
sign, but I couldn’t be sure. After inspecting fresh sign 
in the edge of a cornfield along one side of the woods, 
however, I was sure. Gray squirrels do most of their 
corn cutting right on the stalks, while the larger and

Guide hoisted huge fish from cruiser floor to show us 
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the cold ate through our parkas, our hands 

crisped into claws, and our faces became brittle 
casts. When the boat swung downwind, it was possible 
to feei somewhat more alive. The gathering sun held a 
false hint of warmth, for by the time it would climb 
well above the wind-beaten head of Grindstone Island, 
the wind would also rise. It was a north wind that no 
sun could warm. 

We trolled very slowly, letting the lines sink deep, 
huddling into our parkas and watching the weather 
signs. The boat bobbed and relled across the gray 
water, following the uncharted patterns of the shoals 
far below. In the fall, fishing as we do, it’s either 
muskellunge or nothing on the Thousand Islands’ Forty 
Acre Shoal. No bass in that water will take plugs as 
large as those we troll and we’ve never caught a pike 
there. For five days now we had fished and caught 
nothing. 

We were neither defeated nor unhappy. While time 
and patience are required in any fishing, much more 
time and much more patience are required to fish our 
river for muskellunge. Nowhere that muskellunge live 
are they abundant. We fish for them in fall’s icy-handed 
days because that’s when they appear in greatest num- 
bers here in the St. Lawrence River which flows north- 
eastward between New York and Ontario. Your chances 
of taking a muskellunge in the fall are vastly greater 
than at any other time in the open season, But even in 
the fall the odds are roughly 500 to 1 against you. 

What manner of fish is this that can make us sit in 
a boat day after day, half frozen, with only a vague 
hope to go on? Well, the rarity of the fish is reason 
enough. But there are other reasons. The muskellunge

is the largest and most furious of all gamefish that live 
in our continent’s fresh waters. A small muskie can 
smash a man’s bass rod to bits—I’ve seen it happen. 
Then, as you troll, there’s always the chance your bait 
might be taken by a fish even larger than the 5-foot 
314-inch, 69-pound 11-ounce monster caught by Louis 
Spray in Chippewa Flowage, Wisconsin, in 1949. 

We also fish for muskellunge because to us they are 
another of fall’s messengers—as much a part of the 
season as the scarlet maples, the glossy buckeyes, the 
first hot buttered rum. We serve the seasons, taking 





She just gaffed a few of the wire loops, and lifted 
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our pike in the spring, bass in midsummer, and then— 
when the leaves turn—we seek out the finest fish of all 
to end the year. We always try to have one baking 
when the Davidsons arrive from Montreal to spend the 
Canadian Thanksgiving weekend with us about mid- 
October. 

When I first fished for muskellunge, I wanted to try 
to take them from a cedar-straked St. Lawrence skiff, 
fishing with a salt-water spinning rod, landing the fish 
by hand without a gaff. Such a scheme would be prac- 
tical in the protected waters around my island home, 
but not on the Forty Acre Shoal where most muskel- 
lunge are found. The Forty Acres is a wide sheet of 
water, larger than many a lake, lying between the head 
of Grindstone Island and the Canadian town of Gana- 
noque. It is 13 miles upriver from our island, and it’s 
no place for a skiff or an outboard or even an open 
launch when there’s a strong wind. 

I tried it in a skiff, once. It was the hardest work 
I’d ever done, rowing all day, trying to keep the boat 
on course, trying to drag the lures where they must go, 
and then, the light nylon line wouldn’t sink fast enough. 
It wouldn’t go deep enough with the two sinkers I own, 
so I wired a sparkplug onto the leader. For my pains, 
a fish hit the sparkplug instead of the lure. 

I surrendered to local custom. My next visit to the 
fishing grounds was in my high-sided 21-foot inboard 
launch. Like everyone else, I used a deep-running wire 
line, alternating between a big spinner and a plug the 
size of a beer bottle. You troll with the motor idling, 
and you have to get the lure to ride just above the 
stony river floor. Most of the shoals comprising the 
Forty Acres are out of sight, despite the water’s 
clarity. (continued on page 115)

Chicago. I'd left my office on Michigan Avenue 

one fall afternoon, and walked south a few blocks 
to the Wisconsin Vacation Center. I wanted to buy a 
nonresident fishing license, for I was to leave the next 
day for Hayward, Wisconsin, the “muskie capital of the 
world.” 

I’d never caught a muskellunge. As a transplanted 
Easterner, I’d fished from New Brunswick, Canada, to 
Bermuda, and west to the Rockies, but I’d never fished 
for muskies. I wanted one badly. 

After Ralph Odau, a conservation officer, had fixed 
me up with a fishing license, he said, “Aren’t you getting 
a hunting license too?” 

“Hadn’t intended to,” I replied. “I’m after a muskie.” 

“Better get a hunting license,’’ Ralph said. ‘“You may 
need it.” 

I didn’t know how right he was. 

Next morning when I left my Skokie, Illinois, home, 
my station wagon pointed north, I was ready for any- 
thing. A duffel bag full of outdoor gear was in the back, 
along with an assortment of fishing tackle and my shot- 
gun and a supply of shells. And there was a hunting li- 
cense in my wallet. 

I figured the gunning stuff was surplus, for what I 
wanted was a muskie, nothing more, even though the 
Wisconsin grouse season would open soon after I arrived 
at Hayward. After all, wasn’t the town famous as a 
muskie center? Wasn’t Chippewa Flowage, which pro- 
duced the record 69-pound 11-ounce muskie, within cast- 
ing distance of Hayward? And hadn’t I shot plenty of

reached Hayward in midafternoon. The resident 

population of the town is under 2,000, but in summer 
it’s swelled by fishing tourists.

Signs everywhere so proclaim it, and nearly 
every tavern and store display mounted muskie speci- 
mens. One bar has glass tanks out front holding live 
crappies, northern pike, walleyes, and a mean-looking 
muskie.

Like me, they were new to 
muskie fishing, but plenty determined. 

“Catching muskies is like shooting deer,’’ George said 
at dinner that night. “There can be plenty of deer 
around, yet a guy might hunt every day for a year and 
not see one. Then a beginner goes out and clobbers a 
prize buck in five minutes.” 

“We've been fishing for three days, and haven't raised 
a muskie,”’ said Rhoades. “But other guys have. We’re 
sticking until we do.” 

“Move over,” I said. ““You’ve got company.” 

We didn’t get out till early afternoon the next day. 
Cecil and Laurie had been fishing since dawn, and had 
lost a muskie. We tried the weed beds, George and I] 
casting plugs, while Julien used a heavy outfit to throw 
a monstrous dead sucker. Then we trolled. We gave it 
a good try, but an hour after sundown we turned for 
home empty-handed.

Revolutionary NE W TRAP 


Last month, in the first part of his exclusive 
story for QuTpoor Lire, Eric Collier told how 
he was chosen to conduct fuil-scale tesis on his 
registered trapline with a series of new animal 
traps invented by Frank Conibear. Backed by 
people who for years have tried to outlaw the 
leg-hold or gin trap, Conibear was trying to 
perfect a trap that would kill fur bearers in- 
stantly. But any humane device, to be ac- 
cepted by trappers, had to work as well as the 
competent leg-hold. Countless inventors had 
tried to design an efficient humane trap. All 
had failed. Collier’s trapline tests also dis- 
qualified the first Conibear traps, but Coni- 
bear kept trying. By March of 1955 he had a 
new model, one that Collier inspected with 
growing excitement. This one might do. 





me was too small for beavers, too large for musk- 
rats. Trapping season had already ended on all 
other fur bearers, so again we had to mark time. 

The new design looked good, but I needed a lot of 
traps in various sizes to make valid field tests. 

With about eight months to wait before a new trap- 
ping season opened, I explained my reaction to the new 
trap in letters sent from my home near Riske Creek, 
British Columbia, to Conibear in Victoria, B. C., and 
Miss Nona E. Webster of Vancouver, B. C. Miss Web- 
ster is secretary and treasurer of the group that backed 


Time NEW TRAP inventor Frank Conibear had sent 


Conibear with both faith and money. The organization 
is known officially as the Association for the Protection 
of Fur-Bearing Animals, but for brevity I call it the 
Furbearers. 

As such associations go, the Furbearers is tiny. At 
that time its treasury, if healthy, certainly wasn’t fat. 
It had no regular place of business. Miss Webster han- 
dled its mail and money from her home after her regular 
day’s work for an insurance agency. None of the Fur- 
bearers’ officers received a salary of any sort; the funds 
raised came mostly from the pockets of the Smiths, the 
Browns, and the Joneses, not the Rockefellers or the 
Carnegies. 

Yet this little group, hitherto almost unknown, was 
on the threshold of a victory for wildlife,that for half 
a century had eluded other groups with world-wide 
reputations and vast financial resources. 

By the time trapping season started in November, 
1955, the Furbearers had somehow raised the money to 
supply me with the Conibear traps I’d asked for. That 
was the fall I took the big gamble. Leaving hundreds 
of reliable leg-hold traps in my shed, I set out to operate 
my trapline with nothing but humane traps. I was 
keenly aware that this had never been done before, and 
I, in my 50’s, was too old to renounce my familiar trap- 
ping system without qualms. But I decided that was 
the sort of test needed to make or break the new in- 
vention. My son Veasy was home from military service 
in Korea that fall, and he agreed to pitch in with me, 

Conibear and the Furbearers had provided us with 
150 traps of a size that might be suitable for trapping 
mink, marten, and similar fur. The traps were six inches 
high, four wide, and weighed about eight ounces each, 
If they worked on mink we knew they’d work on marten,

which as it happens are comparatively easy to catch. 

Snow was deep in the woods by the time all the traps 
were set out and we began running the lines. On my 
first run, in January, 1956, I saw the tracks of a large 
mink at a point where the trail bordered the creek. 
The tracks had been made when the snow was still fall- 
ing, maybe an hour ago. I urged my snowshoes forward. 
If the mink followed the creek downstream it would 
pass near one of my Conibear sets. The newfangled 
trap was in a cubby—a crude shed made of sticks— 
with a smear of scent splashed well back of the trigger 
bar. If the mink smelled it he’d move inquisitively over 
to the cubby. But would he go in, touch the trigger bar 
with his fur? 

I sensed that the mink had hit the trap before I 
reached the cubby, for any veteran trapper knows when 
fur has hit his set before seeing the trap itself. There 
was no need to bend down to look into the cubby. The 
mink lay at the entrance, dark and glossy against the 
snow. Not a spot of blood blotched the snow, not a 
stick of the cubby was disturbed. There had been no 
struggle whatsoever, that was as plain as the wind in 
my face. I doubt whether the mink knew what hit him, 
for the bars of the spring-steel trap apparently ended 
all his consciousness as quickly as a light switch dark- 
ens a room. 

The Conibear traps (see photos) have jaws formed 
by two square frames of spring-steel rod. Pivots join 
these two frames in the center at top and bottom, and 
the frames swing open scissor-like. A powerful spring 
(two springs on some models) is compressed as the 
trap’s double jaws are opened. A trigger bar of steel 
wire, held in position by spring tension, keeps the 
cocked jaws open. 


isualize a mink walking into a small-scale revolving 
door—one that has four blades cocked apart by a 
powerful spring. Now imagine the four blades of this 
door slamming violently together in pairs. That’s a fair 
picture of what happens when an animal steps into the 
open frame of a cocked Conibear trap and touches the 
trigger bar. 
Three weeks later my son and I had all the proof we 
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Caught in conventional leg-hold traps, many fur bearers will chew or 
wring their legs off to escape. A beaver left this forefoot in trap 


needed so far as the trap’s effectiveness on mink was 
concerned. There were 33 mink pelts strung up in our 
fur warehouse, all taken in the new traps, all these 
former occupants dying within seconds after touching 
the trigger bar. 


n a way it had taken over 25 years to catch these 
mink, for this version of the trap grew out of a crude 
model Frank Conibear devised in 1929. He was then a 
trapper in the Barren Grounds, and the idea for a revo- 
lutionary new trap took shape as he sat in his cabin one 
night and thoughtfully bent and twisted a piece of wire. 
Now, after all the lean years of discouraging experi- 
ments, Conibear had a trap that—on mink, at least- 
was amazingly efficient. 

But how about squirrels, weasels, beavers, lynx, fish- 
ers, muskrats? A trap that will catch one fur bearer 
will not necessarily catch others, and most trappers 
must make good catches of half a dozen different ani- 
mals to make a living in this tough, competitive business. 

Squirrels and weasels came next on our agenda. 
They’re about the same size, so I felt that a trap of the 
same dimensions would do for both. I wrote to Conibear 
and Miss Webster asking for 100 traps measuring about 
31% x 4 inches. I noted that they should be as light as 
possible, say about three traps to the pound, for a pro- 
fessional trapper must be able to pack a large number 
of small-game traps. 

The team went to work, the Furbearers raising funds, 
Conibear and mechanic Joe Foster of the Victoria 
Marine Works building traps. How they managed to 
assemble them so quickly, I’ll never know, but I had my 
small-game traps within three weeks. 

A week after we set them we had the answer we 
sought. In that time we caught close to 300 red squir- 
rels, all killed instantly or almost so after touching the 
trigger bar. The traps were next set for weasels (er- 
mine) with similar results—a good catch and instant 
kills. 

Muskrats were next, and at this season we northern 
trappers catch muskrats in their push-ups, which are 
mounds of vegetation the animals heap up in shallow 
water to feed on when winter ice seals the lakes and

streams. A muskrat enters his push-up by an under- 
water tunnel. 

Trappers break through the push-up’s thin roof of 
vegetation and place a trap in the space where a musk- 
rat will crouch while feeding. That space is so small 
that there’s barely room for a No. 1 leg-hold trap. I 
never expected to find a humane trap that would work 
in muskrat push-ups. Yet, having seen how the Coni- 
bear trap took mink, squirrels, and weasels, I was be- 
ginning to question some of my fixed ideas about trap- 
ping. 

For tests in the push-ups, I asked for two dozen traps 
measuring about 4 x 4 inches and built slightly heavier 
than the squirrel traps. The traps I specified were wait- 
ing when we were able to break through deep snow and 
reach the Riske Creek post office. 

It was late in March before we set the traps in the 
push-ups, for until then deep snow and floodwater be- 
neath had straddled the old ice, halting all muskrat 
trapping. After a day or two of minor skirmishing, 
finding out the exact height at which the trigger bar 
should be set, we began to catch muskrats. Any rat 
that touched the trigger was dead within seconds. 

It was too late in the season now to try Conibear 
traps on lynx, foxes, fishers, and otters. Those tests 
would have to wait for another winter. Beavers would 
be the next challenge, and we would meet it that spring. 
Could Conibear and the Furbearers come up with a 
humane trap that would take a blanket beaver, an ani- 
mal weighing close to 60 pounds and strong as Samson? 


he weight of such a beaver trap was a vital factor, 

because most mountain trappers tote their gear on 
packboards. I figured trappers would balk at packing 
any beaver trap heavier than four pounds, so I asked 
for experimental models weighing 314 pounds each and 
measuring about 12 x 12 inches. Considering the size 
and vitality of beavers, I suggested double springs on 
the traps. 

I got my beaver traps in April, just as the ice was 
going out of the creeks. The fresh scent piles of restless 
beavers were all along the watershed. Long V’s of wild 
geese were passing high overhead, their raucous honks

whispering into silence as they winged on to their breed- 
ing grounds on the northern tundra. Moose were show- 
ing up patchy and ragged as they shed winter hair. 
Winter was behind us, the spring beaver season here. 

Six of the newfangled traps were staked out in the 
swollen waters of the creek, just a shaving of castor 
back of the trigger bars to lure the beavers in. 

I was reluctant to look at those traps after they’d 
been there 48 hours. The feeling was the same as when 
I set my first trap for otter and sneaked back to have 
a look. So many things had to work right; one wrong 
thing could defeat me. (continued on page 80)

OUTDOOR LIFE

OME TIME AGO a hunter named Bill Sharp, who 
~ runs a sporting camp near Moro, Maine, shot a big 
black bear near the road from Shin Pond to Grand 
Lake. I saw Sharp and the bear soon after he shot it. 
The bear weighed close to 350 pounds. The claws on his 
forefeet were as thick as two pencils at the base, and 
about three inches long. The creature’s forearms would 
have made Rocky Marciano’s look like a child’s. The 
suggestion of power started me thinking. 

What chance would you have against this monster at 
close quarters? Would he run, or attack? Would you 
run? Have you ever heard of anyone being attacked? 
Was the story true? 

Having lived much of my life in the Maine woods, 
and having once been a Maine guide, I began to review 
the bear stories I’ve heard, the bear incidents I’ve per- 
sonally experienced, and the ones which come under the 
head of legends—or at least perennials. Strung to- 
gether, these stories are good for entertaining hot-stove 
hunters and for pleasantly scaring the tender of foot. 
They have an extra dimension on fish stories. The fish 
story hinges on ‘How big?” Bear stories hinge not only 
on “How big?,’”’ but, “What did the bear do when you 
met him face-to-face ?” 

The following bear yarns, unless otherwise specified, 
are true—or at least as nearly authenticated as any 
bear story can be. One of the most fantastic is thor- 
oughly authenticated. But bears have been and will be 
the subject of so many campfire conversations, so many 
retellings, and so much embellishment, that in attempt- 
ing to set them forth I am reminded of a remark made 
to me by my father when, as a youngster, I recounted 
to him some feat of personal derring-do long since for- 
gotten. 

“Son,” he said to me, “even if it never happened to 
you I admire you for telling it without flinching.” 

Practically every year during blueberry season in 
Maine’s Washington County, it is reported that a small 
boy or a little girl has been carried off by a huge mother 





bear to its den—never to be seen again. This wonderful 
bear story strikes terror to the hearts of mothers and 
children, causes old hunters to make heroic statements 
about what they will do to the old she-bear, and creates 
wonderful copy for local papers when news is in the 
late-summer doldrums. About every third year the 
story substitutes a huge eagle for the old she-bear 
the little child is carried aloft by the monstrous bird 
and deposited in a nest instead of a den. The truth 
rating of these two stories is zero. The yarn invariably 
stems from a child getting lost on the blueberry plains. 
By the time the story appears in the papers, the child 
is safe at home, asleep in its mother’s arms. 

Another Washington County bear story originates on 
Dobsis Lake, and has a high fact rating. Pop Thornton 
and Carroll MacLaughlin were headed uplake in an out- 
board boat when they saw a bear swimming. It was a 
creature of 200 pounds or more, they said, and they 
chased it in the boat. To their chagrin and embarrass- 
ment, the bear turned, got his front paws on the gun- 
wale, and climbed aboard. 

“There we were, Carroll and I,” says Pop, “with the 
bear between us—like a basket of kittens.” 

When the bear backed away from Pop, it backed into 
Carroll. Carroll prodded the bear in the rear with a 
pike pole, and it retreated practically into Pop’s arms. 

“What'd you do, Pop?” he was asked. 

‘We jumped overboard and left the boat to the bear.” 


he a queston as to who was more scared, the boys or 
the bear. The water being cold, the boys finally 
clambered back in over the bow. From this position they 
were able to prod the bear with the pike pole till the 
critter splashed back into the lake over the stern. 

“The bear went ashore on Big Island,” says Pop, ‘“‘and 
that’s the last we saw of him.” 

My checks on this story are excellent: 1. Either Pop 
or Carroll alone—individually, that is—-might have 
dreamed this up for fun. But they wouldn’t sing a duet, 
in perfect harmony. 2. I saw the boat within an hour 
after they told me the story, and its gunwale was heav- 
ily marked by the claws of what was obviously a bear. 
3. Pop and Carroll were both soaking wet, and they 
both hate to swim. I can’t check on the weight of the 
bear. They said 200 pounds, but 100 would have been 
enough to create plenty of furor in that small boat. 

Looking at a bear’s great arms, sensing their force, 
makes the beholder realize what mayhem a bear might 
commit on a human. “A bear could kill a man with a 
single swipe,” he thinks. From (continued on page 147)

Our tackle was too light, they said, 
for Norway salmon. Bebe showed ’em 


of Dakar, Africa, and I flew from Miami via New 

York, and so good was our timing that when my 
plane put down in Oslo I found that Bebe had got there 
just an hour earlier. 

It was July 3, and this trip had been long in the mak- 
ing. The previous winter we’d fished the Chimehuin 
River in Argentina with Count Andre de Ganay and his 
uncle, Count Etienne de Ganay. Both are Frenchmen 
who have cattle interests in Argentina, and they spend 
the winter there and return to Europe in summer, Not 
content with the good fishing he finds in South America, 
Andre leases the Aaroy River in Norway, reputedly one 
of the greatest Atlantic salmon fishing rivers in the 
world. Andre had invited Bebe and me to join him on 
the Aaroy on July 10, but we’d decided to try some other 
Norwegian rivers first. 

In Argentina or North America, we would have just 
gone fishing in the nearest river. But in Norway it’s 
different. Most of the Atlantic salmon rivers there are 
leased by local or visiting sportsmen, and the leases give 
them exclusive rights to fish certain stretches of water 
known as “beats’’. Our problem was how to get a beat. 
Undoubtedly a call to the Norway Travel Association in 
Oslo would have helped, but Bebe’s uncle, Aldolfo Calvo, 
was the Argentinian Ambassador to Norway, and we

soon tracked him down and told him about our problem. 

“IT know just the man for you,” he told us. “Augie 
Rygh, a lawyer in Oslo, is one of the leading sea trout 
and salmon anglers of Norway. If there’s a beat to be 
had, he’ll find it.” 

He did—within an hour. 

“It’s in the heart of the fjord country,” he told us. 
“You have the Vingjom beat on the Aurland River- 
four pools—and it will cost you $8 for the week. I also 
have arranged for you to have the Toquam beat, farther 
upriver. That has 12 pools and will cost $20 per week.” 

We went by train to Flam, traveling through rolling, 
pine-covered hills abounding with lakes and streams. 
Tents were pitched along every shore and fishermen 
were seeking the trout and pike of Norway’s inland 
waters. Unlike the salmon rivers, most of these are open 
to the public. 


hole families on the train were loaded with camp- 

ing gear, packsacks, sleeping bags, and fishing 
rods. We could tell from their tackle that most were 
headed for inland lakes and streams, though a few car- 
ried the bigger salmon outfits. 

At Flam we climbed aboard a bus for Aurland, which 
is on the Aurland Fjord, a branch of Sogne Fjord, into 
which flows some of Norway’s finest salmon rivers—the 
Laerdal, the Flam, the Aurland, and the Aaroy. 

Soon after checking in at our hotel, we learned that 
our Vingjom beat extended from the heart of town to 
about a mile upriver. It’s the property of the Aurland 
Kirke, and we paid our $8 fee to the venerable pastor of 
that 900-year-old church. 

The Aurland River is about 150 yards wide, and drops 
steadily along its four-mile (continued on page 132)

the ears and drag them into the edge 
of the woods before starting to gnaw 
on the grains. At several points just 
inside the edge of the woods, I found 
freshly shredded ears. 

“The grays will start stirring first,” I 
thought, “and I’ve got a hunch that 
they’re cutting acorns down along the 
branch.” 

Down along the branch I found fresh 
acorn cuttings all over the ground. The 
grays were really going to town on the 
red-oak acorns. I glanced at my watch 
—nearly 2:30. Time to select a good 
stand. A bed of freshly fallen leaves 
by a big oak looked good, so I sat down. 

This stillhunting is one of our most 
popular methods for squirrels, and it’s 
made to order for scope-sighted .22 
rifles. I use a Marlin Model 88-C auto- 
loader, and on it a Weaver B-6 scope 
with tip-off mount. Some squirrel hunt- 
ers like scopes of 4X or less for squirrel 
hunting, but I personally like the 6X 
because it doubles better for shooting 
crows, woodchucks, and other small 
farm pests. 

It must have been about a half hour 
later when a shot over on Possum Bluff 
about a half mile away blasted me 
awake. Must be Cecil Bratcher’s 20 
vrauge. The squirrels must already be 
stirring. 

Cecil is one of those fidgety fellows. 
He can’t sit still long enough for still- 
hunting, so he uses his bolt-action 20 
gauge shotgun and stalks his squirrels. 

I woke up just in time. Within easy 
shooting distance of my stand, three 
gray squirrels were already riding the 
oak limbs, searching for acorns. I de- 
cided to try the nearest one first. Then 
maybe the two farther ones wouldn’t 
take off toward some den tree. 

Very slowly I worked a cartridge in- 
to my .22. I cautiously raised the rifle, 
training the scope’s crosshairs on the 
gray’s neck. The little fuzzytail was 
perched on a limb about 30 yards from 
my stand, gnawing away on an acorn. 
Through the scope, he looked about the 
size of a small house cat. With my 
eyesight not what it once was, Ii’d have 
had trouble even lining him up in open 
sights. 

I took my time in squeezing off the 
shot. The .22’s sharp pling was fol- 
lowed by a dull plop. The squirrel hung 
on for a moment by one forefoot, then 
fell. I was satisfied it was a clean kill. 

For close to 20 minutes, I waited out 
the other two grays. During the wait I 
heard Claton’s old squirrel-treeing dog, 
Squire, as he barked treed over in 
Hoot Owl Swamp about a half mile in 
the opposite direction from where I'd 
heard Cecil shoot a few minutes earlier. 
Then I heard the boom of Claton’s 12 
gauge double, and the yelping of his 
dog stopped. In a minute or so, I heard 
a shot over toward Charles Creek. 
That would be Alex giving them heck 
with his 16 gauge double. And if 
Poode was hunting, he’d be using his 
.22, and likely too far away to hear. 

One of the other grays within shoot- 
ing distance finally inched his way out 
on a limb of the big red oak, and I 
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centered the scope’s crosshairs on his 
foreparts. It was about 15 yards longer 
than the first shot, so I centered the 
crosshairs just a bit high, because my 
rifle and scope were zeroed in at 35 
yards. Flattened out on top of a limb, 
the squirrel offered a rather small tar- 
get. Immediately after I squeezed off 
the shot, however, he tumbled. It does 
me a bushel of good to connect on a 
shot like that, even with a scope-sighted 
.22. I use Long Rifle cartridges with 
solid-lead bullets only for my squirrel 
hunting. The solid-lead bullets seem to 
me to pack more quick-killing shocking 
power than the copper-clad varieties, 
and at ranges beyond 30 yards give 
me better accuracy than hollow-point 
bullets. 

I could hear Claton’s dog treeing a 
squirrel about every 15 or 20 minutes, 
and at fairly frequent intervals I could 
also hear shots from Cecil’s 20 gauge. 
Alex seemed to be doing all right too. 

Hunting alone this way is frowned 
on by a lot of people, but we squirrel 
hunters down in Tennessee think noth- 
ing of it. In fact, we often prefer to do 
our squirrel hunting alone. We all 
know just about where the other fel- 
lows hunt. There’s usually no crowded 
territory, and we normally get more 
squirrels hunting alone. Then, too, if 
we doze off during a stillhunt, there’s 
no one to razz us about it. Admittedly 
it’s a lazy sort of hunting, but it blends 
in with autumn the way trout fishing 
does with spring. 

My third gray was very careful not 
to show enough of himself to give me a 
faiy shot. Finally, though, I could see 
a bit of his head above a limb. 

He was fully 40 yards away, and 
small indeed. I took my time, training 
the crosshairs on the squirrel’s ears. 
And after easing off the shot, I was 
surprised to see him tumble. 

I wanted to save half of my six-~ 
squirrel limit for fox squirrels, so I re- 
trieved the three grays and headed for 
the post-oak ridge. I’d already counted 
seven shots from over Cecil’s way, and 
both Claton and Alex had been shoot- 
ing up a storm all afternoon. It would 
never do ta walk into Cecil’s store with 
less than a limit. If the other fellows 
got their limits, I’d never hear the last 
of it. Besides, we’d agreed that any- 
body who returned without a fox squir- 
rel in his bag had to buy a round of 
pop for the rest. 


pone hunters claim that fox squirrels 
aren’t as good eating as grays, but I

claim different. it’s true that 


lent when fixed with what we call 
slick-’em dumplings. With big, puffy 
baking-powder dumplings, the dish just 
isn’t right. Real squirrel-hunting men 
know this, and the womenfolks should 
know it too. For best results, you par- 
boil fox squirrels until they’re tender, 
then drop the quarters into a stew pot 
with toughish flour-dough dumplings 
and a few light dashes of red pepper 
and other seasoning to taste. Let the 
whole thing simmer until well done. 
As I left the spring branch, I could 
already feel the weather changing. So 


I moseyed back to the car and put on a 
flannel shirt and hunting coat. My coat 
was of a sort of dull red, but that didn’t 
matter. Once autumn gets rolling, no 
color of clothing except white is really 
alarming to squirrels. 


‘te the post-oak ridge, I selected a 
stand about halfway between some 
den trees and the cornfield that bordered 
the woods. It was just about the right 
time for the fox squirrels to start stir- 
ring, and I didn’t have long to wait 
before one of the big fellows eased out 
of a slick den hole. 

Near the end of a long limb, the fox 
squirrel paused briefly. I trained the 
scope’s crosshairs on his neck as quickly 
as possible. He had a corn supper on 
his mind, and he wouldn’t fiddle around 
in getting to the field. 

But I got into too big a fizz—and 
missed. I usually do that when I get in 
such a hurry. Instead of heading back 
into his den hole, however, the fox 
sauirrel jumped out into a _ near-by 
white-oak sapling and stopped again. 
This time I nailed him. 

Less than 10 minutes later I got my 
chance at a second fox squirrel. This 
one was on the ground, moving toward 
the cornfield before I saw him. But 
even if he stopped on a log or a rock 
I knew I wouldn’t risk a shot until he 
was well up in some tree. You never 
know who else might be in the woods, 
and .22 bullets fired at a low angle can 
be dangerous. 

Ten yards or so short of the cornfield, 
this fox squirrel unaccountably went 
scaling up a post oak that had no 
acorns. Maybe he just wanted to look 
things over. 

He paused long enough near the top 
of the trunk for me to line him up in 
the scope, and that did it. 

By now it was getting late and real 
chilly. With two fox squirrels in my 
bag of five, I didn’t figure the ot cr 
squirrel-hunting men would have too 
much to razz me about. I headed back 
to Cecil’s store to see who’d be buying 
the pop, and I picked up Alex. 

When Alex and I arrived, Claton and 
Cecil were already at the store. Poode 
came in after a little bit, so it was 
squirrel-inspection time. 

IT had the three grays and two fox 
squirrels, Alex one fox squirrel and five 
grays, and Claton two of each. Poode 
had four big fox squirrels and two grays. 
But from the sheepish grin on pro- 
prietor Cecil’s face, we got suspicious. 
Then he made things certain by open- 
ing bottles of pop—on the house. 

“The only dadgum fox squirrel I 
had a chance at all afternoon was run- 
ning and jumping from tree to tree,’’ he 
complained, ‘‘and I missed him three 
times, as slick as grease. Got my six 
grays, though, and they’ll stew up just 
as well as fox squirrels with dump- 
lings.” 

That’s the way it is with us squirrel- 
hunting men down here in the hills of 
Tennessee. Just don’t depend on trans- 
acting too much ordinary business 
with us during squirrel-hunting season, 
because we usually don’t have time 
for such tomfoolery until the season 
ends. THE END

When at last I sidled up to my 
first humane beaver trap, set in a 
natural cubby in the willows, I 
whooped like a kid who’s just shot 
his first buck. The trap held a blan- 
ket beaver as big as any I’ve seen— 
and I’ve taken a pile of beavers since 
I’ve been trapping. 

I tried to figure how long the bea- 
ver had lived after touching the trig- 
ger bar. The trap jaws had closed to 
within three inches of one another as 
they slammed tight around the ani- 
mal’s heart and lungs. If death 
wasn’t instantaneous it was almost 
so, for so intense was the pressure 
of the jaws against these vital or- 
gans that within a few seconds of 
the trap’s springing both would have 
ceased to function. 

I took the beaver from the trap 
and inspected its incisor teeth. Not a 
chip of the enamel was gone. By that 
I was certain the beaver had died 
within seconds, for a beaver caught 
in a leg-hold trap invariably chips 
its incisor teeth biting at the steel. 

Downstream a piece was another 
dead beaver in a humane trap. By 
the time rapidly warming weather 
put an end to winter-prime pelts the 
six experimental traps had taken 
several beavers. Despite the pres- 
sure exerted by the frame of the 
trap against their bodies, both fur 
and leather of the stretched pelts 
was unblemished by any trap mark. 
To me this was vital, for no matter 
how humane or efficient the trap 
might be, it could never be of value 
in the fur trade if its use resulted in 
badly damaged pelts.

When I was younger I might have 
rushed out to proclaim that the per- 
fect humane trap had been found. 
But 35 years of wilderness trapping 
makes a man sort of cautious. You 
remember that there’s many a slip 
betwixt the foot and the stirrup. 


wanted to continue the tests 

through one more winter, one 
more spring hunt. And where I'd 
used only six beaver traps this 
spring, I wanted 60 or more for the 
next. The final trials would require 
more muskrat traps, and traps for 
lynx and fishers too. “Give me these 
tools,” I wrote to the Vancouver- 
Victoria team, “and I’ll be able to 
give you a sound verdict on the 
humane trap.” 

By late October, 1956, close to 700 
Conibear traps were in my hands. 
To broaden the scope of the tests, I 
passed on some of the traps to a few 
trappers of the old brigade, friends 
of mine who were running wilderness 
traplines when Wilson was president 
of the United States. These were 
men who'd stay healthy on muskrat 
stew when their regular grub ran 
out, men who'd put the new traps 
through tests as rugged as they are 
themselves. 

We had a heller of a winter in 
1956-57. One trapper up Aiyansh 
way wrote me that he had 96 inches 
of snow_by Christmas. In January 
the thermometer at my back door 
was reading 52 below, and I don’t 
know how much colder it was be- 
cause that’s as low as my gauge 
registers. 


But the new traps were out along 
the line and most days my son and 
I made a run. Periodically we saw 
deer tracks cutting our snowshoe 
trails, and we knew that if we fol- 
lowed them long enough we’d see 
where some old tom lynx had moved 
in to trail the luckless deer. The 
cat’s huge pads enable him to travel 
the top of the snow, while the sharp 
hoofs of mule deer cut through to 
the bottom. A deer hasn’t a chance 
when a lynx jumps it in deep snow. 
The cat will be on the deer’s back 
before the chase has gone 30 yards, 
and claws and teeth will cut the 
plunging victim down in another 20 
yards. All we expect to find when 
we follow such a trail is enough deer 
meat to bait a lynx trap. 

We'd hoist what was left of the 
deer on a running pole (a heavy pole 
leaned against a tree), then set one 
of the new traps on the pole below 
the carcass. Checking the trap a 
couple of days later, we’d find the 
killer lynx as dead as mutton—killed 
quickly, too, a great deal quicker 
than the unfortunate deer. 

It would take me a year to describe 
all the sets we made that winter, but 
the new traps did all that our idle 
leg-hold traps would—and more. 
Take fishers for instance. We caught 
those valuable fur bearers on run- 
ning poles and at cubby sets, and the 
new trap killed them like swatted 
flies. 

Each time we broke trail to the 
Riske Creek post office we found re- 
ports oozing in from the other trap- 
pers who were testing Conibear traps 
for me. They told of beavers caught 
below ice in eight feet of water, 
of success with lynx and bobcats, 
skunks, and marten. It sounded too 
good to be true. And in far-off Vic- 
toria, Conibear and Foster kept their 
ears pricked and their tools handy, 
ready to make this change or that on 
a trap whenever I suggested it. Miss 
Webster, representing the Furbear- 
ers, had a checkbook ready to pay 
the bills. As before, the money came 
solely from the Smiths, the Browns, 
and the Joneses, 


hen the backbone of the winter 

was broken I was able to write 
Conibear and Miss Webster that at 
long last I could endorse the trap for 
the humane trapping of perhaps 90 
percent of the animals that figure in 
our annual fur crop. 

The matter of large-scale trapping 
of beavers and muskrats in open 
water was an important issue still 
shrouded in doubt. But now it was 
early May and the creeks and lakes 
were breaking free of their ice, the 
sky noisy with the wings of migrat- 
ing waterfowl. Beavers and musk- 
rats were starting to move in open

water. Thanks to Conibear and the Fur- 
bearers, I had nearly 300 muskrat traps 
and 60 or 70 beaver traps to experiment 
with. 

My primary concern was whether or 
not the new traps would efficiently take 
muskrats and beavers in open water, but 
the flights of waterfow] banking into the 
warming marshes raised another ques- 
tion. How many ducks and geese would 
be caught by accident in the Conibear 
traps? 

Waterfowl on the spring flight north 
splash into our marshes by the thou- 
sands, and ordinary leg-hold traps set 
for muskrats cripple or kill a lot of birds. 
As we set the humane traps, a dozen on 
a float pole here, a single on hummock 
or bit of exposed rock there, I recalled a 
morning when 100 leg-holds set in this 
very marsh accounted for four Canada 
geese. At dusk, after I’d set close to 200 
of the new traps in clusters and singles, 
I saw flock after flock of geese setting 
their wings for a landing. How many 
would be killed by accident ? 

By shut of another day I knew. In all 
that setting of traps not a single duck 
or goose was caught, though the humane 
traps had accounted for 60 or 70 musk- 
rats. Chief Ornithologist, David A. Mun- 
roe of the Canadian Wildlife Service 
would be glad to hear that, I knew. Ina 
letter to me he’d commended the experi- 
ments with the new trap and pointed out 
that, “Losses of waterfowl killed in 
muskrat traps are high, not only 
throughout northern Canada but also in 
the Maritime Provinces and northern 
New England.” It would also be good 
news for scattergun enthusiasts every- 
where, for each hen mallard that dies in 
a muskrat trap means a loss of a whole 
brood that would otherwise wing south 
in the fall. 


he Conibear traps were better than 
we dared hope on muskrats. They 
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efficiently harvested a bumper crop of 
rats without harming a single bird. 

Then, with the first hint of green 
daubing the aspens and willows, my son 
and I turned to the beaver waters. In 
16 days we caught 101 beavers in the 
humane traps. Not once did a beaver 
leave a mangled foot behind in a trap. 
No beaver caught lived long enough to 
shatter his teeth on steel. No ducks or 
geese blundered into the traps. 

There were yet some loose ends to 
tuck into place, but Conibear’s trap had 
passed my harshest trials with flying 
colors. Friends who'd tested the models 
I sent them were equally enthusiastic. 
One veteran trapper wrote, “I reckon 
this trap will catch and kill anything 
that walks, crawls, or swims with use 
of four legs.” 

Loose ends? Well, there were three 
fairly common Canadian furbearers on 
which the trap hadn’t been conclusively 
tested—-otter, wolf, and wolverine. I got 
one otter in a Conibear trap set for 
beaver in the spring of 1957, but we 
néeded to experiment further with hu- 
mane traps set specifically for otter—to 
learn the best height for the trigger bar, 
the most effective placement of the trap. 

As for the wolverine, my trapline is 
out of his normal range. I have a hunch 
that Conibear traps will be deadly on 
these gluttonous predators, but I must 
rely on friends in wolverine range to 
make the tests. I'll see that they have 
some wolverine-size traps for the winter 
of 1957-58. 

A few coyotes were taken in the 
Conibear traps, but another winter is 
needed to work on their big gray cous- 
ins, the timber wolves. Traps of the 
proper size should take wolves. But 
that’s what we think, not what we 
know. There are plans for humane 
traps large enough to quickly kill cou- 
gars and predator bears. 

The big job is done, however. We 
know the humane trap is amazingly 
efficient on beaver, muskrat, mink, 
marten, fisher, white fox, weasel, squir- 
rel, lynx, raccoon, skunk, and bobcat. 
Those are the animals that support the 
fur trade in the north. In 1952-53, for 
example, Canadian trappers sold beaver 
pelts worth more than $3,000,000. 
Muskrat.crop that season sold for more 
than $4,000,000, and the mink crop for 
more than $2,700,000. Squirrel skins 
brought in more than $1,000,000. 

In contrast, the values of otter, wolf, 
and wolverine pelts produced in the 
same period were $330,480, $5,341, and 
$4,589, respectively. 

And what now? The humane traps 
are expected to cost no more than leg- 
holds, once they’re produced in quan- 
tity, yet few professional trappers can 
afford to discard hundreds of leg-holds 
and buy new traps immediately. 

I predict that trappers will gradually 
switch to the humane trap without 
pleas from pressure groups or threats 
of law—simply because they can make 
a better living with the Conibear trap. 
More time must pass before we see 
widespread results from this revolution 
in trapping methods, but the hopeless 
years of searching for a better trap are 
past. The fur trade is no longer shackled 
to the gin trap that for three centuries 
was its only reliable tool. THE END

Guns for Pheasants 


hunted, a cock Chinese ringneck 
pheasant, I’m convinced, is the 
smartest and the toughest. He gets un- 
der way slowly, though. As he rises into 
the air he’s the easiest bird to hit that 
I've ever hunted—but also the hardest 
to kill stone-dead. And a wounded 
pheasant is the most difficult of all 
gamebirds to recover. A winged cock 
will give a good bird dog a race; I once 
saw one with a broken wing outrun and 
outdodge a young, tough college athlete. 
Because pheasants are big and easy 
to hit on the take-off and yet have enor- 
mous vitality, a higher percentage of 
them are wounded and lost than any 
other upland gamebird. Western quail 
like the Scaled, California Valley, and 
the Gambel are great runners when 
they’re wounded, but they won’t go as 
far as a pheasant. Grouse seldom move 
far when grassed, and lightly hit doves 
stay where they land. But a cock pheas- 
ant will run like a greyhound with both 
wings broken and with shot in other 
nonvital parts. Even if he’s within the 
last few seconds of his life, he'll crawl 
into cover. 


O' ALL THE upland birds I’ve 


Several years ago I was hunting 
pheasants in southern Idaho. My dog 
was a little cocker, and my gun a very 
dense-patterning Ithaca 12 gauge dou- 
ble with 26-in. barrels. The gun was 
presumably bored modified right and 
full left, but with the new shells it pat- 
terned well over 70 percent with either 
barrel and 144 oz. of No. 6 shot. Any- 
way, the dog and I had gone through a 
fairly rough day, and as evening came 
on I was sitting at the edge of a little 
draw nursing my weary legs. The 
cocker was investigating the bottom of 
the draw. Suddenly a big cock came 
flailing out right in front of the dog’s 
nose, flying to my left 15 yd. away. 
I scrambled up, shooting as I rose. I 
was behind with my modified barrel, 
and missed clean. With my full-choke 
barrel I was a bit farther ahead, but not 
far enough. I blew the whole rear off 
that cock. Feathers rained down for 
what seemed like five minutes after the 
bird—-dangling two broken legs, vari- 
ous spare parts, and wobbling to keep 
his balance—-disappeared over a rise. 
My dog couldn't find it. 

Another time I was hunting along a

creek when, at the edge of a stubble 
field half a mile away and high above 
me, I heard a fearsome bombardment. 
I saw a pheasant flying and also saw 
two hunters blazing at it. It was vol- 
planing swiftly and directly toward me, 
so I got set to nail it. Just as I was 
about to pull the trigger, the cock col- 
lapsed and hit the ground with a thump 
about 15 yd. from me. He’d been shot 
through lungs and abdomen, and had 
flown until his lungs filled with blood. 
He died in the air. Anyone who's 
hunted pheasants much has had similar 
experiences. 

A pheasant hunter requires a fairly 
dense pattern of fairly heavy shot—or 
at least a pattern that’s dense at the 
range at which he takes his birds. A 
body-shot pheasant that doesn’t have a 
broken wing will fly as long as there’s 
life in him, and a pheasant that has a 
broken wing but isn’t hit vitally will 
run like a rabbit. 


Spe my Brittany spaniel, Mike, went 
on point by a fence row. I went in 
and kicked at the point, but instead of 
flushing out, a cock ran out dragging a 
wing. Mike quickly grabbed him. After 
wringing its neck, I examined the bird. 
I assumed he’d been wounded recently, 
but instead of being thin and feverish 
he was fat and healthy. His wing had

been broken the previous season and 
had healed crooked. When I dressed 
him, I found two No. 7% shot in his 
breast. They’d apparently been there 
for a year. Tough birds, these pheasants. 

Tastes are shifting a bit toward 
lighter and more open-bored guns with 
shorter barrels, but, alas, 12-gauge 
pumps and automatics with 30-in. full- 
choke barrels are still the most com- 
mon pheasant guns. Some, particularly 
the older ones, are frightful to carry— 
heavy, slow and awkward to aim. 
They’re fine on ducks and geese, but 
pretty sad excuses as upland guns. 

In the bird country with which I’m 
most familiar, eastern Idaho and west- 
ern Washington, the pheasant hunter 
carries his gun a lot more than he 
shoots it. Generally, he’ does a good 
deal of walking and hill climbing to get 
his three cocks, and the less weight he 
carries the better. That holds for am- 
munition as well as gun, and 20 and 16 
gauge shells weigh less than 12s! 

Deadliest pheasant gun I’ve ever used 
is a Winchester Model 21 double. With 
it I have two sets of 26-in. barrels. One 
set is bored modified and improved mod- 
ified, and the other bored Skeet No. 1 
right and Skeet No. 2 left. Skeet No. 1 
is about a straight cylinder, and if 
there’s any difference in Skeet No. 2 
and modified I’ve yet to find it out. 
Mostly I use the gun with the tighter- 
choked barrels. It’s fine pheasant medi- 
cine, and with it I’ve shot as many as 
20 cocks without a miss. 

But I usually find that after I’ve been 
using that gun every day for a couple 
of weeks, I run into a stretch of lousy 
shooting. I’m behind my crossing birds, 
under the sharply rising ones. The an- 
swer, I think, is that I’m tired. The gun 
seems heavy; my muscles lose their 
snap. I generally get rid of my mis- 
eries by shifting to a 20 gaugé Model 21 
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exactly like the first so far as balance, 
barrel length, and stock dimensions go. 
It weighs a bit less than 6% lb. With it 
I swing faster, get on birds quicker, and 
start hitting again. 

The little gun, by the way, is bored 
with 3-in. chambers for the 20 gauge 
Magnum shell—but more of that anon. 
Instead of seeming to weigh only three 
quarters of a pound less, the 20 weighs 
a lot less. 


’m convinced that a light gun with a 

short barrel is the handiest pheasant 
medicine, whether it’s a double, pump, 
or automatic. The light Browning dou- 
ble automatic in 12 gauge bored modi- 
fied is a poisonous pheasant gun. The 
new Winchester Model 50 Feather- 
weight with 28-in. modified barrel 
weighs only 7 lb., and the Remington 
Sportsman 48 in 20 and 16 gauge weigh 
6% and 7 lb., respectively. The Rem- 
ington Model 58 autos weigh even less 

from 7 lb. or a little over in the 12 to 
6144 in the 20. Remington Model 870 
pumps weigh 7 lb. or under in 16 and 
20 gauge. The Marlin Model 90 over- 
and-unders weigh under 7 lb. in 16 and 
20 gauge, and the Ithaca Featherlight 
pumps can be had as light as 6% Ib. in 
the 12 gauge to 5% Ib. in the 20. The 
Savage pumps and autos in 12 gauge 
can be had as light as 7 lb., and the Fox 
Model B-ST double in 16 and 20 gauge 
is under that. There’s no need for the 
pheasant hunter to burden himself with 
a heavy gun. 

At times I’ve tried hunting pheasants 
with guns bored Skeet No. 1 and im- 
proved cylinder. If a hunter can re- 
strain himself and never shoot at a bird 
with a gun so bored at over 30 yd., he’ll 
find the big, wide patterns incredibly 
deadly. But occasionally he'll get a 
wounded bird at not much over 25 yd., 


and at much over 30 he’ll find that a 
surprising number of birds fairly shot 
hit the ground running. It’s my notion 
that, for all-round use, a pheasant gun 
needs a bit more choke and a denser 
pattern. A 12 gauge that will pattern 
50 percent (quarter choke) at 40 yd. 
with 14 oz. of No. 6 shot is just about 
ideal, but for all-round use, the 16 and 
the 20 gauges, with their lighter 
charges of shot, shouldn’t be bored less 
than 60 percent or modified. 


Spe a whole season I marked the 
birds I killed outright and those my 
dog had to run down for me. I found 
that the birds that were stopped cold 
had at least five No. 6 shot in them. 
Those hit with fewer shot usually ran. 
Our pheasant gun, then, if a pump or 
automatic, should be bored modified, 
and if a double, quarter-choke or modi- 
fied in one barrel and improved-modified 
or full in the other. 

The pheasant hunter, by all means, 
should pattern his gun with the load he 
uses, and if he gets less than 50—55 
percent in a 30-in. circle at 40 yd.—with 
no less than 1% oz. of No. 6 shot, he 
doesn’t have an all-round pheasant gun. 
I'd prefer the 1-oz. load in a 20 gauge 
to pattern 60—65 percent. 

Many hunters I know use No. 7% or 
even No. 8 shot on big birds. If they’re 
fast shots who always take birds on the 
rise, they’ll do well for the most part, 
since the dense patterns of small shot 
will strike the head and neck as the 
birds climb. Slower shots who shoot 
after the birds have leveled off won't 
do so well and will wound a high per- 
centage of birds. The reason, of course, 
is that small shot doesn’t have the pene- 
tration and energy necessary to drive 
into the vitals on rear-end shots or to 
break wing bones. I get on a bird fairly 
fast, but I find that I wound fewer birds 
with No. 6 shot than is the case with 
smaller stuff. 

My little lightweight 20 gauge Win- 
chester Model 21 Magnum with its 26- 
in. barrels is probably about the nearest 
thing to a perfect pheasant gun I have. 
With the 1-oz. load of No. 6 in 2%-in. 
cases in the right barrel I get 65 per- 
cent patterns at 40 yd. I generally take 
with me some shells with the standard 
1-oz. 20-gauge load, and some with the 
1% oz. of No. 6 in 3-in. cases. If I miss 
with the first barrel, or have a chance 
for a double, I cut loose with the heav- 
ier load in the full-choke barrel. I’ve 
also found 1 3/16 oz. of No. 4 shot quite 
effective. Either load patterns over 70 
percent. 

Pattern density is what the pheasant 
hunter is after, and obviously he can 
use a more open boring in a 12 gauge 
and still get the necessary pattern 
density than he can with a 20 gauge. 
A quarter-choke 12 gauge, using 1% oz. 
of shot will put about 140 No. 6 shot 
peliets into a 30-in. circle at 40 yd., or 
more than a modified 20. On the other 
hand, a quarter-choke 12 using the 
2%,-in. Magnum load of 11% oz. of No. 6 
shot will throw as dense a pattern at 40 
yd. as a full-choke 20. That Magnum 
load in an open-bored gun is a fine one 
for the sloppy holder, by the way. For 
my part, I’d rather use the smaller

One of the finest rules a pheasant 
hunter can make for himself is to find 
out what 40 yd. looks like, then to re- 
solve never to take a shot at an un- 
wounded bird beyond that distance. A 
modified 12 or 16, or a 20 bored im- 
proved modified, will kill nicely at that 
range, but every yard beyond it adds to 
the difficulty of making clean, consistent 
kills. At 40 yd. any pattern begins to 
go to pieces, and No. 6 shot, which car- 
ries plenty of soup at 40, is losing it 
rapidly at 45 yd. 

Generally, No. 4 shot, with its thinner 
patterns but greater penetration, is 
primarily for large ducks. However, 
when I have visiting firemen on shoots 
with me and often have to grass 
wounded and wobbly birds at long 
range, I carry my 12 gauge and load 
the full-choke barrel with the 2%-in. 
Magnum shell and its 14% oz. of No. 4 
shot. Last year I brought down a 
wounded cock with a clean kill at 62 
paces, but from what I’ve learned at 
the patterning board and in general 
shooting I'd say that 1% oz. of No. 4 in 
a full-choke 12 gauge is no more than 
a reliable 47-50 yd. killer. After all, a 
shotgun is a short-range weapon. 

For upland shooting particularly, I 
like the looks, the feel, and the atmos- 
phere and traditions that surround a 
double. I'll quickly admit, though, that 
the light pump or automatic, especially 
if it’s equipped with a variable choke 
device, is a wicked piece of ordnance 
for pheasants. With it you can use vari- 
ous tubes with devices like the Cutts 
Comp, the POWer PAC, or the Weaver- 
Choke, or try different settings with 
adjustable chokes such as the Poly- 
Choke. Experiment to find just what 
gives the best pattern with the load 
you'll use in the field. The hunter who 
has a choke device fitted can get any 
barrel length he wants. 


ped upland game, I prefer not to have 
barrels over 26-in. long, even on a 
double. On a pump or automatic, a 24- 
in barrel is a delightful length, and it’s 
easy to achieve by having a choke de- 
vice put on. Those who make and sell 
shotguns say the ancient myth about 
extra-long barrels shooting that much 
harder is slowly dying. They report a 
perceptible shift toward shorter barrels 
and more open borings. 

But barrels on repeating shotguns 
are still too long. I can’t for the life of 
me see any excuse for a barrel on a 
pump or automatic, particularly for up- 
land use, being longer than 26-in. With 
most loads, a barrel that long will shoot 
just as hard and pattern just as well as 
a 30-incher, and it will put the muzzle 
blast as far from the shooter’s nose as 
a double’s 30-in. barrel. 

Yet a sportsman can’t buy a 26-in. 
barrel bored modified or full in any 
standard, pump or automatic. The short 
barrels are all bored improved cylinder 
or skeet, and if he wants a tighter 
choke he'll either have to put on a 
variable choke device or get a longer 
barrel. For me a 22-in. barrel on a re- 
peater feels nice and handles well, giv- 
ing about the same heft as 26-in. barrels 


on a double. For some years I shot a 16 
gauge pump with a plain Poly-Choke 
fitted to give an over-all length of 24 
in. I liked it. 

In the past 10 or 15 years there’s 
been much legislation regulating rifle 
calibers to be used on big game, but 
none that I know of to curb the indis- 
creet shotgunner. To me it is just as 
immoral to hunt grand birds like pheas- 
ants with a .410 as it is to try to shoot 
elk with a .22 Hornet or a .25/20. I'd 
likewise rule out the much better-pat- 
terning 28 gauge except with special 
loads of 1 oz. of No. 6. I realize, how- 
ever, that a good shot using a full-choke 
28 who doesn’t try to make kills at over 
30 to 35 yd. will do well. 

But for the most part, the pheasant 
gun should be light, short of barrel, and 
so choked that it will put 150 No. 6 shot 
into a 30-in. circle at 40 yd. That means 
improved modified with a 20 gauge 
handling 1 oz. of shot, modified with a 
16 gauge and 1\% oz. and about quarter 
choke (strong improved cylinder) with 
a 12 gauge and 1% oz. Gauge doesn’t 
make much difference so long as we hit 
John Chinaman with at least five pellets 
of No. 6. If we hit him with less we’re 
in trouble-—Jack O’Connor.

none. We'd already had enough action 
and excitement to make the hunt stack 
up as a worth-while venture. Now it 
seemed likely we were getting close to 
the climax. 

I've enjoyed hunting since I was old 
enough to lug a gun, and Alaska has 
been in my blood as far back as I can 
remember. I grew up in New York, 
and there’s some nice outdoors there, 
but the idea of one sprawling mountain 
range big enough to cover that whole 
state always appealed to me. So it was 
only natural, when I finished at the 
University of Denver after a hitch in 
the Navy, that I should head for 
Alaska. My work was to be that of tax 
consultant and investment representa- 
tive, but I saw no reason why I 
shouldn’t combine my favorite pastime 
with it. I settled in Anchorage in 1951, 
and still live there with my wife and 
young son. 

I hunted moose my first season in 
Alaska, dropping a good Kenai Penin- 
sula specimen with one shot from my 
.300 Magnum. Then I set my sights on 
Dall sheep, the milk-white bighorns of 
Alaska and Yukon heights. A Dall 
ram is one of the world’s finest trophies 
—and correspondingly hard to get. 

My first few sheep hunts were dis- 
appointing, but they taught me a lot. 
I learned that my daily office routine 
was poor training for climbing jagged 
heights until the clouds were below me. 
Regular sessions of roadwork fixed 
that. I trained before each hunt until 
I could run two miles in 16 minutes 
and tote a 100-pound pack a mile with- 
out stopping. 

In my years of apprenticeship, during 
which I killed three fair Dalls, I learned 
to travel light, relying on dehydrat- 
ed foods and a minimum of light

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but sturdy gear. Experience taught me 
to allow at least 20 days for a back- 
packing sheep hunt. Sheep-country 
storms can keep you in camp for days. 
You need time to wait out the weather. 

I gradually acquired the right kind 
of optical equipment—light 7 x 35 bi- 
noculars and two spotting scopes, 25X 
and 40X. The 25X is for those warm 
days when the more powerful 40X picks 
up heat waves that distort objects. 

I spent a lot of time planning for 
my 1956 hunt. This was to be the hunt 
for an outstanding trophy. If I couldn’t 
locate a real buster I’d hold my fire. 

After many talks with hunters, hik- 
ers, pilots, and prospectors, I settled 
on the Chugach Mountains as the place 
most likely to give me the kind of head 
I was looking for. I'd first hunted 
there in the fall of 1955 with Red Mayo, 
a former Maine guide. Sweating under 
heavy packs, Red and I had spent three 
days climbing up to that sheep range. 
That was too much. 

I couldn’t bear to think of walking in 
there again, so when I was ready for 
my hunt the next fall I decided to fly 
in to a small mountain meadow that 
was within easy walking distance of 
what I knew to be top-notch sheep 
range. 

Red couldn’t go, so I talked Wally 
Wellenstein into taking a week off to 
hunt with me. I felt a little guilty 
about it, for I wondered how we would 
salvage his job with an Anchorage 
architect firm if we stayed the whole 
20 days I had in mind. But Wally 
didn’t seem worried. He’s lived in 
Alaska since 1949, has spent most of 
his spare time hunting, and won sec- 
ond place in the 1953 Boone and 
Crockett Club competition with a polar 
bear. 


heep season would open on Monday, 
August 20, so we made a date 
with Jack Lee, a local guide and pilot, 
to fly us to our base camp site the pre- 
ceding Saturday. This would give us 
a couple of days to get camp estab- 
lished and scan the country for sheep. 

It was a beautiful morning for our 
flight, and as we bounced along 
through the rough air currents, we 
picked out bands of sheep on the green 
slopes and high meadows below. Jack 
set us down on our chosen airstrip, 
and after we’d unloaded our gear he 
took off into the morning sky and 
headed back to Anchorage. So far as 
we could see we had the whole Chugach 
Range to ourselves. 

We spent the first day near the 
meadow where we'd landed. I’d hunted 
there the fall before and sheep were 
plentiful, but a year’s time had brought 
changes. It was quickly apparent that 
I wasn’t going to be able to keep the 
rosy promises I’d made Wally about 
good rams right around the airstrip. 
We saw four ewes and lambs that fore- 
noon, and after lunch we checked a 
steep box canyon and spotted two 
rams, one three-quarter curl and one 
full curl, on the slides above us. Even 
the bigger one wasn’t an outstanding 
head, and anyway, it would have taken 
rope and pitons to get up to him. We 
wrote him off, and agreed our best bet

would be to move camp to another area 
higher up. 

We made the climb Sunday, lugging 
gear and supplies over glaciers and 
steep slides, detouring around vertical 
cliffs we couldn’t climb, wading ice- 
cold streams milky with glacial silt, 
and stopping frequently to rest and 
glass the mountains. 

We saw nothing outstanding, and 
late in the afternoon we halted and 
made camp at the edge of a big snow- 
field just below the summit of a moun- 
tain. It was a bleak, wind-swept spot, 
but it had strategic value for us since 
it overlooked a long, beautiful valley, 
half a dozen hanging glaciers, and a 
tumbled range of cliffs and slides that 
looked ideal for sheep. And by climb- 
ing 200 yards to the top we could glass 
a vast area on the far slope. 

We spent an hour or two glassing 
the country, and counted 23 sheep and 
19 goats. Somewhat to our surprise, 
the goats were grazing lower down 
than the sheep. We were high enough 
to get at almost any band we chose, 
and we felt good about our prospects. 
“Looks as if we came to the. right 
place,” Wally said. 

The weather turned dirty as evening 
came on, with fog, rain, and sleet. We 
rigged a windbreak of our packboards 
and a sheet of plastic, cooked supper in 
the lee of it, and at 7 o’clock, long be- 
fore dark, we crawled into our sleep- 
ing bags to keep warm. We were 
ready for bed anyway—it had been a 
hard day. 

I crawled out at five next morning 
and broke an inch of ice on the water 
bucket. Breakfast consisted of side 
pork, stew and noodles reheated from 
the previous evening, bread and butter, 
and strong hot coffee. We figured we 
needed a meal that would stick to our 
ribs, for sheep season was open now 
and big doings were afoot. 

We decided to try the far slope, 
across the glacier, where we'd sighted 
two good size rams, one conspicuously 
bigger than the other, the afternoon 
before. It was Wally’s first sheep hunt 
and he was pretty keyed up. 


W: crossed the glacier in the early 
dawn as ribbons of fog rolled 
up out of the valley like gray smoke. 
On the far side we stopped to do some 


glassing, and. within five minutes 
picked out our two sheep feeding on an 
open slope a couple of miles away, 
about where we’d seen them the previ- 
ous day. We felt they’d probably hang 
around and wait for us if we didn’t 
spook them. 

The stalk promised to be a tough 
one. The wind was in our favor, but 
there was little cover and no way to 
approach out of sight of the rams, 
either below or above them. We 
worked along as carefully as we could, 


| taking advantage of draws and ravines 
| to make brief rests. 
| yards we moved over slowly, inching 
| along when the rams turned their 


The last 1,000 


backs or lowered their heads to feed, 
halting whenever they looked our way. 
By now we could see that the bigger of 
the pair had remarkable horns. 

Four hours from the time we left 


camp we were close enough for a shot. 
The earlier overcast weather had 
broken, and shooting light was per- 
fect as we crawled to the top of a low 
hummock 130 yards below the nearest 
sheep. The bigger ram was high on the 
crown of the slope, while his smaller 
companion grazed near by in a small 
hollow. The situation couldn’t have 
been better for us, since the lower 
sheep was out of sight, except for the 
top of his back, and there was no dan- 
ger of spooking him. 

Since I’d given the shot to Wally 
(because it was his first chance at a 
sheep), I readied my camera and 
dropped back a few yards, looking for 
a good vantage spot. But in that in- 
stant, while Wally’s head and shoulders 
were in sight over the hummock and I 
was creeping across an exposed slope, 
the ram threw up his head and saw us. 


froze in my tracks, still as a rock, 

and I think Wally held his breath. 
But it did no good—you can’t outfreeze 
or outstare a Dall sheep. I lay on the 
steep slope in an awkward, cramped 
position, knowing it would be only a 
matter of minutes before I’d have to 
move. It was a question now of 
whether Wally could get off his shot 
before the ram figured us out and 
lammed. 

Seconds dragged by while Wally slid 
his .30/06 Mannlicher up over a flat 
rock in front of him. I was holding my 
breath now. The ram was facing him 
head-on, and the curve of the slope hid 
all of the big white body except a patch 
of shoulder and the neck. I knew 
Wally wouldn’t risk a head shot, not 
on such a trophy as that. Would he 
miss altogether? 

Then, while I waited for the slam of 
the rifle, the ram took things into his 
own hands. He wheeled and raced for 
a jumble of rock to his left, and the 
gun barked out its hard, whiplash re- 
port. 

The heavy bullet, centered squarely 
in the shoulder, should have knocked 
the ram off his feet. But it didn’t. He 
swung uphill, running as if he hadn't 
been hit at all. Then the second shot 
missed a vital area but turned him 
back downslope, and the third dumped 
him in his tracks. 

The head was a good one—in fact we 
didn’t realize just how good at the 
time. We admired the horns, thumped 
each other on the back, made a few 
pictures, and went at the job of caping 
and skinning, boning out the meat 
and protecting it in a cotton sack for 
the trip back to camp. It made a heavy 
load, but we were too excited to mind. 

We were back on the glacier, within 
a mile of camp, when dense fog rolled 
across the ice without warning, and in 
half a minute we were socked in. I’ve 
always carried a compass on my sheep 
hunts, but it was of no use, now, for 
the fog had come so swiftly I’d had no 
time to take a bearing. We could see 
neither sky nor landmarks, only the 
ice for a few feet around us, and no 
man in his right senses goes wander- 
ing around on a glacier under those 
conditions. There’s too great a chance 
of winding up at the bottom of a cre-

We were almost back to camp, just 
before dusk, when we saw a magnifi- 
cent ram on a mountain less than a 


|mile away, and for a few minutes I 
| thought I had my trophy. Through the 


40X spotting scope I could see massive 


| horns—the best I’d ever laid eyes on. 


‘| But while we were making excited 





| plans to go after him the first thing in 


the morning, he swung his head and 
gave us a look at his left horn. It was 
splintered back for more than six 
inches, and the instant I saw it I lost 
all interest. My guess is he’s as good 
as one-horned by this time, for if a 
challenger socked into him hard and 
solid during the rut last fall, that 
splintered horn is probably broken off. 


I spent the next two days checking 
valleys, peaks, and canyons. I 
saw some fair sheep, but none I was 
willing to settle for. Wally, mean- 
while, was making shuttle trips back 
to the airstrip with his trophy and 
part of the camp gear. Jack Lee had 
agreed to fly in each Saturday and 
check with us, and we decided it would 
be best for Wally to send his sheep 
back to Anchorage as soon as possible. 

I helped Wally with the last leg of 
the shuttle late the second afternoon. 
As we set up camp at the airstrip 
shortly before dark, we found we had 
a neighbor, Frenchy Lamoreaux, an 
Anchorage guide who’d come in to 
scout the area for sheep and make a 
few pictures. Since Wally had his 
ram, Frenchy and I decided to team up 
for the rest of our stay, and I was to 
plan the hunt. We didn’t think it 
would be as short as it was. 

We started seeing scattered bands 
of sheep right after we left camp next 
morning, but we encountered nothing 
of trophy size until late afternoon. 
Then, on a mountain far ahead, we 
spotted the five rams I told about 
in the beginning, one of which had an 
unusually large head. I felt confident, 
as we crawled into our bags that night, 
that the climax of my sheep-hunting 
experience was only a few hours away. 

I was up and lighting the stove for 
breakfast at 3 o’clock. We bolted a 
hearty breakfast, then loaded up and 
walked away from camp in the first 
gray light of a cold, rainy morning. 

We traveled steadily for hours in the 
rain and biting wind, climbing in and 
out of canyons, skirting slides too steep 
to cross. The route we had picked led 
up through a high pass to the slope 
where we'd seen the five sheep the 
afternoon before. We crossed the sum- 
mit in a roaring storm, with rain blow- 


|} ing up one side of the mountain and 


snow up the other. If our five rams 
hadn’t moved, we were getting close 
now, but an impassable snow ridge 


| blocked the way above the pass. We'd 


have to drop down a shale slide and 

come up to the sheep from below. 
We started down, skidding and 

loosening small avalanches of shale, 
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but before we’d gone far we saw a 
band of 20 ewes and lambs on a slope 
at the bottom of the slide. To spook 
them into the five rams, assuming the 
latter were still in the neighborhood, 
would end our hunt, so we turned 
around and clawed our way back up 
the slide to look for another approach. 

We found a well-worn sheep trail 
angling up toward the pasture where 
we hoped to make contact, but as we 
turned to follow it, two young rams 
came over the skyline above and 
marched down toward us. We were 
boxed in, with the big band below and 
this pair above. If any of them winded 
or saw us, the odds were good we 
could say good-by to the five we were 
after. Reluctantly we turned off the 
sheep trail, climbing on steep, wet, 
slippery shale, and managed to get out 
of sight of the two that were coming 
down. 

The rest of the way was almost 
straight up, and it was half an hour 
before we finally broke over the ridge 
—winded, rain-soaked, and tired. But 
it was worth the climb. The sheep 
pasture I’d studied through the spot- 
ting scope the afternoon before lay 
spread out in front of us now, a per- 
fect haven for an isolated band of big 
rams. It was cut off from above by 
glaciers and snow, from below by rock 
walls too sheer to climb, and from the 
sides by shale slides and steep ravines. 
So far as we could see, we’d gained 
entrance over about the only possible 
route. 

The sheep trail we’d started to fol- 
low came up the bottom of a ravine 
only a short distance below us. We 
dropped down and followed it out onto 
the open slope. Our five rams were 
nowhere in sight; but if they hadn’t 
left the pasture, we had to be very close. 
Another 10 minutes would tell the 
story. I could feel my heart thumping 
against my ribs, and I knew it wasn’t 
altitude alone that was doing it. 


W: were picking our way along, 
making no more commotion than 
two cats on a velvet rug, when sudden- 
ly we walked smack into a flock of 
ptarmigan. We had no warning. They 
materialized out of the hazy back- 
ground of fog and rain, and perched 
on rocks on both sides of us. I held 
my breath, waiting for the usual 
cackle of alarm, knowing it might be 
all the warning the rams would need 
if they were close by. But not a bird 
called. Maybe the weather was too 
much for them, for they sat glum and 
silent, feathers fluffed out to fend off 
the cold rain, while we walked care- 
fuily on. 

A little farther along a gray marmot 
streaked past us, racing for his den 
under a flat rock, and again I waited 
for the shrill alarm whistle that’s 
standard marmot procedure in such 
cases. But the marmot ducked into his 
hole without a sound, and we heaved 
a sigh of relief and went on. 

I was a few steps ahead of Frenchy, 
and I walked onto the five rams the 
way you’d walk up on tame sheep in a 
pasture. I rounded a big rock and there 
they were, 100 yards below, standing 





shoulder-to-shoulder and looking 
straight at us. It was one of the most 
breath-taking sights I’ve seen in a life- 
time of hunting. 

I ducked back and stopped Frenchy, 
but not before the sheep had caught 
motion. They weren’t spooked but 
they were thoroughly alerted, and it 
wasn’t likely they’d hang around very 
long. 

We swung to the left, up a rocky out- 
crop to get into shooting position, and 
the instant we looked over we knew 
we had them flat-footed. To their left 
was a deep ravine that would shelter 
them for 150 yards, but they’d still be 
within range when it petered out, with 
another 100 yards of bare meadow to 
travel. If they went to the right they 
had about the same distance of open 
slope to cross. Whichever way they 
chose, we’d have clear shooting. 

The seconds ticked off while we tried 
to pick the two we wanted out of the 
tight-bunched group. They were all 
good heads, but at the back of the band, 
shielded by the rest, I spotted what I 
was looking for—a massive set of 
horns that would go a lot better than 
full curl. 


he two rams farthest downhill broke 

first. They wheeled and went for the 
ravine, and I realized it was time to 
shoot. But the other three still waited, 
as if not quite certain where the dan- 
ger lay or which way to run. The one 
I wanted was hidden behind his two 
companions, as I held the scope on all 
three and waited. Then the two out in 
front spun around and lit out after the 
first pair, and as they broke apart I 
got the chance I wanted. 

The big fellow hesitated long enough 
for me to center my crosshairs on his 
shoulder, and the 130-grain Silvertip 
from my .270 King Sporter knocked 
him over as if mountain lightning had 
struck. But he didn’t stay down. He 
rolled a few yards down the slope, 
gathered his legs under him, and 
staggered to his feet. I hammered in 
another shot and he dropped. 

Frenchy’s .30/06 bellowed twice at 
my elbow, but the ram he’d picked 
kept going across the open slope beyond 
the ravine, and I saw the range was 
pretty long for iron sights. I shoved 
my rifle at him. “Try this,’ I said. 
“You can find him with the scope.” 

He dropped his gun, grabbed mine 
and brought it up, but nothing hap- 
pened. “It won’t shoot,” he howled, 
and I realized I'd flipped the safety on 
automatically after my second shot. I 
reached across and thumbed it off. 
The ram had only about 20 yards to 
go now to get out of sight, and was 
pouring on coal. I didn’t think Frenchy 
was going to make it, but at the bark 
of the .270 the sheep nose-dived into 
the shale and rolled end-over-end. 

When I looked back at my own ram 
he wasn’t as dead as I'd thought. He 
was up on his forelegs, dragging him- 
self down the slope. I yanked my rifle 
away from Frenchy and put a third 
shot into his spine, and he was mine 
for keeps. 

The slope where he died was so steep 
we couldn’t cape him out there, so we

When we put the tape on him it 
showed his right horn to be 49% inches 
long, the longest ever recorded on a 
Dall sheep. My heart skipped a couple 
of beats. This could be a new world- 
record head. 

We caped the two sheep, loaded our 
packboards, and headed for camp. The 
horns of my ram, I learned later, 
weighed 27 pounds, and with my gun 
and other paraphernalia I was carrying 
close to 70 pounds. It was a long hard 
trip across the shale, off that mountain 
and up another to camp, and when we 
finally piodded in shortly before dark, 
we had a tough 16-hour day behind us. 
But I can’t recall a day that ever paid 
more handsome dividends. 

Wally had a steaming-hot supper 
ready for us, but when we showed our 
trophies, everybody forgot about eating 
for a few minutes. After a short meet- 
ing of the mutual admiration society, 
we sat down and licked our plates 
clean. 

Next day the three of us hiked back 
for the meat. It was on that trip that 
we witnessed one of the rarest sights 
I’d ever seen, a battle between a three- 
quarter curl ram and a bald eagle. The 
eagle came close to winning, too. The 
ram had crossed a ridge above us and 
started over a shale slide where no 


| man would have dared to venture. The

eagle appeared out of nowhere and 
dived on him like a jet. The sheep all 
but lost his footing on the slippery 
shale, a fall which would have meant 
certain death, but he recovered and 
ducked for shelter under a near-by 
ledge with incredible speed and agility. 
He rested there while the eagle circled 
overhead. 

Finally the sheep made a dash across 
the slope for the safety of a ravine. 
The eagle swooped down on him a 
couple of times, but couldn’t get at 
him. This encounter proved something 
I'd long suspected, that eagles do some- 
times prey on sheep, even full-grown 
ones. 


he weather cleared and Jack Lee 

flew in to return us to Anchorage 
on August 25. We hurried to get our 
heads measured by experts. I was 
especially eager, for I knew I had a 
very unusual ram, 

It turned out that all three of us had 
killed Dalls in the record class. Entered 
in Boone and Crockett Club competi- 
tion, Wally’s scored 163 6/8 points, 
very good for a first sheep, as he re- 
marked with a satisfied grin. Frenchy’s 
went a little better, with 164 4/8 points, 
and I had done better still. 

When Harry Swank and Capt. Louis 
Yearout, official Boone and Crockett 
measurers, taped my trophy they in- 
dicated a firm belief that I'd taken a 
new world-record sheep. But that still 
didn’t make it official. I shipped the 
horns to club headquarters in New 
York, and the days dragged by while I 
chewed my nails and waited for the 
final word. Finally, on October 25, two 
months to the day after we got home, 
a wire from Mrs. Grancel Fitz, the 
record committee’s secretary: ‘Con- 


gratulations on your new world’s rec- 
ord Dall sheep, with 185 6/8 points.” 

Complete statistics are as follows 
(for picture of ram, see cover): Right 
horn—length 49 4/8 inches, base 14; 
left horn—length 44 2/8, base 13 7/8. 

I guess I was the happiest hunter 
on earth, and a lot of other Alaska 
sportsmen were pleased too. I’d taken 
the best white sheep head ever col- 
lected, and Alaska had finally copped 
top honors from the Yukon Territory. 
The previous record, which had stood 
since 1948, was a ram that scored 183 
2/8 killed near Champagne by Dr. Earl 
J. Thee. 

Our hunt had proved what I'd be- 
lieved for two or three years, that the 
biggest Dall ram alive would be found 
in the remote, high pastures of the 
Chugach Range. Is there another up 
there even bigger? Only time will tell, 
but I mean to go back and have a look 
every now and then, THE END

that. I stopped killing game with rifles 
25 years ago; the bow has been my sole 
hunting weapon since. Whatever I 
nailed on this trip, grizzly included, 
would be put down with an arrow. I 
had no intention of risking a bad shot 
at a range of more than 50 yards, and 
25 or 30 would be more to my liking. 
The bow, however good it is, is not a 
long-range weapon. At 25 yards, a 
hurt grizzly can spell bad trouble if 
he’s not killed in his tracks, and that’s 
something no arrow-—-however well 
placed—can be expected to do. 

He knew this and didn’t like it. It 
wasn’t a question of physical courage 
with him. He’s anything but short on 
that. His father was a mountain man 


from Virginia who went to the Yukon 


many years ago and cut enough of a 
swath that his name is still legendary 
up there. Alex is one of 12 children 
raised in the bush and schooled in the 
business of living off the land with 
whatever equipment they could put 
together. He was brought up to be 
afraid of nothing. 

It wasn’t fear of bears that was 
bothering Alex. It was worry that his 
reputation as a guide might suffer if 
things went wrong. For one thing, 
when you have to stalk as close as you 
do in bowhunting, there’s always a 
chance of spooking game and losing 
the best trophy of the hunt, maybe 
after weeks of waiting and working for 
it. For another, Alex felt he’d be in a 
bad spot if he should lose a hunter— 
even a crazy bowman—to a wounded 
bear. 

I didn’t much blame him when he 
said to me while sipping a screwdriver— 
an odd drink for a leather-faced Yukon 
guide, but his favorite—before the hunt 
started, “I’ll see it through and do the 
best I can for you, but I wish you were 
using rifles instead.’’ There was no 
chance of that. 

The day after Judd missed getting 
the big moose, we broke camp for a two- 





day ride to Devils Lake. Ten days of 
rain and snow had soaked the moun- 
tain tundra like a sponge. The alders 
and scrub willow dripped as we rode 
through them, and the weather wasn’t 
getting any better. In five weeks we 
were to see just five days of sunshine. 

Base camp at Devils Lake turned 
into little more than a place to pick up 
supplies. With good rain gear and dry 
bedrolls, we roamed the country in the 
saddle. My rainsuit is a two-piece out- 
fit of coated nylon, so tough it’s almost 
indestructible and so waterproof I can 
sit in a pool for hours without getting 
damp. 

Good rain gear came in mighty handy 
hunting the Devils Lake area. We 
made side camps and stayed in them 
for a day or two at a time, hunting in 
rain, snow, and fog. Many days when 
we rode high we could see clear weather 
in the distance, but all of Alaska to the 
west seemed to be funneling wind and 
water our way. 

We saw no bears. 


New and then we saw moose, but 
never close enough for a shot, and 
though goats were fairly plentiful we 
had no luck stalking them. Except 
for the lower lakes and valleys, the 
country was all above timberline. 

We hunted canyons, climbed vertical 
cliffs, waded glacier-fed rivers. We 
stalked one good billy to within 100 
yards on an open plateau, then ran out 
of cover. He might as well have been 
on the moon. 

But we were finding plenty of small 
game, getting enough shooting for 
practice, and having a fine time. 
Ptarmigan were plentiful and made a 
welcome addition to our grub list, but 
were hard on arrows because of their 
habit of squatting among rocks. 

Shooting a bow hunting-style is done 
instinctively, without sights or me- 
chanical aids, and daily practice is 
necessary to keep in form. We were 
using blunt arrows for small game and 
target work, and after a week I'd 
broken so many heads that my supply 
ran out. We found a way to repair 
them by filing off the necks of empty 
.30/06 cases so they fitted over the 
broken shafts. Spruce gum in the 
cases, heated over a fire, made a fine 
bonding agent. 

The big blue grouse down in the 
scrub timber were tame enough to be 
a bowman’s delight, and fine eating too. 
A couple of times we even varied our 
menu with fresh grayling. 

Our only contact with the rest of the 
world was a bush plane that dropped 
supplies and mail, including a letter 
for Alex from his wife, with the latest 
news from Champagne. A native had 
lost his entire dog team to a grizzly 
that wandered into his cabin while he 
was away for the day. When he came 
home after dark and went to look after 
his dogs, the bear came within an inch 
of clobbering him. Wolves had all but 
killed a mare and colt belonging to 
Alex, but Mrs. Van Bibber had sewed 
them up and thought they’d recover. 
It seems there are plenty of things to 
worry about, even up in the Yukon.

days out of base camp, we finally got 
a day of blue sky and sunshine. From 
our side camp on Upper Hendon Lake, 
right after breakfast that morning, 
Alex and I spotted three goats—two 
billies and a nanny—high on the moun- 
tain above camp. One billy looked very 
good, and we voted to make the hike. 

It took us three hours to climb to 
them. By then they were bedded on 
a bench in the open, so we holed up be- 
hind a rock 500 yards away to wait 
them out. Below us, the Hendon River 
snaked through a long, narrow willow 
flat. 

We stayed hidden, peering over the 
rock from time to time, until late after- 
noon. Finally the goats moved off to 
feed, and as soon as they were out of 
sight we started after them. A steep 
side canyon was in our way. We 
clambered down into it, waded a 
brawling snow-melt creek in the bot- 
tom, and started up again. Suddenly 
Alex grabbed my arm and pointed 
ahead. Above a shelf 30 yards away, I 
saw the black tips of a goat’s horns. I 
laid an arrow on the string and inched 
my way up toward the shelf, walking 
as light-footed as a cat. 


Mc men who knock over a moun- 
tain goat with a rifle feel they’ve 
taken one of the _ toughest-to-get 
trophies in North America, and nine 
times out of 10 they’ve good cause to 
think so. Mr. Whiskers rarely comes 
easy. I’d certainly worked hard for 
this one, but the wind was right at last 
and the footing good. 

Now, only 20 yards from the black- 
tipped horns, I was climbing slowly and 
warily, hoping to see the billy’s body 
before he saw me. Suddenly gravel 
crunched underfoot, and up on the 
shelf three goats came to their feet 
like big white jumping jacks. I'd 
caught the two billies and the nanny 
flat-footed—at closer range than I'd 
dared to hope. 

They stood broadside, staring in 
amazement, as if not believing a man 
could get that close. 

I didn’t give them time to collect 
their wits. Even while I was taking in 
the picture, I was pulling the bowstring 
back into the angle of jaw and throat. 
Before any of the three twitched a 
muscle, my arrow was on its way. 

I'd picked the biggest billy, and my 
razorhead slashed into him diagonally 
—a little too far back for the lungs. It 
sliced all the way through, came out 
his flank, and sailed off down the 
canyon. 

The other two goats went out of 
sight in a couple of jumps. Mine 
flinched, pivoted, and started away, 
running over tumbled boulders. My 
second shot missed him at about 50 
yards, but the third, released as fast as 
I could nock and draw, knifed up under 
a shoulder blade. The goat turned 
downhill, running heavily, and dis- 
appeared in a side canyon. 

When we found him he was lying 
at the edge of a ledge. I put another 
arrow into his back to finish him. But 
there was no way we could get down to 
him without ropes, and it was too near 
dark for us to fool around on the moun- 


tain. Unless we got off immediately, 
we'd have to spend the night there. So 
we headed for camp. 

It was pitch dark when we got there. 
The river had risen a foot or more dur- 
ing the day, as a result of the glaciers 
melting in the sun, and we got wet 
fording it. I was bone tired, but felt 
pretty good. 

Right after breakfast next morning, 
we started back up the mountain with 
ropes. “Better take your handgun 
along,” Alex suggested. “If a grizzly 
found your goat, you might need it.” 
That sounded like good advice, so I 
followed it. 

When we got to the goat we found 
he’d kicked himself off the ledge and 
was lying dead in thick alders in a 
draw below. Fortunately he hadn’t 
broken his horns. He was a good billy, 
around 200 pounds, with 94-inch 
horns, just what I wanted for a full 
mount in my trophy room. 

When we skinned him, we found that 
my first arrow had put him out of 
business. Striking too far back for 
either heart or lungs, it had gone 
through the diaphragm and stomach 
and cut him up enough to bleed him to 
death quickly. 

We rolled the head, ribs, and a front 
quarter in the skin, stuffed it into a 
packsack, and started to hike to camp. 
With the camera gear, we had a sizable 
load. Alex and I traded packs from 
time to time. We got to the river past 
noon and edged across on stepping 
stones, bracing ourselves with stout 
poles against the rushing, milky cur- 
rent. By the time we reached camp it 
was too late to make another trip for 
meat that day. The following morning 
we climbed the mountain again and 
brought down the remaining quarters. 

Two days later we rode into base 
camp in wind and rain and got a warm 
welcome. Up to now our meat supply 
had depended mostly on what was left 
of a moose that had been killed on a 
hunt Alex handled earlier. That was 
about gone, and fresh goat looked good 
to everybody. 

Judd and George John came in that 
night with the pelt of a good blond 
grizzly, but Judd wasn’t satisfied with 
his kill. They’d stalked the bear to 
within 150 yards, and then the guide 
flatly refused to go closer. 


(Gree John has a powerful phobia 
where grizzlies are concerned, and 
carries some bad scars on his neck, 
arm, and shoulder to prove it’s no idle 
whim. He had a tight shave on a 
hunt a few years back, when he tackled 
a grizzly at close range with a .30/30. 
The bear grabbed him by a shoulder 
and came close to killing him before 
his hunting partner got a shot into its 
head. George John simply won’t go 
near a grizzly now if he can help it, 
ard he regarded my determination to 
take one with a bow as downright fool- 
ish. Nothing Judd said could make 
him go closer. 

Judd’s time was running out (his 
hunt was shorter than mine by three 
weeks) and he figured this was the only 
chance he’d get. The thought of that 
blond bear pelt on the floor of his study 





was too much to resist, so he reluctant- 
ly asked George John for the loan of 
his rifle, a 6.5 mm. Mannlicher. When 
the guide handed it over, Judd’ asked

Cold rain was falling but Alex 
produced a stub of candle, flattened 
and dark from much carrying in his 
pocket. He lighted it and held it under 
a pyramid of wet twigs that dried 
slowly and finally crackled into a brisk, | 
small fire that licked cheerfully up the 
blackened sides of our tea-water pail. 

We ate cold goat and Yukon dough- 
nuts for lunch, and the~-stop was 
pleasant in spite of the weather. 

The last drop of tea was gone and 
Alex was stamping out the fire when 
he happened to look toward a mountain 
half a mile up the valley, and spotted 
a bear wofrking-down a steep siope.

I’d never intended to tackle a grizzly 
with the bow alone, unbacked by a 
rifleman. Alex and I had a clear under- 
standing on that. While I have com- 
plete confidence in the killing power of 
a well-placed arrow, I also know that 
an arrow-shot bear isn’t likely to die 
then and there. 

What I faced now was a lot more 
than I'd bargained for. I’d even gone 
to considerable pains to make sure it 
didn’t happen. To begin with, Alex has 
a good reputation as a rifleman and it 
was agreed he’d be behind me with his 
.30/06 any time I got close to a grizzly. 
But now he was sitting in his saddle 
on the other side of the creek. 


hadn’t wanted to get into any such 

spot as this without a handgun 
either. When I started planning a 
grizzly hunt, I bought a 44 Magnum 
Smith & Wesson revolver and put in a 
whole summer of practice with it. The 
Canadian Government and the Moun- 
ties at Whitehorse had been co-opera- 
tive about giving me a permit to carry 
it on the hunt, just as Them Kjar, 
Yukon game commissioner, had readily 
given Alex an O.K. for carrying a rifle 
while guiding bowmen. The Yukon 
authorities didn’t want an accident on 
this bear hunt any more than we did. 

But my Smith & Wesson was heavy 
in its shoulder holster and interferred 
with the use of the bow, so I had 
formed the habit of carrying it in an- 
other holster on my saddle. It was 
back there now, with Alex and my 
horse. I was on my own all the way, 
no matter what happened. 

It was a tough challenge but it was 
also the chance of a lifetime, and it 
seemed pretty late to back out. I don’t 
think I weighed it for more than three 
or four seconds—just long enough to 
tell myself that if the grizzly charged 
me, he’d be running downhill and I'd 
have time to dodge once and get a sec- 
ond arrow into him. Thirty seconds 
later I was doing some tall wondering 
on that score.

that was barely big enough to break 
my outline, I brought the string back 
and let drive. 

I didn’t know it at the time, but Don 
Redinger had come up behind me within 
150 yards and was covering the whole 
affair with his camera. The movie film 
later showed exactly what happened, 
in even clearer detail than I recalled. 

The bear heard the twang of the bow- 
string and I saw his head jerk around 
in one of those lightning-quick moves 
any bear can make. But before he 
could locate me, the arrow slashed into 
his rib section. 

He growled and whipped sidewise, 
snapping at his side where the arrow 
came out. It had knifed all the way 
through him, slicing off a rib and cut- 
ting through lungs, diaphragm, liver, 
and intestines, and still had drive 
enough to bury itself above the head in 
the hillside. 

The grizzly bit at his side while I 
could have counted three. Then he 
swung around, hesitated a moment, 
and came for me, growling and bawl- 
ing. I got ready to dodge. But the way 
he was barreling, I was no longer sure 
I’d have a chance to use a second 
arrow. 


hen he did a thing I'll never un- 

derstand. Maybe he changed his 
mind in mid-charge or simply failed to 
locate the cause of his trouble. Bears 
are notoriously nearsighted, and maybe 
that was what turned him. I can think 
of no other good reason why he 
shouldn’t have kept coming. 

But he didn’t. Halfway to me, he 
swerved up over the ridge. Judd saw 
him come down the other side. The 
grizzly spun around two or three times 
in tight circles, and went down to stay. 
We paced it off later. After the arrow 
hit him, the grizzly ran 80 yards be- 
fore he dropped. 

This was my 50th kill of big game 
with a bow, in the United States, Can- 
ada, Alaska, and Africa. I’d dreamed of 
a grizzly for years, and when I found 
that Don had photographed the whole 
thing with the six-inch lens on his 
movie camera, I was about as happy as 
a hunter can get. As things turned out, 
I was fated to share honors with Bill 
Mastrangel of Phoenix, Arizona. He 
reported killing a good grizzly with a 
bow in British Columbia in September, 
shortly after the hunt I’m telling you 
about. 

My bear was no monster, but he was 
big enough to satisfy me. Gaunt and 
thin, but with massive head and shoul- 
ders, he had the powerful legs and 
typical long claws of the silvertip. 
These mountain grizzlies don’t grow 
as big as their fish-eating cousins at 
the seaside. But considering location 
and food supply, this was a good bear, 
and when we got his pelt off we uncov- 
ered a streamline carcass that was all 
muscle and sinew. 

Most of the time it’s these medium- 
size ones, not the big bruisers, that 
make trouble for a hunter. The big 
ones know better. Bears like mine are 
the bad boys—the cocky young toughs. 
George John remarked that mine was 
almost exactly the size of the one that 
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/ | These are the trails fishermen must | 
| follow into the lakes. And after power- 
| ing one of the boats from the front end | 
| for about five miles, one wonders if any | 
| fish on earth is worth that much effort. 

The Reverend Izquierdo told .me 
| about an American fisherman who’d 
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trail. That’s back-breaking work. A | 
|mile from the railroad, Izquierdo | 
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dropped his tow rope and climbed into 
the boat. 

“It’s your turn to pull,” he said. 

The guy yelped like a stuck pig. “I 
can’t pull. I got a weak liver.” 

The minister shrugged. “O.K., then 
we sit here until the crocodiles find us.” 

The fisherman shucked his camera 
and coat, and crawled overboard into 
the soupy muck. He was heavier than 
Izquierdo, and at about the third step 
he went into the swamp up to his neck, 
yelling bloody murder. The minister 
helped pull him out of the hole, but 
wouldn’t let him climb into the boat. A 
few steps later the intrepid fisherman 
went down again, this time to his waist. 

“I do declare,’’ the minister grinned, 
“that he lay there and cried. But after 
a few minutes I made him get up and 
keep pulling. We took turns after that, 
but we were so long in reaching the 
edge of the lake we had to turn around 
and start out to get to the railroad be- 
fore dark. He never did get to do any 
fishing.” 

Wayne had made arrangements with 
Venturi Garcia, superintendent of the 
sugar mill at Australia, a few miles 
from Jaguey, to rent his railroad for 
three days to haul us into the swamp. 
He also had contracted with Luis Gar- 
cia, Venturi’s nephew, to ferry Wayne’s 
airboat on a flatcar to our jumping-off 
place, where Luis would get us into a 
lake. Jose Tocomo, the railroad engi- 
neer, told Wayne he’d be waiting for 
us at 5 o’clock the next morning. 

We made the 5 a.m. train with min- 
utes to spare. The narrow-gauge track 
led out of the village of Australia, 
through lanes of royal palms and 
thatched farm houses. Occasionally we 
had to slow down or stop to let horses, 
goats, or cows walk off the tracks. 
Shepherd remarked how cool and 
pleasant the morning air was for the 
latter part of May. 

“Temperatures don’t vary much 
down here,’ Wayne said. ‘“There’s not 
10 degrees difference between July and 
December.” 

Half an hour out from Australia, the 
railroad ran into a lake. I thought it 
might be casual water, but the farther 
we rode, the deeper the tracks were sub- 
merged. After another mile the road- 
bed was so far under our train we 
made a wake like a boat. Water 
splashed up through the cracks in the 
floor of the coach, and we had to stack 
our cameras and other equipment on 
the seats. 


ge the airboat driver, and I talked 
with hand signs and the few 
words of Spanish that I knew. He told 
me that sometimes the train jumped its 
submarine tracks. The only way to get 
it on the rails again was with the huge 
jack carried in the rear of the car. The 
communicating of this information re- 
quired all of half an hour. 

The sun was just peeping over the 
marsh when we got to the charcoal 
trail leading to the rim of the lake we 
were to fish that day. A couple of 
crudely built boats there belonged to 
the wood gatherers, and I was glad 
we'd brought our own. Luis and Choo 
Choo, his helper, jumped off the flat- 
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| was. 


| I’d ever 
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car up to their belts in water. We 
splashed into the swamp behind them 
like a flock of long-legged cranes to 
help pull our boats and motors off the 
flatcar and pack our equipment. The 
train had brought down Wayne’s air- 
boat the day before and we loaded it 
with such valuables as cameras and 
film. Bill Rutland and Luis tied on 
Dodd’s magnesium craft 50 feet behind 
the airboat, and with four of us aboard, 
Luis cranked the 190-horsepower en- 
gine. We took off down a twisted trail 
at 50 miles per hour, with the mag- 
nesium boat skimming the grass tops 
behind us. 

We sloughed through semi-tunnels of 
vegetation 10 feet high on both sides of 
the trail. Three trips by airboat to 
bring all our equipment to the edge of 
the lake took most of 244 hours. It was 
almost 9 o’clock that first morning 


when we pushed through a cut in the 


marsh and out to open water. 


Bobby Dodd already had caught a} 
| viajaca and two bass on his first three | 
| casts, and Ray had hooked and lost a 


tarpon and had another on. 


“Where is the hottest part of this | 


lake?’’ I asked Wayne. 
He grinned. “It’s hot all over. 
pick your spot.”

| He'd told us earlier that some of the | 
| lakes in this region were as deep as 100 


feet, so Bob and I cranked our 7%- 
horsepower outboard to look for the 
holes. We thought we knew bass well 


enough to be sure those drop-offs from | 
| the grass beds would be choice habitat 


for the largest bass in the lake. 


Fr the northeast corner we found a/| 
island with a deep channel | 


small 
beside it. We let the cool 
wrinkling the surface blow us along the 
edge of the grass. I got one solid jolt 


| that left a man-size boil in the water, 


but never could see what kind of fish it 
We drifted a quarter of a mile 
down this strip and caught two dozen 


| or more viajacas from one to three 
| pounds, and half that many bass—not 


one over five pounds. Anywhere else 


fished that would have been 


appointment. Dodd, Graves, Shepherd 


and I had traveled more than 1,000) 
miles and gone through a labyrinth of | 
| technicalities to find whopper bass, but | 
this first hour on the lake didn’t pro- 

| duce them. 


We still had three days ahead of us, 


| though, so Bob and I decided to spend a 


few hours exploring, fishing only the 


| spots that looked exceptionally good. I 
| had a small depth gauge in my tackle 
| box, and now and then I’d snap it on 


the end of my line and drop it over- 
board. But 25 feet was the deepest 


We tried the grass beds where the 
water was 8 to 10-feet deep under the 
grass tips, and caught bass there from 
one to five pounds. We drifted across 
blue holes and fished close to the bot- 


| tom. Dodd caught his first better-than- 


average largemouth in one of the holes 

an eight-pounder that hit. hard and 
jumped four feet out of the water. 
Three good jumps later he turned his 
flat side to us. He’d put up as much 
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resistance in proportion to his size as 
one of the tough little viajacas. 

I examined the bass. It wasn’t near- 
ly as chunky as it should have been for 
its length. Most of the bass we caught 
on the trip had enormous mouths and 
comparatively slender bodies. I asked 
Wayne about it. 

“They’re much heavier and chunkier 
around their spawning time in Decem- 
ber and January,’’ he told us. ‘These 
same 8 and 10-pound bass wiil weigh 
12 to 14 pounds at that time.” 


ig the corners of the lake Bob and I 
found networks of creeks winding 
between the tall grass and clumps of 
low shrubs. For large fish, these were 
the best spots in the lake. Some of the 
creeks were shallow and packed with 
silt so fine it hung in suspension within 
inches of the surface. It was possible 
to run an outboard through it with al- 
most the same efficiency as open water. 
Other creeks had deep holes. 

I paused at the edge of such a hole 
and held the boat while Bob cast his 
lure across the open water. I saw the 
flash as his fish hit hard. Dodd struck 
back and the largemouth thrashed 
wildly, boiling toward the grass. But 
Bob managed to keep his line free, and 
after several rushes, his bass began to 
tire. 

The scales showed that it was a mere 
seven-pounder, and while Bob was 
stringing it I glanced casually over the 
side of the boat. The sun was almost 
overhead and I could see 15 feet into 
the hole. As I watched, a great form 
slowly drifted toward the surface. At 
first I thought it was a tarpon, and then 
suddenly I realized I was looking down 
at the largest bass I'd ever seen. He 
could have swallowed any largemouth 
we'd put in the boat that day without 
extending his gill plates. Dodd paused 
in the act of stringing his fish and 
looked back at me. 

“What are you yammering about ?” 

Dodd said later that I’d yelped “Look! 
Look!”’ like a beagle. 

The huge fish, his curiosity evidently 
satisfied, drifted toward the bottom of 
the hole again. By the time the coach 
had squared around for a look, the fish 
was only a gray shadow in the depths. 

I’ve seen few bass that really got me 
excited, but this one came close to un- 
balancing my thinker. I grabbed for 
my rod and almost dropped it over- 
board. Then I dug in, with the paddle 
to hold us in place and almost went 
over the side with the paddle. I man- 
aged somehow to back up and grab a 
handful of reeds drooping over the 
creek. 

I reached for the heaviest spoon in 
my tackle box, but my fingers simply 
wouldn't work efficiently. 

“You cast for him,” I told Dodd ex- 
citedly. 

Bobby sunk his lure into the middle 
of the hole and fished it slowly out. 
Near the surface it got a walloping 
strike from a two-pound bass, and the 
coach fairly skidded it across the sur- 


face to shake it off. His next cast got. 


a one-pounder, and his next an acrobat 
between three and four pounds.

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| grass patches and shallow water that 


swivel enough to change lures and | 
throw a muskie spoon into the hole. 
It sunk to the bottom—and snagged | 
on a tough grass clump. Rather than | 
foul up the hole by drifting over it, I| 
broke off the spoon and rigged uP | 
again. 

We stayed there for 30 minutes, then | } 
backed off and fished a pair of creeks | 
before trying the monster again. We 
caught two more bass in the clear 
water, but could never make the big 


| fish rise. Yet the knowledge that such 
| a bass was there made this the most 


exciting bass-fishing hour I’ve ever ex- | 
perienced. 

We worked more creeks until late in 
the afternoon. When the sun hit the 
tops of the palm trees we switched to 
top-water lures. In the last hour, be- | 


| fore we had to hit the trail back to the | 
| train, we had some of our dizziest ac- | 


tion. But we didn’t take any lunkers. 
Most of the late-afternoon largemouths 
were small, as Cuban bass go—nothing 
over six or seven pounds. 


Be and I brought in two of our 
largest fish, and Wayne showed up | 
with five between seven and nine} 
pounds. Bill Rutland and Doc Haworth | 
had had a field day with the medium | 
bass, but didn’t take any they con- 
sidered large enough to keep. Ray 
Graves and Charlie Shepherd, with 
Horace on the paddle, had spent a good 
part of their time battling a 150-pound | 
tarpon on light bass tackle, and mak- | 
ing. pictures of its jumps. They’d| 
caught a boatload of bass, but hadn’t | 
kept any. 

“This is all right for today,” Wayne | 
told us at the airboat landing, “but to- | 
morrow we have to keep some fish. A | 
bunch of people will be waiting around | 
the station, expecting us to bring in 
some meat.” 

We left our equipment in the boats 
and got back to the train about dark. 


| A-few mosquitoes were there to greet 


us, but they were surprisingly few. I | 
was amazed when Wayne told me that 
Cuba had no mosquitoes, except around 
the Zapata swamp; no poisonous snakes | 
at all, and only a few crocodiles in 
Zapata. We saw two crocodiles while 
we fished the lake. 

On the way in, Wayne told me about | 
the airboat. He and Eddie Wood had 
brought it down the year before to help 
them navigate the charcoal trails into 
the swamp. Neither had ever run such 
a boat before, and Eddie was elected 
pilot. 

They went together on their first trip 
into the lake, but the heavily loaded 
boat dragged, so they decided to let Ed 
haul in the boats and come back for 
Wayne and the Cuban guide. Eddie 
hauled in the first boat, but as he 
started back, a blade of grass stuck 
under his throttle, keeping it wide open. 
The seat was four feet above anything 
he could switch to kill the motor, so he 
swung his craft toward open water. He 
made several five-mile circles around 
the lake at 75 miles per hour, hitting

took on water, and went down. Ed had 
to swim ashore and crawl five miles 
over the thin shell of earth to the rail- 
road. The trip on his belly took seven 
hours, and he found Wayne just about 
ready to wade the submerged rails back 
to Australia to organize a search party. 

On the second day, Dodd and I fished 
out of the same boat. The coach is an 
excellent caster and knows his bass, 
and I’m sure we'd have sunk our mag- 
nesium craft if we’d kept all the fish we 
caught. We only strung about 40 of 
our largest bass, from three to nine 
pounds, and it was all I could do to lift 
any of the three strings we brought to 
the landing that night. 

Bobby tied into one huge bass that 
burned his fingers when it stripped line, 
then broke off around a grass clump 
before he could get it into open water 
and play it down. The other boats did 
as well, with both Ray and Shepherd 
tying into heavy bass they simply 
weren't able to hold. But that night we 
hauled in the darnest string of fish I 
ever saw to divide among the Cubans 
back at the station. Representatives of 
the Army, who help police the country, 
were also present to receive their share 
of the booty. Altogether, about 100 lo- 
cal citizens got some of the haul for 
their families. For any other lake I 
know, it would have been too many fish 
to take out, but a few hundred bass and 
viajacas from these waters didn’t hurt 
them in the least. And there’s no creel 
limit in Cuba. 

We wanted to try some of the other 
lakes in the swamp, but had no choice 
but to fish the one where we'd parked 
our boats and equipment. With our 
limited time, too many hours would be 
required to change our base of opera- 
tions. Wayne told me that one brackish 
lake he’d fished, with an outlet to salt 
water, was full of huge, hungry snook 
that would make matchwood out of a 
rod. 


Oz last day, we changed partners. 
Graves and I drew the metal boat. 
We started early in a series of creeks in 
the corner where I'd seen the mucho 
grande bass, and worked our way out 
to the edge of the lake about noon. As 
I was pushing through a narrow creek, 
with Ray fishing ahead of me, I saw 
my first bass of the day, a four-pounder. 
I tied a long strip of black pork rind 
on my line to try in the lily pads and 
grass patches. The bass spotted the 
pork rind hanging just above the sur- 
face, and turned for a better look. I 
picked up my rod and pushed the pork 
strip at him. He took the virtually hand- 
fed morsel almost before it touched the 
water, and made the drag scream when 
I set the hook. Ray stopped casting to 
watch the show, and when I got the 
bass to the side of the boat, my fishing 
partner shook his head. 

“That critter probably never saw a 
fisherman or a boat,’’ he said. 

Just before the middle of the day, 
when the sun was high and the big bass 
were lying on the bottom, we moved 
into a deep corner of the lake and tied 
on fast-sinking spoons that would work 
just above the bottom grass. On my 
first six casts I caught six bass, and

then a 214-pound viajaca tried to take 
my reel apart. 

We eased the boat into a near-by 
creek, and Graves got a swirl on his 
first cast. He threw back a second time 
and a largemouth clobbered it, jumping 
a third as high as the tarpon. He made 
a rush to get into the grass, and I 
thought we’d lost him, but the line held 
and Ray put his net around a lanky 
nine-pounder that would have gone 12 
pounds or bigger if his frame had been 
properly filled out. 

We caught four good bass in that 
creek, and in the slough paralleling it, 
Ray hooked his largest bass of the 
day. He’d cast across a corner and 
the wind drifted his line into a grass 
clump. The fish jumped twice, but be- 
fore we could get the boat forward far 
enough to drag his bass into the open, 
it had straightened the hook. Graves 
wiped his sweaty brow and cast again. 

We brought in 25 or 30 bass, plus 
half that many of the largest viajacas 
we'd landed. We threw back at least 
150 fish. 

“I wish these little four and five- 


| pounders would stay off our hooks,” 


Ray complained. 
We'd had a storm with lightning and 
heavy rain every afternoon, but the last 


| afternoon we got a real drenching. We 
| covered cameras and other equipment 
with a tarpaulin, put on slickers, and | 


continued to catch bass even when the 
storm was fiercest. 

That night we fished until almost 
dark, and didn’t arrive at the railroad 
terminal until 10 o’clock, but the crowd 
was patiently waiting for fish. I asked 
everyone in our party for an estimate 
of the total number we'd taken out of 
the lake, and the estimates varied from 
600 to 1,400 for the three-day period. 
Dodd, who was conservative, estimated 
600 to 800 bass, and from 1,000 to 1,200 
viajacas. 


We held out some of our catch for 
the chef at the hotel, and Clar- 
ence Burrowes supervised the cooking. 





I’ve never tasted a bass in the states | 


more delicious than those deep-fried 
fish out of that sweet-water lake. The 
viajacas, with firm, white meat, were 
even more palatable, and I could under- 
stand why the natives had waited to 
greet us at the end of each day. 

Venturi Garcia, the sugar mill super- 
intendent, climbed to the platform of 
the flat car on the last night and made 
a speech that was cheered enthusiasti- 
cally. Clarence, standing beside me, 
grinned broadly. 

“What did he say?” I asked. 

“He says,” Clarence’ interpreted, 
“that these Americanos are not only 
the. greatest, but the most generous 
fishermen in all the world.” 

“Well, tell him for us,” I said, “that 
if they ever want to move any one of 
these great Zapata lakes to the states, 
we'll send Shepherd down to do the 
job.” 

But I reserved for myself the job of 
moving that huge bass I’d glimpsed. I 
think the man who catches that whop- 
per—or another Zapata fish like him— 
will set a new world record for large- 
mouth bass.

There are certain things to know if 
with a Colorado 
among rising trout. Bright light seems 
to be a necessity. Unless the sun is 
shining on the water, I’ve 


| found it a waste of time to try the| 
method, either in early morning or dur- 


ing an evening rise. 

Color and size of the spinner also are 
important. Brass seems far and away 
best to me, but not shiny brass—I al- 
ways dull a new Colorado by rubbing 
its blade with earth. Brass on one side 
of the blade and nickel on the other is 
a combination I sometimes have luck 
with, if the water is a little roiled. The 
all-nickel has been so poor I’ve given 
it up. The slower you fish a Colorado 
among rising trout, the better, and this 
practically dictates the size. The tiny 


| 4/0 has such a small blade it must be 


| worked very fast for best 


results, 
though it will work. The slightly larger 
3/0 seems superior. 

I think the deadliest way to use this 
spinner is on a nine-foot leader tapered 


| to 3X. A longer leader is hard to make 
| turn over at the end of a cast, and one 


tapered to a finer point just doesn't 
seem to work as well. If possible, try 


| to make an upstream cast to one side

almost straight up- 
stream. You have to hold the rod fair- 
ly high and strip line quickly to keep 
the spinner turning and floating. 
Actually, the spinner must be pulled 
downstream a little. 
Then, as the flashing fraud draws near | 
the trout, look out. Often the fish will 
wallop it head on. Sometimes one will 
dart downstream after it and strike 
two or three times in quick succession. 
The more conventional way to fish 
the Colorado is slightly upstream and 
across, letting the current belly the 
floating line so there’s always enough 
pressure to keep the spinner rotating. 
Once, when a friend was trying out 
this business, I climbed a tree that 
overhung the stream and watched the 
proceedings with Polaroid glasses. 
There were several trout in a group; | 
perhaps a dozen. At the first pass of 
the Colorado, most of them stirred | 
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nervously, and one detached itself and 
sped after the spinner as it passed. But 
he missed, and immediately returned 
to his former station. On the second 
cast, the trout again seemed edgy, 
and the next time two trout made for 
the spinner and one took solidly. After 
considerable resting of the pool, John 
McLain, my fishing partner, tried again, 
but the fish didn’t react at all, and the 
few more casts he made only put them 
down. 


he most baffling time for dry-fly 

men is when streams get low and 
the trout feed on midges—those tiny 
little flies that fuss around rocks out in 
the middle of the creek so you can’t 
make them out well enough to try to 
match them. One day I learned that 
midging trout can be caught on a tiny 
wet fly. 

What makes the occasion stick in my 
memory is what happened to Ed Lyon, 
who was fishing with me on the New 
York end of the Ten Mile. He’d tried 
his last small dry-fly pattern, and when 
the trout spurned it, he gave a mighty 
yank of resentment. The fly flew out 
and stuck in his upper lip, and that put 
him out of action for a time. He didn’t 
want to do anything but sit in the car 
and worry the fly loose, so I kept on, 
finally trying a very sparsely dressed 
wet fly on a No. 16 hook. 

A trout took it so casually it almost 
seemed a mistake. I’d made a long cast, 
given the line a twich to jerk under 
the end of the leader, and a little later 
moved the fly a few inches, paused, and 
was repeating when the strike came. 

I yelled, Ed gave his lipped fly a 
last desperate pull that freed it, and I 
landed a bouncy 12-inch brown trout. 
We didn’t drain the pool of fish, catch- 
ing only three more between us, but 
we felt each trout caught under these 
conditions was a triumph. 

From season to season, this method 
has worked when nothing else I tried 
would interest trout, but it wasn’t until 
recently that I found out why. Appar- 
ently, when the developing midge 
passes from the larval to the pupal 
stage, it rises to the top in slow water 
where its hairlike respiratory apparatus 
breaks through the surface film. The 
pupa then dangles vertically under the 
film. Any disturbance sends it diving 
down, though it soon returns to the 
surface. 

Trout feed on these pupa and on the 
mature flies indiscriminately. It’s easy 
to see how working a little wet fly near 
the surface in these circumstances will 
take trout. Light-colored patterns have 
given me best results. 

I've saved till last my most exciting 
method. The worm works best in the 
shade or in poor light, the Colorado is 
a sunshine lure, and the tiny wet fly is a 
low-water specialty. But what I’ve found 
out about streamers and dry-fiy-minded 


trout seems to work any time of day. 


I’m not talking about springtime, of 


| course, for everyone knows how effec- 
| tive streamers are then. Summertime, 
| rising trout, and the difficult midday 
| periods are what I have in mind. 


When Ted Trueblood lived in the 
East before World War II, he and Dan 


Holland and I used to work the rivers 
in New York’s Westchester and Put- 
nam Counties. One Sunday afternoon 
we stopped by the upper end of the 
West Branch of the Croton River. We'd 
been fishing for bass with fly rods and 
streamer flies, it being August and a 
time of clear, fairly low water. 

We looked down from the road bridge 
and saw a fair-size brown trout lying 
in a current a few inches below the 
surface. 

“We'll never catch him,’’ I said. 

Dan agreed. This pool by the road 
undoubtedly had taken a hard beating 
over the weekend. 

“I’m not so sure,” Ted remarked. 

He casually began to work out line, 
and presently cast a bass bucktail well 
upstream of the trout. When the fly 
was only a few feet above the fish, Ted 
yanked his line a couple of times to 
make the fly dart, and the trout all but 
swallowed it in its eagerness. 

I put the affair down as a freak. We 
fished the stream a while with dry flies, 
caught nothing more, and went on to 
some other place. Then one Saturday 
Dan Holland and I looked down from 
the high bank of a rather low West- 
chester stream, and happened to see a 
big brown trout come out from under 
a rock. The rock was the only cover 
in a pool that was perhaps 30 feet long 
by half as wide. The trout cruised the 
pool unhurriedly, and took two flies off 
the surface before it went back under 
the rock. 

We decided that I'd fish the pool with 
a wet fly while Dan directed the show 
from above. The water was so clear 
and calm we figured it would be im- 
possible to get results with a dry fly, 
so our plan was for me to make a cast 
when the trout was under the rock, sink 
the line and leader, and start to move 
the fly when the trout circled the pool 
again. 

Fearing the trout might not notice a 
wet fly unless he was right on top of 
it, I put on a small streamer. 

“O.K.,” said Dan. “Cast.” 

I cast to the far side, jerked the line 
and leader under, and waited. About 10 
minutes later Dan began to get excited. 

“He’s out and headed your way,” he 
said, peering down. 

The trout took a natural off the sur- 
face, and my heart jumped when I saw 
its snout break the surface. 

“He’s still coming. You’d better move 
the fly right now.” 

I plucked in half a foot of line, and 
Saw a heavy wake rushing toward my 
streamer. I gave the line another 
twitch and felt the trout. What a.com- 
motion in that shallow pool! The fish 
was 19 inches long, and he leaped like 
a young tarpon. 


Fe these incidents a third was added 
later on the Schoharie, which is 
in New York’s Catskill Mountains area. 
Fly fishing was slow, with few rising 
trout. Then I saw a bunch of little bass 
rise. From experience I knew that bass 
are hard to hook on a small dry fly, so 
I put on a streamer. 

They were small and dumb, and I 
worked my way through, catching and 
releasing them. Then one of the “bass” 
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. Screws... 


turned out to be a 15-inch rainbow. 
| Gee I'd either put down or caught | 
the others, I hooked another rainbow’ 
| that was the twin of the first. 

It seemed like one of those screwy 
things which at the time doesn’t appear 
particularly pertinent, and it didn’t oc- 
cur to me to link to it the two other 
times when trout had taken a streamer 
under dry-fly conditions. 

But I never quite forgot the incident, 
and after the war I was glad I hadn't. 
For, walking the shallows of a quiet | 
pool one day, I scared a minnow which | 
had lurked unseen until I got close. It | 
shot away, leaving a little muddy cloud 
behind, and it struck me that this was | 
what had happened the time I yanked | 
my streamer into life as Dan Holland 
directed operations from above. A puff 
of mud or silt in the water, I rea- 
soned, would alert a trout that a min- 
now (or streamer) was near by. 

I've put this to good use three times 
since, when conditions were right—the 
shallow pool, the rising trout, the trap 
set with a sunken streamer. But it’s 
hardly a substitute for ordinary dry- 


fly fishing.

hen, three summers ago, I found out 

what I'd had clues to all along. This 
time the theory didn’t come first; I had 
to make a mistake in putting fly boxes 
into my pockets. 

I'd gone to the Shepaug, a lovely 
winding stream in western Connecticut, 
and found trout rising to a small, whit- 
ish May fly. The first box I pulled out 
contained my dark dry flies, and I'd 
made a mistake with the other—in- 
stead of containing light-colored drys, 
it held big wets and small streamers. 

Rather than go back to the car for 
the other box, I decided to try a stream- 
er. It had finally percolated through to 
me that when trout are rising they’re 
hungry, and you don’t always have to 
give them dry flies. I put on a minia- 
ture Gray Ghost—it’s only 1% inches 
long—and cast above the fish. When I 
knew it was among them, I began to 
jolt it by yanking the line. A fat rain- 
bow took immediately. So help me, 
every time that fly got in among the 
rising trout and I began to work it in 
little short spurts, there was action of 
some kind. It seemed to excite them. 
A couple of times trout actually jumped 
over the streamer. 

The limit at that time was six trout, 
and I took it in less than an hour. A| 
couple of weeks later I did it again, | 
though not so quickly. Since then I’ve 
repeated the performance enough times | 
to become convinced I'd be foolish to 
go dry-fly fishing without taking along 
my miniature streamers and baby 
My notion is that when a 
streamer drifting along just below the 
surface suddenly comes to life amid a 
bunch of surfacing trout, it’s taken for 
a stunned minnow with just enough 
energy left to panic at sight of its tra- 
ditional enemy. 

This method has fooled brook, brown, 
and rainbow trout. It seems most effec- 
tive if the current is a little bumpy; 
perhaps this conceals traces of the lead- 
er being jerked, such as bubbles at the | 
knots. My best luck has been with| 
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| satisfaction with dry-fly 
| really 
| frustrating,

dark patterns tied on a hook not more 
than one-inch long. Larger, heavier 
flies seem to sink too readily, and they 


| can’t be worked properly. 


I don’t propose these ideas out of dis- 
fishing. I 
enjoy it. But it also can be 
especially when others 
have worked over the pools before you | 


| and helped to wise up the fish. Any- | 
| how, next time it looks as if you’re go- 
| ing to get a dry-fly licking, try some- 
| thing unconventional.

Much of northwestern Wisconsin is 
cutover timberland. Where we hunted, 
near the upper end of Totagatic Flow- 
age, the country is ideal for grouse. 
But in any environment, grouse are 
subject to puzzling population fluctua- 
tions. They seem to build up to a peak, 
then fall off. Some biologists believe 
these population trends are cyclic, that 
a shortage comes about every 10 years. 
During the past few seasons, grouse 
have increased in Wisconsin, and last 
fall hunters reported more than in any 
recent year. 

Grouse thrive best in forests that 
have a mixture of hardwoods and ever- 
greens, and where there are small 
clearings, abandoned roads, or worn- 
out fields that let in sunlight. There 
must be ground cover. The birds par- 
ticularly like lowland cedar thickets 
and ridges of aspen and birch. They 
feed in early morning and late after- 
noon, leaving swamps and thick cover 
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| tangles 


for timbered ridges and clearings, and 


| they like wild berries and clover. 


Midday finds them dusting on sunny 
slopes, and a bit later they move to the 
bottoms for water. If it’s windy or 
stormy, look for them in swamps and 
cedar thickets, as well as on leeward 
slopes. Ruff and his pals go to the de- 
serted roads and clearings by late 
afternoon for clover, and to get the grit 
and gravel they need for their crops. 

The next afternoon, George and I 
drove farther into the back country, 
but it wasn’t easy. There were wide 
ditches, rocks, and broken limbs in the 
road. Sometimes George had to get 
out to direct me, waving his arms like 
a referee. Once a jeep came down the 
road.

There’s no hunting more demanding 
of the wing-shooter than grousing.

You 
must be fast to get him, and that’s why 
I use a 20 gauge feather-light re- 
peater, with 26-inch barrel, modified 
choke. Its short barrel and light weight 
make for fast handling.

A grouse is small and thin- 
feathered, and not hard to kill if you 
hit him. I much prefer dense patterns 
of fine shot to thin patterns of heavy 


| shot. 


Ten minutes later, at 3:05 p.m., I 


| flushed another bird from smack in the 


middle of the road. I saw him before 


he took off. He’d been chin-deep, eat- | 
|ing clover, and I guess he hated to 
He took a few quick steps as I | 
| drew close, reluctantly contemplating 


leave. 


flight. I froze, gripping the gun hard, 
and stood there admiring this cocky, 
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brown bomb that was about to explode. 
His black ruff was puffed out; the top- 
knot on his head poked straight up. I 
took a step, and he almost hopped out 
of his brown tweed suit. I let fly at 20 
yards as he veered off the road, and 
shot again as he zoomed through the 
timber. I didn’t even scratch him. 

Hurrying along, I hadn’t gone 100 
yards before I heard another grouse 
spring into the air behind me. He dived 
headlong into the woods, but I got a 
shot off that sent him tumbling into a 
thicket. I kept my eyes glued to where 
he fell, and when I reached the spot I 
put my cap and jacket high up in a 
sapling. Then I began a search, cir- 
cling the clothing, which I used as a 
marker. Each circle was larger, so 
that the search fanned out gradually. 
That way I didn’t miss any ground as 
I pawed through the leaves and brush, 
and I soon picked up my bird. 

It’s best to move slowly when hunt- 
ing grouse. If you travel fast you'll 
pass up more than you'll flush, or 
they'll jump behind you as this one did. 
Grouse sense that a fast walker won't 
discover them. But a slow hunter 
makes them jittery, and they get nerv- 
ous and take off. 

When you're drawing close to snarls 
of vines, briers, popple, or down timber, 
stop completely. If you walk briskly 
up to such cover, you may not be in a 
position to shoot when a grouse takes 
out. He may flush behind, or sneak 
away on the blind side. Approach like- 
ly cover slowly, keeping feet planted, 
eyes searching. I’ve come on deadfalls 
hurriedly, stomped around, and not 
put up a bird. But I’ve walked to 
others slowly, paused a minute, and out 
flushed a grouse. 

When you flush a grouse, don’t rush 
on. Expect another, even two or three, 
to get up. This happened to me once 
when I strayed from my private road. 


‘d spotted a big, downed oak 20 

yards from my clover carpet. Its 
mossy trunk was grown over with 
briers and vines. I walked to it slowly, 
and hal.ed at 10 yards. Suddenly a 
grouse was pounding his way through 
the broken limbs, and just as he cleared 
the dead tree and leveled I shot him 
down. I put in another shell, waited, 
then startea for him. I'd taken three 
steps when that tree seemed to burst 
apart. Two grouse sailed away to my 
left; straight ahead, a third waved his 
broad fan at me. 

Back on the road, I came to a fork 
with a bed of clover in the triangle, 
and as I neared it a grouse rose. He 
beat for the heavy stuff, and put a tree 
between us as I fired. My load of nines 
made the bark fly. I moved, and an- 
other bird hopped out. I shot him when 
he was only five feet off the ground. 

Grouse don’t put trees between them- 
selves and a gun deliberately. Yet lots 
of hunters credit grouse with such in- 
telligence. Actually, most places where 
pats are found are so grown up a bird 
couldn’t get out without ducking be- 
hind a tree. 

Flushed grouse almost always head 
for thick cover, as do rabbits and 
pheasants. They rarely provide a clear

shot, even in road hunting, where you're 
covering a path that’s comparatively 
open. They cut sharply left or right 


| into the nearest thick stuff. 


Old Ruff is an artful dodger who 
twists and turns through the trees. 
I’ve seen grouse crash bodily through 
a wall of grape vines when the screen 
wasn’t too thick. 

Usually when a grouse is flushed 
and missed, you can follow him for an- 
other chance. They fly only to the 
nearest cover. But don’t be surprised 
if the second rise is at a distance, or if 
When 


there’s no need to chase after the ones 
Just stay on the road. 
Grouse are always exasperating, but 
there are times when they seem to be 
more so than others. If the woods are 


| unusually dry, or there’s wind, they’ll 
| be exceptionally 


wild. 
I prefer days when the woods are 


| damp, because then it’s easy to move 


quietly. But I’ve noticed that rainy 
aren’t too good. I believe a 
grouse’s instincts tell him predators 


| can stalk silently then, so he’s alert. 


| Speed upland birds are as interesting 
as Old Ruff. He’s big, comes in two 


| distinct color phases: reddish brown.or 
| grayish brown. He’s got a raised ruff 


of purplish black with a metallic sheen. 


| At mating time his crested head is en- 


circled by this collar, and his tail is 
held high and spread into a wide fan. 

Three weeks after hatching, grouse 
chicks are good fliers, and as they grow 
their summer diet includes leaves, 
flowers, seeds, and wild fruits such as 
red haws, crab apples, grapes, and a 
variety of berries. In fall they eat 
acorns, hazelnuts, large seeds, and 
clover. In winter they work on the 
buds of trees, but they can subsist on 


| dead leaves and tender twigs. 


I had four grouse when I rejoined 


| George. I’d flushed 13 in the hour and 
|a half I'd spent on the clover road. 


George had put up 17 and killed five. 


| We were out again the next day, and 


found them just as plentiful. Yet the 
area we hunted wasn’t considered the 
best in the state. 

Before I left George’s camp, Art 
Gillette, a Wisconsin conservation of- 
ficer, dropped by. “Hunting’s only fair 
around here,” he told me. “It’s better 
in south-central Sawyer County, and 
west near the Minnesota line.” 

The deserted roads above Totagatic 
Flowage are good enough for me. Up 
there, you walk a lush floor of clover, 
in woods drenched with crimson, yel- 
low, and brown. 

Cecil and Laurie still hadn’t caught 
a muskie when I left for home. But a 
week later I received a letter from 
Cecil enclosed a photo of him with 
a 30%-pound muSkie. He said he’d 
caught it the day I left. 

“It was the biggest fishing experi- 
ence of my life,’’ Cecil wrote. “You 
shouldn’t have hunted grouse. That 
was work. I caught my muskie sitting 
down.” 

Grouse hunting is work? Well, may- 
be it is in some places, but not when

we'd seen several deer trails going into 
it. The plan was to leave Frank on one 
side of the pines and then paddle 
around to the opposite side. We’d both 
hunt slowly toward a point in the cen- 
ter. It worked fine, too. We ran into 
the big buck on our first drive. 

As we sat down to smoke and plan 
our next move, Frank said, ‘““‘That buck 
you just jumped won’t go far. The 
best cover is close to the lake, and 
other hunters are working the hills.” 

“Sounds reasonable,’ I said, “But it 
will be hard to get another crack at 
him in this stuff.” 

“Maybe not,” Frank answered. He 
scraped the pine needles away to clear 
a patch of bare earth and drew a 
crescent-shape figure with a dry twig. 

“Most of the pine plantings,” Frank 
continued, ‘are shaped like this— 
around the contour of the slope. One 
of us can take a stand on one end, but 
out in the open, while the other paddles 
to the opposite side and drives com- 
pletely through the plantation. We can 
take turns driving. Maybe that way 
we can push a deer into the open—or 
at least to where a man can shoot.” 

The strategy, again, was sound 
enough, but our luck was bad. Frank 
chased out three deer before quitting 
time—a large doe and a pair of year- 
lings. But they were out of shotgun 
range as they passed my stand. The 
best killing range for the rifled slug in 
a 12 gauge gun is less than 75 yards. 
It hits harder at 50 yards than a .30/30 
rifle bullet does at 100 yards, but the 
slug quickly loses accuracy and killing 
power after 50 yards. 

Next morning we started using the 
same system. It was my turn to make 
the first stand. 

I watched and waited, afraid that my 
frosted breath might give me away. 
After several hushed minutes an ob- 
ject moved. It was a big buck. There 
was no way to be sure, but I thought it 
was the same one I'd seen before. 

I waited, hoping for a clear shot, as 
the deer stepped behind a screen of 
pines just to the right. For an age, it 
seemed, I waited for the deer to show 
again. Nothing. I was satisfied he’d 
bedded down right there. 

I'd just about decided to make a 
move to one side to try for a shot when 
a twig snapped in the pines where the 
buck had vanished. A _ second later 
Frank walked out of the clump I was 
watching so intently. The buck, in- 
stead of bedding down, had completely 
evaporated, it seemed. 

I told Frank how the buck had been 
moving ahead of him and disappeared. 
The answer was evident. The deer had 
turned to the right and sneaked up a 
small wooded hollow. I felt pretty low. 
You rarely get a second chance at a 
fine animal like that. 

We pushed off in the canoe to try 
driving another area. I dropped Frank 
off on the shore of a small bay. He 
planned to make a stand near the ruins 
of a long-abandoned farm building a 
short distance inland. 

I paddled along the shoreline for 





perhaps half a mile, stopping once to 
watch for running deer after I heard a 
barrage of shooting over the hill. At 
last I turned into another small bay 
where an old country road led into the 
water. 

Neither of us saw anything until late 
afternoon. Then, as I finished a long 
push around a pine hillside just before 
dusk, Frank hailed me excitedly. 

“You ran two deer out of that place,” 
he told me. “A small doe took off for 
the next county, but that buck, or his 
twin brother, sneaked back into the 
same pines where you first jumped 
him.” 

“But it’s too late for another drive,” 
I said. 

“I know,” Frank agreed, “‘but I have 
a hunch the buck will stay in those 
pines till morning. I could see the 
whole area from up here, and he didn’t 
come out the other side. I think the 
pines are his favorite hide-out.” 


was doubtful about it, but agreed 

to drive the pines next morning. 

Frank had a pot of coffee boiling 
long before shooting time next morn- 
ing. It was still dark when I crawled 
out of the sleeping bag to join him. We 
put in a couple of hours drinking coffee 
and puttering around camp before 9 
o’clock, the legal shooting hour. 

The pine plantation where Frank 
figured the buck would still be hanging 
out was perfect for our two-man sys- 
tem. It was dense inside but fairly 
open all around. It was roughly tri- 
angular in shape, and a deer just might 
be driven out through one point, espe- 
cially through the corner that was 
close to another mass of cover. We 
decided that Frank should take a stand 
at that corner while I worked in his 
direction. 

I pushed headlong into the dense 
evergreens without any attempt to 
move quietly. Once I drifted too far 
toward one edge and could see the 
sedge border. I was cutting back again 
when a deer went crashing out ahead 
of me. 

As I smashed out to the edge of the 
thicket, Frank’s gun boomed. I saw 
the deer running through the clearing 
ahead of me. It stumbled, regained its 
feet, and disappeared over a low rise. 
I followed and found the animal dead 
100 feet farther on. It was a beautiful 
whitetail buck, a typically big Ohio 
eight-pointer. Frank had plunked a 
slug into him squarely amidships. I 
called out and held its head up as 
Frank came running. 

Frank Sayers has bagged many a 
whitetail in many a different place, but 
I’m sure none gave him as great a 
thrill as this trophy he collected not 
far from home. We were preparing to 
dress the animal when he said, “Looks 
like you had a hand in bagging this 
deer, too.” 

“Tll admit I didn’t do a bad job of 
driving,” I said. 

“More than that,” Frank answered. 
“Look at this back leg.” 

The bone was broken several inches 
from the ground, the hoof hanging 
loosely by a tendon. Probably the re- 
sult of my hurried shot that first day. 
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Finally, on the last day, my aim was 
| much better. But next to Frank’s deer 
it was little more than a consolation 
prize. Yet it saved me a woolen shirt- 
| tail, which is the penalty paid in our 
camps by the hunter who has chances 
but fails to connect. 

Getting Frank’s deer across the lake 
to camp was no easy matter. Just try 
to load a 200-pound deer into a 13-foot 
canvas canoe and you'll see what I 
mean. A dead deer is limp all over. 
To make it worse, loading the critter 
was a one-man job because my canoe 
couldn’t handle Frank and me—total 

| weight 450 pounds—and the deer as 
well. So first I shuttled Frank to camp 
and then returned for the deer alone. 

Even my smaller deer was a problem 
to move. Just to reach my canoe, I had 
to drag the animal half a mile uphill, 
then carry it across a knee-deep, ice- 
cold feeder creek. 

That’s why, in camp that night, I in- 
sisted on the bigger portion of the fried 
deer liver. THE END 
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prevention and clean-up of stream dam- 
age and pollution on a state-wide basis, 
requiring violators either to clean up or 
| pay the department to do it. 


A Colorado bill that would have 
tevised outdated, ambiguous parts 
of the old fish-and-game statutes 
failed to pass. A bill to require the 
replacement of wildlife values that 
are lost through building dams and 
reservoirs also failed. Bills passed 
provide for: game-breeding and con- 
trolled-shooting areas; payment of 
fish and game fines without going 
to court; resident licenses for military 
and consular personnel; a fee of 
$7.50 for the second nonresident 
deer license and $5 for the second 
resident license, likely to aid in 
harvesting surplus deer. 





| Washington’s legislature increased li- 
| cense fees, but not as much as asked. A 
| new law’ requires juveniles under 17 to 
| get gun-proficiency certificates before be- 
| ing licensed. 
Oregon passed a new law that permits 
establishment of emergency big-game 
seasons on short notice. Another new law 
allows both residents and nonresidents 
|to buy for $1 a one-day fishing license 
| in lieu of the regular season or seven- 
day license, and will replace, as of 
January |, 1958, the present $1 daily 
salmon license. 


In Idaho, a new law authorizes 
the Fish and Game Commission to 
regulate the use of fish, dead or 
alive, for bait. Provisions were made 
to open seasons on beaver, if de- 
sired. No license increase was asked. 





WV janis sportsmen, wary of poli- 
| tics in fish and game management, man- 
aged to fight off the annual attempt to 
| put the game and fish fund under legis- 


lative appropriations. 

Wyoming sportsmen approve of new 
laws removing the guide requirement for 
nonresident deer hunters in much of the 
state. 


Montana has a new ruling that 
requires youngsters getting their first 
hunting license to pass tests in safe 
handling of guns. Lawmakers voted 
to continue the special $20 deer and 
antelope licenses which entice more 
hunters into the state to help harvest 
the game. 


Nevada’s legislature upped license 
fees, except for fishing in the Colorado 
River area. The state put more teeth in 
its litterbug law, but defeated a law mak- 
ing legal beneficial use of water. Some 
sportsmen wondered if the $10 increase 
in nonresident deer tags wasn’t too steep. 
Tourists with children will, benefit from 
the new law allowing all under 14 to fish 
without a license. But these youngsters 
can catch and possess only half the daily 
limit. The five-day tourist-fishing permit 
remains, price $3.50. 


MONTH FOR TROPHY TROUT— With so 
many Western sportsmen busy chasing 
bucks, ducks, and upland birds, October 
becomes the most underrated month for 
trout fishing. 

Trout in October are feeding avidly 
to build up fat for the winter. The 
stream-pounding mobs of vacationists 
are gone. The fingerlings planted in road- 
side waters last spring have grown to 
good size. 


In California, hotspots for trout 
should be the headwaters of the 
Kings, San Joaquin, Kern, and 
Truckee rivers. Try for salmon out- 
side the Golden Gate, off Fort Bragg, 
and at the mouths of the famed 
Klamath and Smith rivers. Striped 
bass—in San Pablo Bay and Car- 
quinez Straits. Look for steelheads in 
the Klamath, Trinity, and Eel rivers 
and—if early rains open the sand- 
bars at their mouths — such short 
streams as the Qualala, Garcia, and 
Noyo. Black bass—in Mead, Mohave, 
and Havasu lakes on the lower Col- 
orado. 


Washington: Sea-run cutthroats will 
be in many coastal streams and silvers in 
Puget Sound. Summer-run_steelheads 
will still be showing in the Grande Ronde 
River early in October. 

Oregon: The chinook salmon runs will 
be upriver in coastal streams. Prime sil- 
vers from 6 to 12 pounds should be 
plentiful. In tidewater, try plugs in bright 
fluorescent or white and metallic shades 
for silvers. For upriver drifts, red-and- 
white wobblers will work. If you don’t 
bounce the bottom you’re not drift fish- 
ing. Top streams should be the Nehalem, 
Big Nestucca, Salmon, Siletz, Alsea, 
Siuslaw, Coquille, and Sixes, also the Ten 
Mile Lakes north of Coos Bay. Trout 
should hit flies in the high Cascades, 
Deschutes River, possibly in Diamond, 
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Lake Superior Outdoor Specialties

East and Paulina Lakes. Metolius River’s 
a good bet. 


Idaho: Trout should be eager for 
dry flies in Big and Little Wood Riv- 
ers. Other hotspots—the Boise River 
drainage, Middle Salmon, Henry’‘s 
Lake for lunkers. Steelhead will be 
in the Middle Fork of Salmon. 

Montana: Yellowstone River should 
give up five-pounders on streamers. 
Madison River may be high but 
Georgetown and Ferry Canyon Lakes 
ought to be hot. Lake fishing picks 
up as water cools off. Other good 
bets are Rock Creek, Bitterroot and 
Big Hole Rivers. 


Colorado: Gunnison area is always 
good. Upper Rio Grande recommended. 


| Lakes are heavily stocked and should | 


| produce fair trout for sparse crowds. 

Nevada: 
in Walker Lake as weather cools. Deep 
trolling with wobblers is the best bet. 


Pyramid Lake should produce stocked | 
rainbows up to six pounds. Topaz Lake | 


at California border has big cutthroats. 
| Truckee River below California line 
| should be good. Try dry flies. 

Wyoming: Jackson Hole will be the 
place to be from late September to mid- 
| October. Snake River trout fishing should 
| be best in years. Try the big spidery fly 
| called the Donnelly variant, waxing it 
well so it will float the riffs. Johnson 
faa is good for trolling. 
| Arizona: White Mountain lakes 
| and streams near Springerville are 
| probably best for October trout. Sec- 
| ond choice—Oak Creek and the Col- 
| orado River below Hoover and Davis 
| dams. For black bass—Ltake Mead, 
| now at highest level since 1953 due 
to heavy run-off. Mohave and Ha- 
vasu Lakes should pay off as the 
weather moderates. 

New Mexico: Upper Rio Grande 
and Pecos Rivers low but well 
stocked. Check in Santa Fe for local 
conditions. 


British Columbia: Heavy silver salm- | 


on ought to hit bucktail flies all along 
Vancouver Island and Queen Charlotte 
Islands. Chinook are good bet at Port 
Alberni, according to word from Lee 
Straight, Vancouver Sun outdoor editor. 
| If the weather stays good, try the Kam- 
| loops and Okanagan regions. 

SALT LURE—lIdaho’s aerial salt lift for 
big game will be modified next year, Levi 
Mohler, chief of game management tells 
| me. During past years, tons of block 
| salt have been delivered to intermediate 
ranges in the primitive areas as part of 
an effort to lure game animals away 
from overgrazed winter ranges at lower 
altitudes. The program is designed to 
manage the animals, as well as to supply 
| them with salt. New plans for this fed- 
eral-aid project—already in operation 
for 10 years—will hinge on a study of 
its effectiveness.

My “Lucky” Days 


eviewing the stand-out days in my 
R years of fishing, I notice that 

most of my big catches hinged on 
some small detail—a seemingly minor 
change in equipment or strategy. You 
can build a reputation as a “lucky” 
fisherman if you remember those pay- 
off variations and learn to use the prop- 
er one at the right time. 

It was the direction of the wind that 
made the difference on a trip I made 
to a lake in western Wisconsin. I got 
there in August. The weather was hot 
and dry and the water was “working,” 
raising a green scum that stained boats 
and fishing lines iike paint. Local 
people agreed that it was a poor time 
for fishing. But I was there for a 30- 
day stay and had plenty of time to ex- 
periment, so I set out to see what I 
could do with the bass, pickerel, and 
walleyes in this lake. 

The wind was fairly strong from the 
south when a fishing companion and I 
pushed off in a rowboat for our first all- 
day test of this unfamiliar lake. We 
let the wind take us north along the 
shoreline, while we alternately trolled 
our lures and cast to pockets among 
stumps and weed beds. 

We worked through dozens of places 
that looked fabulously good. Not a 
nibble. And so it went until we reached 
the north end of the lake. We had 
fished steadily through all kinds of 
water for three hours without a single 
strike. 

Since the shoreline we'd just fished 
was much the same as the opposite 
one, we decided to work it again, rather 
than circling on around the lake. We 
knew we'd passed over plenty of fish. 
Perhaps we could figure out a way to 
offer them what they wanted on our 
return trip. 

The steady wind was against us as 
we started to retrace our route, and the 
difficulty of upwind rowing forced us 
to slow the pace of our fishing. As a 
result, our lures went much deeper and 
had a slower action. Fish started to 
hit immediately. We boated two wall- 
eyes, three largemouth bass, one small- 
mouth, and two northern pike by the 
time we got back to the cabin. Half a 
dozen other fish were hooked and 
lost. 

Experiments on this run and others 
like it showed that the important de- 
tail was adjusting our runs to the speed 
of the wind. On downwind drifts we 
learned to slow the boat with the oars 
so the lures would sink to the right 
depth. On upwind runs it was often 
necessary to row hard. On some of the 
calm days that followed we had very 
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poor luck with all the 
depths we tried. 

Later during the same month-long 
stay at this lake it was the time of day 
that made the difference. Fishing was 
consistently poor in one portion of the 
lake while the sun was high and hot. 
You needed to be there between 8 and 
11 a.m. to make @ good catch. Another 
part of the lake, an area where there 
were deep channels and bays, was at 
its best during the hot part of the day. 

Many a time the vital detail in mak- 
ing a good catch has been the way a 
guide or companion handled the boat, 
rather than any skill I showed in 
manipulating my fishing tackle. The 
boat handler, whether he’s maneuver- 
ing canoe, skiff, or cruiser, can make 
or break a fishing trip. 

In Nevada I once went after Lake 
Mead bass with a guide who used a 
large cruiser. I got there at a time 
when few bass were being taken with 
routine trolling and casting, but I final- 
ly discovered that I could fool a lot of 
these desert-lake largemouths by cast- 
ing a bass bug to the foot of the cliffs 
that push into the lake along much of 
the shoreline. You had to drop this 
artificial bug just right, not too close 
and not too far, and it all depended on 
precise handling of the boat. 

Once my guide saw the approach I 
needed for a bass-catching cast, he be- 
gan slipping that large cruiser into 
cliff-lined coves in a way that amazed 
me. It must have baffled the bass com- 


speeds and 





pletely, for I hauled in stringers of 
good ones on days when I'd have had 
slim pickings otherwise. 

I have already mentioned one Wis- 
consin lake where the hour of the day 
had a great deal to do with your 
chances of success. That-reminds me 
of another lake in that state where 
each day for a full week we had 30 
minutes of fantastic action with bass. 
The spree lasted just half an hour, and 
you had to be at the right place at the 
right time. 


We located this hotspot one morning 

when we left our orthodox shore- 
line casting and rowed out to investi- 
gate a surface commotion near the 
middle of the lake. When we got 
within casting range we could see that 
a school of bass was carving up a 
school of minnows over a shallow mid- 
lake shoal. The bass were feeding so 
wildly that they were knocking the 
minnows into the air. 

Using minnowlike plugs, my com- 
panion and I caught these bass as fast 
as we could reel them in. Several times 
we had a second bass hook himself 
while trying to take a plug away from 
a fish we were playing, so that we'd 
boat two largemouths on the gang 
hooks of a single plug. 

This violent action would last for 
about 30 minutes. After that you 
might as well have cast into a bathtub; 
the bass were gone. But for six days 








after that we had the same kind of 
largemouth rodeo. The all-important

streamer fly is to cast it out, let it sink 
a bit, and then either drift or retrieve 
in through the place where you expect 
to find fish. But there are many times 
when a streamer won’t pay off until 
you add that extra ingredient—a split- 
shot sinker. With a shot on the leader 
to hold the big fly at the proper depth, 
the fish will take it eagerly. Without 
the split shot, the same fly can be worn 
to a frazzle in the same water without 
getting a strike.

course from the lakes to the fjord. Most 
Norwegian rivers tumble from lakes 
formed high in the mountains by melt- 
ing snow. In many, such as the Aur- 
land, salmon and sea trout could travel 
it from fjord to lake in a single run. 
Normally, in making their spawning 
runs, they wouldn't stop until they 
reached the lake or the smaller streams 
above it. But a series of kjaerrs, (pro- 
nounced shee-air) built out into the 
water interferes with the steady flow 
and forms pools. Kjaerr means stock- 
ade or dam, or trap for fish, and the 
pools they form provide resting places 
for the fish on their upstream journey. 

Casting platforms have been built 
out into the river, allowing anglers to 
take full advantage of the pools. About 
four feet wide, elevated from two to 
four feet above the water, they’re a big 
help in placing the fly. 

Mr. Skajem, Aurland’s postmaster, 
showed us our beat and pointed out the 
pools, the best lies, where we could take 
salmon and sea trout. 

“The Aurland rises and falls seven 
inches a day,” he said. “It’s fed by 
glaciers, and the heat of the day melts 
the snow and the river rises. At night, 
the snow freezes and the river drops.” 

He said that while the season is from 
May 25 to September 5, the best fishing 
is usually from mid-July to the end of 
August. August is best for sea trout. 

He also told us that the most popular 
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flies for that particular area were the 
Jock Scott, Silver Gray, Black Doctor, 
Thunder and Lightning, Dusty Miller, 
Butcher, Wilkinson, and Popham. All 
were stocked by local stores. 

For salmon, fly sizes ranged from 
2/0 all the way to 9/0. For sea trout, 
they ranged from No. 4 to No. 12. Late 
in the season, when the water drops 
extremely low, a No. 14 often is used. 
One outstanding sea-trout fly tied lo- 
cally is black-winged, has a silver body 
and a red tag tied on a No. 6 hook. 

In the hotel’s dining room we met 
Odd Jensen, whom we spotted as a fly 
fisherman at once because of the fly- 
bedecked hat he carried. Odd was from 
Oslo, where, he later told us, he was in 
the paper business. 

“IT have the beat above yours,” he 
said in English. “You’re welcome to 
fish there.” 

He introduced us to a family at the 
next table, Oyvind, Lund, a merchant 
from Bergen, and his wife and two 
boys. ‘We have the beat at the begin- 
ning of the river,’”’ said Oyvind, ‘‘and 
at the Wangen Pool, at the mouth of 
the lake, we have great fishing. We'd 
like you to come and try it.” 

Odd Jensen said we'd have lots of 
time for fishing, since it never gets 
completely dark at that time of year. 
From about 11:30 p.m. to 1:30 a.m. it 
grows dusk, then immediately begins 
to lighten. 

Though it was 9:30 when we finished 
dinner, we rushed to put on waders. 
We found several! gillies looking over 
our rods, which were stacked in the 





hall. One of them picked up mine and 
swished it. It was a nine-foot rod, 
weighing about six ounces. 

“No sterk,”’ he said. 

“What's sterk?” I asked Odd. 

“Sterk means strong,” he told me. 
“They say your rods aren’t strong, that 
they’d never hold a salmon over 10 
pounds.” 

Then the gillies looked at a fly Bebe 
produced. It was a big bucktail tied 
on a 1/0 hook, which we'd used for sea 
trout, big browns, and rainbows in 
Argentina. As American fishing goes, 
it’s a mighty big fly. 

Those gillies just roared with laugh- 
ter, then shook their heads and looked 
sorry for us 

Bebe held up the fly and said, ‘“‘Good. 
Good. Catch big salmon.” 

They laughed some more, politely, 
and one waved his hand over the whole 
outfit and said something. ‘‘Too small,” 
Odd translated. “They think all your 
gear is too small.” 


hen they showed ‘us typical equtp- 

ment for Norwegian rivers. There 
were three sizes of rods, 12, 14, and 16- 
feet long. They felt enormously heavy 
to our hands, but they had good action 
and we could see how such rods fit the 
fishing on a big, rough river. 

Then we moved on to the flies. “This 
is what’s needed to get down in the 
heavy water of Norwegian rivers,” the 
gillies informed us through Odd, dis- 
playing immense creations tied on 8/0 
and 9/0 hooks. ‘Your little flies will 
be swept along on.top, and the salmon 
won’t see them.” 

But we weren’t convinced. “We'll try 
the smaller outfits first,” we said, and 
headed for the river. 

Bebe started to fish at the Hopen 
(Camping Place) Pool, the top one on 

ur beat, while I worked two smaller 
pools just above the village. The bank 
behind me went almost straight up for 
40 or 50 feet, and the road on*top of it 
made a fine vantage point from which 
onlookers out for an evening stroll 
could watch. 

I started with a 4/0 Thunder and 
Lightning, working it carefully across 
the whole pool, trying to cover all the 
water. Toward the end of the pool I 
had a hit, and watched a silvery thun- 
derbolt break out, fall back, turn, and 
head for the fjord. He went a good 200 
feet, then came out again in a startling 
end-over-end leap. 

The fish bored slowly and steadily 
into the heavy current, so I got line 
back and was ready when he jumped 
again. At last I beat him down and 
skidded him ashore. He was a sea 
trout, a bright, silvery eight-pounder, 
fresh from the fjord. 

A few minutes later Bebe appeared. 
He had taken a 10-pound salmon. “Not 
bad for our first couple of hours on the 
river,” he said. I agreed. 

We climbed the bank to the road and 
met Odd Jensen, his friend Reidar 
Wahl, and their gillie, Nils Gjesme on 
their way back to the hotel. Odd had 
taken a beautiful 22-pound salmon, and 
also a 12-pounder. Reidar had con- 
nected with an 18-pounder. 

So we were all happy, and what we

Next morning Bebe and I went up- 


stream with Odd and Reidar. The Klepp 


was big, wide, and deep. Water came 
pouring in at the top, then the river 
made a quick bend, and the pool formed 
against a cliff on the far side. From 
the casting platform it was a 100-foot 
throw to the cliff, and with a 5/0 or 6/0 
salmon fly that’s a long pitch. Bebe 
and I tried. We got close, but not often. 
Then Bebe had a hit. It was a big 
salmon that tore all over the pool, 
jumped three times, then went deep and 
sulked. Bebe finally got it started 
again, fought it 15 minutes longer, and 
began to get it in. He was just about 
to gaff it when the hook pulled out. 
“‘He’d have been the biggest salmon 
I ever caught,” said Bebe. Then he 
went back to casting, and Odd took 
me downstream to fish the Bench Pool. 
I'd made only three casts when a 
refused. 


Oo the way back to my pool I argued 
with myself about strengthening 
the six-pound-test tippet on my leader. 
From what I’d seen of that big salmon, 
maybe an eight-pound-test tippet would 
be more sensible. But I was just stub- 
born enough to want to prove to those 
gillies that my outfit could take it. I 
left the six-pound tippet on, but 
changed to a Black Dose, size 7/0.

I started a series of casts. The first 


| one took the fly to where the fish had 


shown. It floated through the pool 
without any sign of a salmon. I made 
three more casts over the same spot, 
then took the Black Dose off and tied 
on a 5/0 Silver Gray. 

I got it out to the right spot, and 
there he was. He took, but I didn’t strike. 


| I let the line belly down in the current 


and pull the hook into the corner of his 
mouth. The hook went home, and when 
he felt it he jumped, fell in, came out 
again, and skittered across the pool on 
his tail. He looked like a brother of 
the one Bebe had lost—strong, fast, and 
smart—and he kept me busy for 20 
minutes. Then I began to get him in 
and finally beached him. He weighed 
19 pounds. 

The four of us finished that day with 
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a total of five salmon, that averaged 15 
pounds, a day such as I’d never seen on 
any salmon river I’ve fished. 

At dinner, Odd reported there’d been 
heavy concentrations of sea trout in the 
fjord near the river mouth. Apparently 
they’d been feeding on schools of her- 
ring, but now it looked as if they’d 
started upriver. 

“You can always find out,’ said 
Oyvind, “by watching the old man of 
the river.” 

“Who's that ?’”’ asked Bebe. 

“He’s a Norwegian who’s held the 
same beat, just across the river from 
yours, for 35 years,” said Odd. “He’s 
80 now, but he’s always the first to take 
sea trout each season. He knows this 
river better than anyone, so when he 
connects the rush is on.” 

It was 11 p.m. and we were tired, 
but we decided to stroll to the village 
before bedtime. 


O the bridge that spans the Aur- 
land, Odd stopped suddenly. We 
pulled up beside him. Through the 
dusk, we detected movement in the 
bushes on the far bank. Then a ghostiy 
form emerged and seemed to float out 
on the casting platform, the arms mov-

Next day we went upstream with the 
Lunds, right to the top of their beat, 
and Oyvind put me at the very spot 
where the lake water poured out to 
form the river. It was one of the most 
beautiful places I’ve ever seen. The 
lake was like glass, rimmed by high 
hills from which small waterfalls 
glistened. The water pouring from the 
pool looked like molten silver, and the 
casting platform upon which I stood 
seemed suspended in air. 

A salmon must have been just wait- 
ing for my fly, he took it so fast, shat- 
tering the mirrorlike calm of the lake 
surface. He made such a roar as he 


| jumped and fell back that the echo from 


it rolled back over the water to me. 
Then he streaked across the lake, away 
from me, as if determined to find the 
source of that echo, and he was well on 
his way when the hook dropped out. 


For the next 15 minutes nothing 
came to my fly, so I moved down to the 
first pool below the lake. Right away I 
took a seven-pound tert, called grilse in 
most places. A tert doesn’t become a 
salmon—a lak—until it reaches eight 
pounds. 

The next few days we went two miles 
upriver to our Toquam beat. On suc- 
cessive days we had Odd, Reidar, and 
the Lunds as our guests. But even with 
such experienced hands it was slow 
fishing. 

On the last day we went back to the 
Vingjom beat, starting early and plan- 
ning to fish all day without a break. 
But we went in for dinner at 8:30 p.m., 
being so hungry and tired we just had 
to have food and rest. We planned to 
fish most of the night too, for we had to 
catch a boat at Aurland in the morning 
to go to Sogndal to meet Andre and 
Etienne on their Aaroy beat. 

After dinner we rushed back to the 
river. So far on that last day we'd 
each taken a 10-pound salmon and only 
one five-pound sea trout. 

I started at the Hopen Pool and had 
no luck. But in the next pool I took a 
12-pound salmon on the first cast, then 
a seven and a two-pound sea trout in 
quick order. After going through the 
last pool without a strike, I clambered 
out of the river, and headed back to 
the Hopen. 

Bebe was there now, and he was into 
a fish. His rod tip was bent over, and I 
saw the fish come out. Even from a 
distance it looked as if it might be the 
biggest salmon of the trip. I started to 
run, and when I got close Bebe yelled 
to me, “He’s about 25 pounds, I think. ; 
And what a fighter.” 

The fish climbed for the sky and 
Bebe dropped his rod tip. Then that 
salmon went back in, got a tail hold, 
and lit out. He went on a dead run 
through the pool, through the water 
below, and around the bend. 

“He’s heading for the 
shouted.

O MATTER where you live, your 
boat deserves a little attention 
about this time every year. No 
longer, however, is there any general 
rule covering exactly what should be 
done or when. If you live in the North, 
you must eventually store your boat. 
If you live in the South you probably 
won't store it, but you should give both 
boat and motor a thorough going over, 
for you'll likely be using them more 
now than you did during the hot 
months. Or maybe you live in a place 
where it’s possible to use your out- 
board rig off and on during the winter. 
Particularly in what could be called 
the Middle States, there’s an ever- 
growing number of owners—mostly 
fishermen—who keep their outfits at 
least partly in commission right 
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through the winter. And many boat 
owners who can manage even a short 
Southern vacation take their own 
boats and motors along on trailers. 
For such reasons, preventive or “year- 
around” maintenance is good practice 
wherever you live. 

Basically, the idea is to have your 
outfit always in reliable and ready-to- 
use condition. This means neither the 
appearance nor the condition of the 
boat is allowed to deteriorate beyond a 
certain point. Relying on preventive 
measures makes any good modern out- 
board remarkably easy and cheap to 
maintain. Even if you have no thought 
of using your boat during the winter, 
it’s still a good idea to see that it goes 
into storage in such condition that you 
could recommission it on short notice. 


Many jobs that you might ordinarily 
leave until spring can be either finished 
or prepared for much quicker and 
easier now than if left until spring. A 
boat that goes into proper winter stor- 
age in reasonably good condition will 
largely maintain that condition until 
better weather comes. But carelessly 
storing a boat that’s in bad shape can 
spell trouble. Improper storage can 
take more out of a boat than a season of 
hard use. The same goes for the motor 
and trailer. Let’s consider each in turn. 


f Napanee program for the boat con- 
sists of four steps: 1. Getting the 
boat ready to put away. 2. Checking 
to see what must be done to have it 
ready for spring. 3. The actual stor- 
ing. 4. Doing or having done any re- 
quired jobs, and ordering any extras or 
accessories. 

The time to get at it is when you're 
no longer using your boat often. Start 
by cleaning the boat thoroughly, wash- 
ing it preferably right after it comes 
from the water. Bottom scum will 
scrub off easily while still wet, but will 
require hard scraping if allowed to dry 
and harden. Equally important, a 
single coat of paint will ordinarily 
cover a scrubbed bottom, while one 
gouged by too much scraping will need 
two coats or more. 

For topsides and inside, wash thor- 
oughly with a soap solution and flush 
well with clean water. Be sure to poke 
the softened dirt out of all crevices, and 
to remove tar or grease with a solvent. 
Don’t be worried if the color of the 
rinsing water indicates that the treat- 
ment is removing some of the paint. 
Most marine paints are intended to 


You can store boat on trailer, but don’t 
do it like this. Tire went flat, making 
load imbalanced. Trailer should’ve been 
blocked up, then wheels removed, stored 





chalk just enough from such a washing 
to reveal fresh paint beneath. Later, 
when dry, such a surface may require 
merely a careful touching up. 

Don’t try to sand off dirt or cover it 
with paint. And remember, that paint 
won’t adhere properly for salt-water 
service unless the surface is first 
flushed free of salt crystals. Varnish 
surfaces require as careful washing, 
and they need more protection than 
paint during storage. 

While you’re poking all around the 
boat with your brush or rag, check for 
faults. Either mark them or make a 
check list of them. Sometimes faults 
develop, even in the best boats, after 
the first summer's service. By then the 
hull’s parts will have settled into their 
“true shape.’”’ Frequently in a new 
boat, the seams will show bulged-out 
fillings. These protruding lines of 
compound should be carefully shaved 
off with a sharp chisel. Check for 
loosened fastenings, especially where 
parts tend to pull away from one an- 
other. In a riveted metal boat, look for 
rivets that have lost their hold. Lightly 
built, heavily powered boats throw 
considerable strains on their fasten- 
ings, so it’s often advisable to replace 
faulty ones or put in extras. If the 
boat is covered with Fiberglas, check 
for loose edges so you can later smooth 
the place by neat patching or gluing. 
If it’s a molded-plastic craft, check for 
any small cracks. 


S° far as the actual storage is con- 
cerned, make sure that the storage 
method won’t alter the boat’s shape or 
affect its finish and construction. 

If you use a trailer, it probably gives 
the hull proper support, so you can 
store your boat right on the trailer. 
However, as you'll likely block up the 
trailer to take the weight off the tires 
and springs, be sure that the boat’s 
weight is evenly distributed on the 
trailer. Often you can help by giving 
the bow and stern additional support. 
If anything, give a little extra support 
to the stern, particularly if the boat is 
a fast type on which you use a big 
motor. This is to guard against any 
tendency to develop a drooped tran- 
som with a consequent hook in the 
boat’s bottom immediately adead of it. 
If only for this reason, don’t leave the 
motor on the transom even though your 
trailer is designed to permit it. Also 
remove all gear from inside the boat. 
Drape a dust cover over all, arranging 
it so that air can get inside the boat. 

Another storage method that’s be- 
coming quite common is to suspend 
the boat overhead in an _ unheated 
garage or shed. You can get slings for 
this purpose, complete with hoisting 
tackle, or you can devise your own. 
The main requirement is to support 
the hull adequately. 

The drawback of this storage meth- 
od is that you have to lower the boat 
to work on it, then haul it aloft again. 
That’s why so many owners prefer to 
store their boats on the floor. 

So long as the boat is properly 
blocked, and nothing heavy is put on 
or in it, I don’t think it matters much 
whether it’s right side up or over-

4. Meantime remove cowling. 

5. Lubricate lower drive unit and 
control linkages with high-quality 
waterproof marine gear lubricant. 
(Follow manufacturer’s instructions.) 

6. Drain fuel tank and fuel lines 
thoroughly. Remove filter bowl and 
wipe it clean. The filter can be cleaned 
in clean benzol (benzene). If greatly 
discolored or vlogged, replace it. 

7. Remove spark plugs, remove and 
clean carburetor. 

8. Rotate crankshaft into a position 
where No. 1 (top) piston is at bottom 
dead-center position. This can be de- 
termined by inserting a pencil or stick 
into the spark-plug hole. Pour about 
two ounces of engine oil into the spark- 
plug hole of the No. 1 cylinder, allow- 
ing time for some oil to enter the 
crankcase. Repeat this operation on 
other cylinder or cylinders. Then in- 
stall the spark plugs and operate the 
starter vigorously to distribute oil. 

9. Again remove spark plugs; clean 
and reinstall, or replace if necessary. 
Connect the plug cables, making sure 
that each is connected with its proper 
plug. Replace carbuetor. 

10. Clean all accessible powerhead 
parts and reinstall cowling. Touch up 
scratched and damaged surfaces with 
spray paint. After paint has set, ap- 
ply thin film of clean, fresh engine oil 
to all painted surfaces. 

11. Remove propeller; clean and lu- 
bricate propeller shaft and hub. Re- 
place propeller. Then turn motor over 
two or three revolutions in reverse di- 
rection to assist in draining any re- 
maining water. 

12. Wipe all exposed parts with dry 
rag unless you're in a salt-water area; 
there, all painted or polished parts 
should be wiped with an oily rag. 

13. If you still have your outboard 
shipping carton, perhaps you can in- 
stall blocks and bracing so weight of 
motor can be supported by clamp 
bracket. Though motor should be pro- 
tected against dust, it’s important to 
leave an air vent to prevent accumu- 
lation of moisture due to condensation. 
If you don’t have motor’s shipping car- 
ton, buy or make rack that will keep 
motor in vertical position. Cover with 
canvas or tarpaulin to keep out dust, 
but don’t tighten at bottom-——air is 
needed to carry off moisture. 

14. Store motor in dry place, in ver- 
tical position. 

15. Periodically turn motor over a 
few times by hand during storage. 


ips get your trailer ready for storage 
there’s little work involved, but it’s 
important. This procedure will leave 
little to be done next spring: 

1. Wash thoroughly, being sure to 
remove mud and sand from crevices. 
Wipe off road tar with solvent. 

2. Check all nuts and bolts, tighten- 
ing or replacing if necessary. 

3. Inspect cradles; check padding, 
and refasten or replace where neces- 
sary. 

4. Check wiring, lights, coupling, 
and tie-downs. 

5. Lubricate such operating mechan- 





ism as coupler, tilting and pivoting de- 
vices, winch. 

6. Wherever rust shows, scrape, wire- 
brush, and touch up with paint. 

7. If boat is left on trailer, release 
bow and transom ties to ease tension 
on hull. 

8. In any case, jack up trailer and 
put it on blocks. 

8. Remove wheels, hubs, and bear- 
ings. Clean hubs and bearings in com- 
mercial solvent or gasoline, then re- 
pack (use only proper wheel bearing 
grease). Store wheels, hubs, and bear- 
ings in dry place. 

9. Coat moving parts and painted 
frame with grease. It won’t take long 
in spring to wipe it off and spray with 
hose. Then replace wheels, and you’re 
ready to roll. THE END 


EVINRUDES FOR ’58 


| eplonen Motors will feature a 50- 
horsepower, four-cylinder V engine 
for 1958. It will be available in two 
models—the electric-equipped Starflite, 
and the standard-start Four-Fifty. Em- 
phasis is on quiet operating, compact- 
ness, and complete covering of such 
normally exposed controls as choke 
and speed-control knobs. 

The Evinrude line also includes 11 
other motors. The new principle of 
quiet, adapted to the V’s, is also used 
on the Lark, Evinrude’s 35-h.p. model 
which has numerous refinements. Its 
sister models, two 35-h.p. Big Twins, 
have refinements in both electric and 
rope-start versions. Both Fastwins 
(18-h.p.) have new safety features. 
The Sportwin, Evinrude’s handy-size 
model, has newly designed exhaust 
features which—along with a lighter- 
weight gear case—have trimmed 7 lb. 

The medium-weight 7.5-h.p. Fleetwin, 
5.5-h.p. Fisherman, and Lightwin 3- 
h.p. models have been included in gen- 
eral restyling. 

Among side improvements are re- 
finements in two-lever remote-shift and 
throttle system, notably a friction 
brake that eliminates “creep.” A posi- 
tive terminal point has also been pro- 
vided at the transom for correct loca- 
tion of cables—a nylon nut allowing 
controls to be adjusted for exact fit 
with any installation. General restyl- 
ing includes alterations to the face of 
the control housing. 

Shafts that are five inches longer 
than standard units will be available 
for all the ’58 Evinrude line. Addi- 
tional innovations will be a die-cast 
aluminum drip pan, an improved tran- 
som plate, generator kits for the 50 
and 35-h.p. models, suction fuel-system 
kits for the 7.5, 10, 18, 35 and 50-h.p. 
motors, a chrome pump kit (for all but 
the 3-h.p. models) designed for use in 
sandy and silty water, fresh or salt. 


JOHNSON UPS POWER 


PE goon Motors has announced for 
1958 an entirely new four-cylinder 
“V” outboard rated at 50 horsepower. 
Called the Super Sea-Horse 50, it will 
be available with manual or electric 
starting. The motor has a 70.7-cu.-in. 





piston displacement and, according to 
Johnson, is compact and quiet. By ap- 
plying the V principle to the two-cycle 
outboard motor, Johnson engineers re- 
portedly have balanced one bank of pis- 
tons against the other, thereby keeping 
down vibration and noise. 

This design allows for a compact 
grouping of parts and permits use of 
an efficient crankshaft. The new out- 
board also has a twin-barreled down- 
draft carburetor, thermostatically con- 
trolled cooling system, and new built-in 
fuel pump. 

The new Johnson line also includes 
the Super Sea-Horse 35—a completely 
redesigned version of the Johnson 35. 
It has electric starting and most of the 
features of the 50. Two other 35’s, 
manual and electric-starting models, 
are offered in restyled color. 

Rounding out the line of 11 engines 
in seven h.p. ranges are a pair of 18’s, 
and motors of 10, 742, 5%, and 3 h.p. 
The 16-h.p. model has been trimmed 
from 72% to 65% lb. by redesigning 
the lower unit. The 714, 514, and 3 are 
unchanged except in outward styling. 
Gold and white colors with chrome 
trim are used on the deluxe 50 and 35. 
The other Johnsons have spray white 
with bronze trim. 


NEW MERCURY LINE 


n all-new Mercury Mark 78 is the 
lead model in the new outboard 
motor line announced by Kiekhaefer 
Corp. It’s a six-cylinder outboard with 
66-cu. in. displacement. A four-cylin- 


der Mark 58 and a two-cylinder Mark 
28 are also presented as entirely new. 
Increased horsepower ratings of these 
new models haven’t been disclosed. 

Altogether there will be nine basic 
Mercury engines—the three new models 
plus the 60-h.p. Mark 75, the 40-h.p. 
Mark 55, the 30-h.p. Mark 30, the 20- 
h.p. Mark 25, the 10-h.p. Mark 10, and 
the 6-h.p. Mark 6. The Mark 78 and 
the 75 are electric-starting models. 
This feature is also available on four 
other models—the 20, 30, and 40-h.p. 
motors, and the new Mark 58. A new 
generator, said to have 50-percent 
greater output, is standard on all elec- 
tric models except the Mark 25. 

The new Mark 78 and the Mark 75 
will be available with a choice of pro- 
pellers. The new top-size model is slim 
enough to permit twin-engine installa- 
tion with only 16 in. between propeller 
centers and requiring only a 34-in. tran- 
som notch. This concentrates weight 
as near as practical to the transom 
center. The full-reversing feature, in- 
troduced on the Mark 75, has been re- 
fined for incorporating in the 78. 

The new 22-cu. in. Mark 28, claimed 
to be very flexible in performance, 
will have an automatic transmission, 
making possible one-hand shift and 
speed control in the twist-grip steering 
handle. This motor has slanted design 
which distinguished the Mark 10, and 
has the same propeller-hub exhaust 
system, designed to bury exhaust gases 
and noise far aft. Sealing the front of 
the motor and relocating air intake at 
the back of the cowl are calculated to

Comfortable Camp Beds 


merly had to put up with in camp 

has flown right out the tent door. 
Modern outdoor gear is so highly per- 
fected there’s no need to endure such 
hardships as a cold, uncomfortable bed. 
As little as 7 or 8 lb. of equipment can 
turn the trick for autumn, spring, and” 
summer camping. Select and handle it 
wisely and you'll sleep as comfortably 
as you do at home. If you plan to camp 
when temperatures drop much below 
freezing, you should of course use cor- 
respondingly heavier bedding. 

Bedding of 7 to 8 lb. can include a 
three-quarters length air mattress 24 
or 26 in. wide, plus a down-insulated 
sleeping bag or robe. I doubt if any 
other combination supplies more com- 
fort for campers. 

Any dissatisfaction with an air mat- 
tress is almost always caused by over- 
inflating. Too much air makes it hard, 
and you're likely to roll off onto the 
ground during the night. For maxi- 
mum comfort and stability, the mat- 
tress must be soft enough for your hips 
and shoulders to sink well into it. The 
pressure is right when your hip clears 
the ground by no more than 
half an inch. 

Measuring 48 in. long, a 
three-quarters length air mat- 
tress cushions the camper of 
average height from  shoul- 
der to knee. The first night or 
two you may miss padding 
under your feet, and under 
your knees if you're fairly 
tall. If so, lay a folded sack, 
tarp, or coat beneath them. 
Chances are you won't go to 
that trouble the third evening. 
Sleeping with both feet on the 
ground helps anchor your 
body so the mattress can’t 
buck you off if it happens to 
have a little too much air. 

An air mattress weighs so 
little that even  light-pack 
hikers can usually carry one. 
The 26 x 48-in. size runs about 
4 lb., but some others are 24 
in. wide and weigh only 3 lb. 
One plastic job tips the scales 
at 2 lb. Very light mattresses 
are less durable than heavier 
ones and should be handled 
with more care. Make sure 
the ground under your mat- 
tress is free of sharp rocks or 
roots that could scrape or 
puncture it. And at pack-up 
time, stow your air mattress 
where hard equipment can’t

rub against it. Whether you use a light 
or heavier model, carry a patching kit. 

In speaking of the other half of out- 
door sleeping gear, campers often use 
the terms sleeping bag and sleeping 
robe interchangeably, but there are 
important differences between the two. 
The bag weighs less for a _ specified 
thickness of insulation because it is 
cut smaller and often has a tapered 
foot. The tapered “mummy” design 
saves material and pounds, but it isn’t 
always the warmest or most comfort- 
able. It may fit so tight it interferes 
with your sleep, particularly if you’re 
bigger than average. 

One drawback of a snug-fitting bag 
is the difficulty of turning over in it. 
You may become so entangled you 
have to get out, straighten it, and start 
all over. A snug bag wears out faster, 
too, because your weight bears contin- 
ually on one area. 

Some sleeping bags, because of their 
construction are hard to get into and 
out of, especially when you camp in a 
low-headroom tent. Yet the sleeping 
bag is often practical. People of slight 
build find them adequate and there’s no

question about the saving in money 
and weight. 

The sleeping robe is roomier. Some 
numbers come in several sizes so that 
you can select a comfortable fit with- 
out having to carry surplus material. 
This is a definite break for small guys, 
women, and children. In a robe, you 
can generally turn over without taking 
the bottom along with you. There’s a 
trick to help you turn over in robe or 
bag. Press the bottom of the bed down 
against its support with the palms of 
your hands as you roll. This requires 
some concentration at first, but after 
a few nights you do it unconsciously 
and without fully awakening. This 
trick is practically a must when you 
use the mummy-shaped sleeping bag. 


he sleeping robe opens out perfectly 

flat and is therefore easier to spot- 
clean, air and dry. It is more durable 
because the edge fastening lets you 
reverse top and bottom so you lie first 
on one panel, then the other. 

On warm nights, you can leave the 
robe completely unfastened along the 
side, then lie on one edge and 
pull the other up to cover the 
top of your body but not far 
enough to drape down about 
it. This exposes part of you to 
the air, and helps offset the 
higher temperature of your 
covered portions. 

Four basic materials are 
used to insulate sleeping bags 
and robes—wool, kapok, Dac- 
ron, and waterfowl down. 
Sometimes ground feathers 
are mixed with down, some- 
times a mixture of crushed 
feathers and synthetic fiber is 
used. Mixtures are less ex- 
pensive than pure down, but 
not so warm. 

Wool beds are comparative- 
ly cheap, easy to clean, and 
quite comfortable in moder- 
ately cold weather. However 
I'd select one only for temper- 
atures that don’t drop much 
below freezing, and when the 
weight is no drawback. Kapok 
has good insulating ability, 
but I’ve had it break up into 
small pieces rather quickly 
and it’s difficult to clean. 
Dacron, in a very few years, 
has become quite popular for 
sleeping-bag insulation. It’s 
relatively inexpensive, and 
poses no moth problem. Field 





tests on Dacron bags indicate they 
retain more body moisture than down. 
Therefore the bag must be dried well 
daily in subfreezing weather or it will 
become damp and you'll have trouble 
staying warm. That’s why I recom- 
mend Dacron bags only for tempera- 
tures that don’t drop below freezing. 


1 Ete is unquestionably the best in- 
sulating material for exacting use 
and for very cold temperatures. No 
other material available to sportsmen 
is as warm for a specified weight and 
bulk. A down-stuffed bag or robe is 
easily cleaned by professional methods. 
To provide equal comfort, a _ wool, 
kapok, or Dacron bed must weigh 
much more, and is that much harder 
to pack, carry and dry. Lightweight 
robes and bags are available for hikers 
who need less protection and don’t 
want to lug an extra ounce. These 
weigh as little as 3% lb. and are tagged 
as comfortable down to freezing. 

Choose an outdoor bed that doesn’t 
pull against any part of you because 
tension squeezes the tiny air pockets 
that prevent body heat draining off too 
rapidly to the outside. 

If you want to know beforehand 
how any listed bag or robe will fit, pin 
a heavy blanket into the specified 
length and width and crawl inside. 
Catalog size of sleeping robes indicate 
size of the bed when it is folded double, 
ready to use. A 40 x 84-in. robe will 
actually measure 80 x 84 in. opened 
flat. 

How much insulating material you 
need depends on_ several factors. 
Manufacturers usually label their beds 
as suitable down to a predetermined 
limit. Such figures are conservative, 
but they may or may not be right for 
you. 

An even greater factor in outdoor- 
bed comfort is dampness. You can’t 
realize the full potential of any sleep- 
ing gear unless it’s dry and you sleep 
in dry, clean garments. A damp bed 
can be cold no matter how well it’s in- 
sulated. This is why experienced camp- 
ers, every chance they get, air and dry 
bedding and pajamas or the clean 
underwear they wear at night. 

Another assumption that a manu- 
facturer makes in determining tem- 
perature recommendations is that the 
bed will be in a shelter that shields it 
from strong wind. A fully exposed bag 
or robe may have to be considerably 
heavier to keep you warm. Any robe 
or bag should lie on some soft support 
like a mattress or pile of browse which 
prevents your weight from compress- 
ing the air pockets too much. A mat- 
tress or pad also prevents close con- 
tact with the ground which otherwise 
might absorb too much of the heat 
generated by your body. 

Pure down-filled robes weighing 
about 4 lb. are usually adequate for 
temperatures that don’t drop much be- 
low freezing. An 8-lb. model should 
carry you to slightly below zero if you 
take precautions against wind and 
dampness, dress in clean, dry night 
garments, and if you have normal re- 
sistance to cold. Twelve and 14-lb, 
robes under similar conditions will be 


comfortable at 20 or 30 below. These 
figures obviously should be confirmed 
by specific advice from the manufac- 
turer of gear you’re considering for ex- 
treme cold. 

The weights I’ve been quoting apply 
only to beds that do not have such 
things as head canopy and air-mattress 
pocket. If the overall weight includes 
these features, obviously less of the 
total can be in the insulation. I recom- 
mend neither head canopy nor air-mat- 
tress pocket. A canopy might ward 
some rain off your head, but it can’t 
protect the rest of the robe or bag 
whose cover is only resistant to mois- 
ture, not waterproof. A completely 
waterproof bed would soon become so 
perspiration-soaked you'd sleep mis- 
erably if at all. So while a canopy 
might keep your head dry in a storm, 
the rest of your body could get damp 
or plain wet. If you plan to camp in 
rainy regions without a tent, carry a 
full-length tarp to cover your entire 
bed when required. 

The built-in mattress pocket adds 
weight, bulk, and cost. A pocketless 
bag works fine as long as the mattress 
isn’t blown up too hard and the ground 
is reasonably level. 

You can make any roomy sleeping 
bag or robe warmer, and protect it 
from soiling, if you add a removable 
liner. This can be cotton flannel for 
summer, and pure wool blanketing for 
winter. Cut the lining slightly under- 
size so it fits smoothly inside the bed 
and install short tape ties across bot- 
tom and halfway up the open side so 
it can be made into a bag. 

Such a liner makes bedding more 
adaptable to weather changes. On a 
hot night, for instance, you lie on top 
of the bag or robe and cover yourself 
with the liner. On very cold nights you 
crawl inside both, or sleep with the two 
layers of liner above or below. In the 
below position you gain extra insula- 
tion from the ground. A liner made of 
heavy wool blanketing extends the pro- 
tective power of your bed as much as 
10°, and may enable you to get by with 
a lighter, less expensive bag or robe 
than would otherwise be needed for 
the occasional very cold night. 

It’s usually wise to leave at least 
half the length of a bag or robe open 
for safety. You might have to get out 
fast in an emergency such as fire. You 
won't get cold with the top half un- 
fastened, because you grip the edges 
with your fingers and hold them shut 
as you sleep. 


4 ies prevent chilled ears and neck, 
bundle a wool shirt or jacket about 
them. That also prevents drafts from 
hitting you when you roll in your sleep. 
Another old trick that often spells the 
difference between a cold night and a 
comfortable one is to wear a pair of 
clean, dry, wool socks to bed, because 
your feet tend to be the first part of 
you to get cold. 

Start with an air mattress and a 
suitable bag or robe. Use them proper- 
ly and dress properly for sleep. You'll 
have no trouble staying warm and com- 
fortable through the coldest night.

sarcastically. But Roy kept his light, 
glass rod straining against the fish. 

A few minutes later he’d worked the 
| tired fish in for a second time and I 
| netted a gleaming 12-pounder. Since 
then I’ve decided that dragging bottom 
| once in a while increases a streamer’s 
bass appeal. It doesn’t kick up much 
action, and I think when a hungry 
striper sees a jig scraping bottom, he’s 
sure it’s a sand crab or some other 
| delicacy scooting for safety. 

Tides play an important part in any 
kind of striper fishing. In the upper 
part of the great Sacramento and San 
Joaquin River delta area, action is best 
from the time the tide is halfway in to 
the time it’s halfway out. I’ve had bet- 
ter luck on the outgoing tide until its 
halfway out. Time of day in this area 
doesn’t make much difference. In the 
lower-delta areas, experienced trollers 
pick an incoming tide during the late- 
afternoon hours. The fish continue to 
strike until sunset, legal curfew. 

Stripers were introduced to Califor- 
nia from New Jersey in the late 1800's, 
and they range along the coast from 
the Salinas River north to the Russian 
River in California. The hub of striper 
activity is centered between these two 
rivers around the San Francisco Bay 
area. The Sacramento-San Joaquin 
River delta with its checkerboard of 
sloughs, and San Pablo, Suisun and 
Napa Bays, all spell striper action. 
Trollers seek two kinds of water—the 
shallow mud flats and the deeper river 
channels. Outside of California, strip- 
ers have taken a lusty foothold in the 
Coos Bay area of Oregon. 

One of the chief reasons for the 
popularity of striped-bass angling is 

| that somewhere in the great delta area 
|not a day goes by, year around, that 
someone doesn’t tangle with old line- 
sides. During the fall and winter 
months when trout are generally illegal 
and warm-water fishing is slow, striper 
invasions reach their peak in many 
areas. 

During late spring and summer, the 
bass waters are little more than nurs- 
eries, but when a touch of chill creeps 
into the fall nights, the big bull stripers 
migrate from the larger bays and 
ocean waters back into the maze of 
delta sloughs and rivers. Bait slingers 
and trollers migrate with them. I’ve 
caught and released close to 100 under- 
size fish in a single day on Napa Bay 
in late summer. A month later, after 
the youngsters are gone, presumably 
back to the ocean, fish are scarcer but 
bigger. 

I've kept close tabs on striper reports 
for years, and I’ve found that more big 
bulls (30 to 40 pounds) are taken in 
December than any other month. The 
biggest fish are usually taken on sar- 
dines or prickly little bullheads. The 
bullhead is hooked through the lips or 
behind the dorsal fin and has to be 
| reeled in a couple of cranks every few 
| minutes or he’s likely to burrow out 

|} of sight in the soft mud. 
| Pacific stripers don’t average as large 
|}as their Atlantic relatives, but I can 





remember reports of a 65 and a 67- 
pounder, so our gamesters aren’t ex- 
actly shrinking violets. 

My experience leads me to believe 
that trolling is the best way to take 
middle-size stripers. Fish running from 
the 16-inch, minimum-size limit, to 25 
pounds, generally fall for trolled lures, 
though there’s always the chance of 
taking a lunker. Medium-size bass are 
the real scrappers and give the best 
sport. 

I'll never forget the cold December 
afternoon Brian Sites, his son John, 
and I connected with a school of mid- 
dleweight bass. When I moved to the 
Sacramento Valley nine years ago to 
take a job trapping coyotes, it was only 
natural that I should become ac- 
quainted with the Sites family who run 
a stock ranch near Sites, California. 

On this particular day we were 
plagued with the thing that sometimes 
puts the “whammy” on trolling—silty 
water. Tidal waters are always muddy, 
but occasionally heavy rains rile up the 
lower stretches of the Sacramento to 
a near-soup consistency. We decided 
to work up a side slough. 

“Bet we have to use sardines or get 
skunked,”’ said John, as he let a jig 
over the stern. 

“Flood water’s backing up in this 
slough,’’ I replied, “but I don’t believe 
it’s as dirty as the river.” 

Before John had payed out more 
than 80 feet of line, a striper made a 
lightning strike at his jig. The nine- 
pound fish staged his own private rodeo 
as he bucked around the slough, com- 
ing about as close to jumping as a 
striped bass ever does. 

“Hurry up with that net,’ shouted 
John. “I’ve got him coming my way.” 


W<3 no more than sacked that one, 
than Brian got a hard strike. The 
strong fish sprinted from one side of 
the boat to the other, making Brian’s 
light Fiberglas rod double up like a 


horseshoe. Brian would heave, pump 
in a couple yards of line, then repeat 
the procedure. The striper thrashed 
violently when he reached the boat, 
then John netted him—a 12-pounder. 
The bass were in a savage mood, and 
I believe they would have hit just the 
same even if the water had been as 
thick as a muddy road. It was a simple 
case of getting our jigs right in the 
stripers’ faces. 

On our third pass through the feed- 
ing area, John tied into another, but 
the fish threw the hook. This doesn’t 
happen often for stripers apparently 
charge jigs full tilt with their mouths 
wide open, though they will occasion- 
ally just bunt a lure. 

John and Brian had taken four fish 
to my none, and I’d just about decided 
it wasn’t my day, when a hefty line- 
sides jerked my rod tip down hard. I 
didn’t even have to set the hook, for 
the fish really clobbered my jig. About 


all I could do was hang on and let the 


straining rod take the wind out of him. 
“Come on, come on,” said Brian. 
“Get that fish in the boat before we 
lose the school.” 
After a battle royal, I finally brought 
him to the net. We caught one more 





after that and then lost the school, but 
we'd had action enough for one day. 

It’s easy to get oversold on one type 
lure, such as jigs, and then miss out 
on some fun. This happened to Roy 
Gray and me one day while we were 
fishing the Pinole Flats below Car- 
quinez Bridge, outside of Vallejo, Calif. 
Local anglers had been using spoons, 
so as Roy and I buzzed away from the 
dock, we each halfheartedly tied one 
on. We got no immediate action, so 
switched confidently to our beloved jigs. 
After that we almost wore out the 
boat seats—and our own. The bass left 
us strictly alone except for a puny, 
undersize one. 

The tide came in and started out. 
Shorebirds shrieked across the partly 
exposed flats. ‘I’m going to try a spoon 
again,’ I said. ‘““We can’t do any worse 
than we’re doing now.” 


few minutes later, I missed a good 

strike. We both tied on spoons after 
that and ended up with three good fish 
before calling it a day. Just what at- 
traction the spoons held for the striped 
bass, I’m not sure, but I have a hunch 
the fish were fresh from the bay or 
ocean where they’d been feeding on 
silvery baitfish. The spoons probably 
looked more natural than the jigs. 

Among the things to amaze an East- 
ern striped-bass fan when he comes to 
the West Coast are the poor action 
found in the surf, and the limited kinds 
of baits and lures used here. 

Surf fishing, so popular along the 
Atlantic Coast, is seldom worthwhile 
here. Nobody knows why. Stripers 
work the northern California coast, yet 
surfmen rarely take any. Patient fish- 
ermen are occasionally rewarded along 
the San Francisco beaches, but big 
runs are few and far apart. 

The only consistently successful strip- 
er baits are sardines—fresh, frozen, or 
pickled. If sardines aren’t available, 
anglers settle for anchovies or herring. 

Choice of trolling lures is as limited 
as the choice of baits. Only three types 
have proven to be consistent fish getters 
—the jigs, chrome spoons, and red-and- 
white underwater plugs. Spoons are 
used alone or paired on tandem leaders 
with a bugeye jig. When the spoon is 
used alone, sinkers of various sizes are 
used except in shallow water. Be care- 
ful not to clinch on too much lead, or 
your spoon will snag. 

The giant, red-and-white jointed 
plug, is generally wheeled through the 
water alone, and even the sinker type 
will need additional weight to get it 
down far enough. Plug trollers often 
drag 200 feet of line behind them, and 
chug along at a snail’s pace to give 
their “redhead” a chance to work deep. 
Depending on the depth of the water, 
up to six ounces of lead may be neces- 
sary to get the plug down where you 
want it. 

The artificials that are so popular 
along the Atlantic surf have been tried 
here, but as far as I know, never for 
long. Some day someone will probably 
find something that tops the three types 
of lures used in California now; in fact, 
it may be in your tackle box right this 
moment. THE END

Pointer vs. Flush Dog 


to check the field performances of 

a pointing dog and a flush dog 
under the same conditions. I’d followed 
each of them many times, but not un- 
der similar conditions. For instance, 
two years ago the American Brittany 
Club ran its championship at Crab 
Orchard Lake, Herrin, Ill., followed by 
the English springers, and then the 
cocker spaniels. But the Brittanies 
worked the native quail coveys while 
the spaniels, or flush dogs, worked 
only pheasants on a shoot-to-kill basis. 

The grounds chosen for the test were 
three adjacent farms well stocked with 
pheasants on a co-operative basis. The 
pheasants there are first liberated in a 
one-acre pen on the middle farm. 
When they become old enough they 
can fly out of the pen, and return to it 
any time for food, roosting, or protec- 
tion from predators. The pen is flagged 
50 yd. out to mark an off-limits area to 
dog and gun. 

Off-limits restrictions also are ob- 
served around the farm buildings and 
stock pens. This, along with the 
rough, upended ground and open fields, 
simulate conditions usually encoun- 
tered by the average gunner who can't 
afford to hunt too far from home. 

We chose pheasants because a flush 
dog is at his best on these, or on wood- 
cock or grouse. He’s rather lost on 
quail, though he should do well on 
coturnix quail once it’s established. 
I’ve never worked flush dogs on the 
prairie chick, a member of the grouse 
family and a natural] for pointers, but 
they should handle them as well as 
pheasants. 

Morning had just climbed out of the 
East with a promise of a crisp, clear 
shooting day, when Tom Barkley and I 
started the 75-mile drive to the grounds. 
Tom’s English springer, Belle, sat the 
back seat. She surveyed the country- 
side with all the fire and animation 
that the sight of guns and the scent of 
hunting clothes usually engenders in 
her taut little body. Belle, incidentally, 
is an eight-year-old spayed bitch who 
answers well that old question of 
whether proper spaying affects hunt- 
ing ability. 

We parked the car by the first farm 
and dropped Belle over the fence, plan- 
ning to hunt close to the perimeter and 
back to the car. Belle was a twirling 
top as we negotiated the fence, but she 
was thoroughly under control, as a 
good flush dog should be. 

That control is the keynote of hunt- 
ing with a flush dog. A definite con- 
duct pattern must be maintained, else 
the game will all be flushed out of gun- 
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ive GUNNING season I arranged

shot range. It’s something that’s ac- 
quired only by careful and positive 
training. 

Tom brought Belle to heel as we 
walked across the meadow to the regu- 
lation distance from the highway. 
Belle’s whines were _ anticipatory, 
rather than being protests against re- 
striction. 

Now we were likely to find pheasants 
anywhere. Some had roosted in the tall 
grass and fence brush, some in the 
corn shocks and hay rakes, and now 
were moving out to feed. Others 
would be high on the rough hillsides, 
where they’d find tangled growth of 
ash and dogwood. 

Tom sent Belle out as we started 
down the far side of the first meadow. 
She cast away to the left, then turned 
back sharply at Tom’s signal after 
she’d reached about 25 yd. Conditions 
and your dog’s style govern range, for 
you have to be right there when the 
bird flushes out in front. As Belle 
hunted a band about 50-yd. wide, we 
zigzagged to a width of about 75 or 
100 yd., as conditions warranted. 


Halfway down this first meadow, 
Belle broke from a cast and headed out 
in front of us, her short tail as trans- 
parent as a hummingbird’s wing. She'd 
caught live scent and was telling us 
about it. Tom steadied her so that we 
could come closer, then sent her in. 
Two hens took the air, and Belle im- 
mediately set. Then, as nothing hap- 
pened to the hens, a cock rattled up, 
and Tom got him. Had Belle continued 
working game after the hens took 
wing, that cock would most likely have 
chosen a ground race to flight. 


| Sees continued to sit, her front feet 
lifting off the ground as_ she 
strained to mark the fall. With an 
eager whine, she looked back for her 
signal. She got it, and bounded away 
for the retrieve. On our next kill she 
had to hit water to get her bird, and 
she took it in stride. 

Then came a determined ground run- 
ner, and Belle was all for driving the 
line like a rabbit hound. But Tom 
whoaed her down until we could

Now it was my shot, for Tom had his 
two birds, the limit we’d agreed upon. 
I circled wide and trotted out front to 
beat the cover back toward Tom and 
Belle.

Then he stopped cackling and 
sailed back to the ground on set wings. 
It was a long retrieve, but Belle came 
trotting back, holding the brilliantly 


| feathered bird high in the air. 


‘“‘Let’s just check the game from here 
on,” I suggested, ‘‘and I'll get my other 
bird on the back course.” 

That turned out to be a little disgust- | 
ing to Belle even though we fired a 
gun every time she put game up. She 
couldn’t understand our missing. 

The lay of the back leg was quite 
different. So far, we’d been covering 
relatively flat meadows and cornfields, 
and the walking had been easy. Now 
we were in rough country where the |

W: weren’t getting much action in | 
the lowland, and I asked, “Think | 
we should work that south hillside 
that’s baking in the sun?” 

Tom considered, eyeing the steep 
climb. ‘Think it’s worth it?” 

“If we want the birds. They’ve had 
breakfast and are sunning out.” 

We decided to work our way up, and 
I got my second cock off the edge of a 
blackberry patch. But when we had to 
go back down to get around a ragged 
cliff, we stayed down. 

Back at the car, we took stock. In 
the 2% hours from the time Belle 
started hunting until we put her to 
heel, my pedometer showed we'd cov- 
ered close to 6% miles. That could 
have been held down by preventing 
Belle from carrying us as fast as she 
did. One point to consider is that a 
flush dog hunts with you, over the 
ground you want to cover, at the speed 
you wish to walk. 

As for birds, 
cocks, three after a long trail, and had 
three other locations that produced hens 
only. She fourd them all as fast as 
she came to them, and there wasn’t a 
flush out of gunshot range except for 
one of the trailers.

with their forearms, gather a big 
swatch of wheat, pull it to their mouths, 
and eat it.”

nine broken ribs, and deafness from 
gunshots in close quarters. 

This story gets a low fact rating—I 
know a guy who used to know Larry. 

“Larry did find a den,” says this guy. 
“But it was in early spring. He crawled 
in, shot the mother bear, and pulled 
out one cub.” 

“What about his wounds?” 

“He skinned the back of one hand 
against a sharp rock while dragging 
out the cub. And I guess from firing 
his rifle in the den Larry’s ears rang 
for a couple of days.” 

Friends from the city who visit us 
at our Maine cabin always bring up the 
subject of bears. Do we see any? Will 
they attack you and are they otherwise 
dangerous? Our answers: yes to the 
first question, no to the second. Of 
course bears get plenty rough if you 
monkey around with them in cages, or 
if you disobey the laws of good sense. 

I mentioned in the beginning that the 
most fantastic bear story I ever heard 
is true. This is it: 

Big Pat Steen, Morgy Steen’s brother, 
who tends the hydroelectric dam at the 
foot of our lake, is a celebrated hunter. 
Some years back he built a hunting 
cabin deep in the wilds of what is now 
Baxter State Park, where firearms are 
barred. Pat is even taller than Morgy, 
and the feats of strength and endur- 
ance he has accomplished are legion. 
Once, with 60 pounds of beaver skins 
in his pack, he snowshoed 40 miles to 
Patten in a 10-below blizzard over an 
unbroken trail.

Trans-Canada Highway 


ow almost completed, the Trans- 
Canada Highway is a fine paved 
road across three of Canada’s western 
provinces — Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta. In most cases there are 
paved alternate highways to by-pass 
the few small incompleted sections. 
Except for a 50-mile section in New- 
foundland, it is now possible to cross 
Canada, coast-to-coast, using provincial 
highway systems which generally fol- 
low the Trans-Canada route.

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| Preseason news trom Down East is 
| highly encouraging—big broods and lots 
|of them, especially in Maine, New Hamp- 
| shire, and Vermont. New York’s outlook 
|is cheering, with birds plentiful in the 
northern and western counties and in 
the Catskills. Pennsylvania had a sur- 
| prise decline in its grouse population in 
| the summer of ’56, and last fall’s kill was 
|a third below the recent-year 60,000 av- 
pater but there are many indications 
| that the birds have bounced back almost 
|to normal. Best chances will be in the 
northern parts of counties along the New 
York line, and in the Poconos. 

For a steadily increasing number of 
Eastern sportsmen, turkey hunting has 
the excitement of big-game shooting plus 
thrills all its own. 


Beyond saying that there isn’t a 
chance of Pennsylvania being ousted 
from its position of top turkey state 
of the East, it’s a bit difficult to make 
a forecast for this fall. | don’t think 
there are as many turkeys in Penn’‘s 
Woods as there were two years ago. 
Last fall’s estimated kill of 14,500 
was 3,500 birds under ‘55’s record 
18,000—in both years the actual kill 
was at least 10 percent higher than 
the estimated. There was a good 
carry-over last fall and a good 
breeding season this spring, so my 
guess is that this year’s hunting will 
be better than last, but not quite as 
good as ‘55.

West Virginia will have fair-to- 
good turkey shooting, most of it on 
the northern half of the big Monon- 
gahela National Forest and on the 
West Virginia section of the George 
Washington National Forest. There 
are noticeably more turkeys on the 
dozen game-management areas on 
these public lands, than there were 
last year after a poor breeding sea- 
son. There’s a chance that ‘55’s legal 
kill of 1,600, the best remembered 
by anyone except a few old-timers, 
will be bettered. 





Turkey hunting in Maryland’s three 
| mountain counties perked up consider- 
|ably last fall. The kill, estimated by 
| game-commission director Ernie Vaughn 
| at “pretty close to 1,000,” was the larg- 


| est for a long time—partly because there 


were more turkey hunters out than ever 
before, but mostly because persistent 
stocking and stepped-up law enforcement 
paid off in more birds. Good breeding 
weather has brightened prospects for this 
year’s mountain season.

hunting in the swamps, especially along 
the blackwater Pocomoke River, a 
stand-out largemouth stream. Worth 
thinking about is a combined turkey 
hunt and bass-fishing trip—you can hire 
a boat at Snow Hill (not always on week- 
ends, though) but a competent guide is 
hard to find. 

This year Maryland has promoted 
turkey to big-game status—if you kill 
one you have to report it. Good idea. 


New York’s hoped-for turkey season 
didn’t materialize. Next year, maybe. | 
got a kick out of hearing that Connecti- 
cut, which over a century ago was the 
first New England state to shoot itself 
out of turkeys, has opened a season. 
Then I checked with Lyle Thorpe, the 
state game director, and he told me that 
all the birds are on a couple of limited- 
membership preserves. He doesn’t think 
game-commission stocking would pay 
off because the state’s woods are so cut 
up by roads, and to thrive, turkeys must 
have large areas of unbroken woodland. 

The squirrel situation’ is the same pret- 
ty nearly everywhere in the East—bushy- 
tails are plentiful. 


The cropland-game outlook is 
good. Preseason indications are that 
a hunter’s biggest problem may not 
be finding game on the farms but 
finding farmers who will let him 
hunt it. 

Before opening day, large acre- 
ages are going to break out with a 
rash of No Hunting signs. Fortunate- 
ly not all of them will mean exactly 
what they say, and in most areas 
sportsmen will be able to find land 
to hunt on, if they go about it the 
right way. 


The cottontail rabbit is usually the 
most plentiful and the most-shot-at spe- 
cies of farm game. The annual kill 
tremendous. In Pennsylvania alone it has 
averaged close to 1,500,000 over the 
past five seasons. 

Cottontails have a disconcerting way 
of being plentiful in summer, then fading 
away before opening day. They’re also 
inclined to be “spotty”—often there are 
lots of them in one area, and practically 
none in just as good an area only a few 
miles away. But, overall, it looks as if 
the boys with or without the beagles are 
going to have an extra-good season. All 
the reports from rabbit districts I’ve seen 
are favorable, and many of them are en- 
thusiastic. 


Latest news from pheasant areas 
indicates that ringneck hunters are 
going to have at least average gun- 
ning, with a chance that in some dis- 
tricts the season will be outstanding. 
On some parts of the main Eastern 
range—Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, western New England—cold 
and wet early spring weather wasn’t 
too good for nesting, but the usual 
heavy stocking seems to have cov- 
ered most of the bare spots.

October 1-30 is also bear-hunting time 
in Blount, Cocke, Monroe, Polk, Sevier, 
and Greene counties. 

Limit on both bear and boar is one 
per person per season. 


UNDERWATER STUDY—1In most Southern 
states, gamefish are protected from un- 
derwater spearmen, but the use of spears 
and underwater guns is encouraged on 
what the states consider to be rough fish. 





Texas recently passed a law al- 
lowing “‘skin divers, frogmen, and 
archers” to legally shoot rough fish. 
These are defined as carp, buffa- 
loes, gaspergou (fresh-water drums), 
garfish and Rio Grande perch. 

The State’s Game and Fish Com- 
mission has equipped its biologists 
with diving outfits and sent them 
down to learn about gamefish first 
hand.

been made year-round in Travis, 
Buchanan, Granite Shoals, and Aus- 
tin Lakes at depths up to 50 feet. 
The commission works its biologists 
in pairs for safety, and also so they 
can use each other as “yardsticks”’ 
to measure distance and size in the 
tricky magnification of water. The 
commission says that under the best 
conditions, a diver is completely fa- 
tigued after two hours of under- 
water work. 


“Accurate fish counts are extremely 
difficult to make,” the commission says, 
“because of the way fish dart in and out 
of hiding places. Sunfish, bass, and Rio 
|Grande perch are easily approached. 
| Others such as carp, buffaloes, river 
| suckers, fresh-water drums, log perch, 
| channel cats, and white crappies are not 
approachable.”
